INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


Upon a call of districts bills were introduced, severally read one 
time and referred to appropriate standing committees, as follows: 


By Mr. Shelton: 


S. 529. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
authorizing certain funds derived from the school taxes levied in Cal- 
houn County pursuant to the provisions of that certain amendment to 
the Constitution proposed by Act No. 587 enacted at the 1947 Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama to be used for public school pur- 
poses generally; authorizing the refunding of any bonds now outstand- 
ing or hereafter issued under the provisions of said amendment or of the 
amendment proposed hereby; authorizing the issuance of bonds for the 
combined purposes of so refunding any such bonds and acquiring, con- 
structing and improving public school buildings; providing that any 
bonds issued under said amendment or under the amendment proposed 
hereby shall be negotiable instruments and legal investments for trust 
funds; and providing that bonds may be issued under the amendment 
proposed hereby without a further election and without being chargeable 
to the constitutional debt limit of the issuing political subdivision.

be known as the “(name of county) County Inferior Court,” defining 
its criminal and civil jurisdiction, providing it with officers, defining 
their powers, duties, compensation, term of office, and manner of their 
selection; regulating its procedures and process; prescribing costs and 
fees therein; empowering and directing the county governing bodies of 
all counties composing such judicial circuits to pay the compensation of 
the officers of the courts hereby created out of the general fund of the 
county treasury and to furnish quarters, books, forms, stationery, equip- 
ment and supplies requisite to the efficient functioning of such courts.

days after the granting thereof; to provide for the election of a Record- 
er; to require the posting of a bond by commissioners; to prohibit com- 
missioners from holding other public offices; to prohibit any commis- 
sioner, officer or employee of the municipality from having any interest 
in any contract with the municipality; to bar persons related to any 
commissioner from holding public office; to provide punishment for vio- 
lation of such prohibitions; to require the publication of financial re- 
ports of the municipality; to provide for the filling of any vacancies that 
may occur in the membership of the board; to provide for the salaries 
of commissioners and other disbursements of the municipality; to pro- 
vide that meetings of the board of commissioners shall be open to the 
public; and to provide a manner for changing the form of government 
of the municipality.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. All words and phrases used in this Act shall be given 
the meaning ascribed to them in the Unemployment Compensation Act 
(Chapter 4 of Title 26, Code of Alabama, 1940), unless the context here- 
of plainly shows a different meaning. 


Section 2. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
other like governing body of Walker County is authorized, directed, and 
required to cause to be covered under the Unemployment Compensation 
Act all employees whose compensation is paid from the county treasury, 
except elected officials, and all employees of any agency or instrumentali- 
ty of the county. 


Section 3. Walker County shall pay into the unemployment compensa-~ 
tion fund an amount equivalent to the amount of benefits paid out to 
claimants who during the applicable base period were paid wages by such 
county. If the claimant during such base period was employed both by such 
county and other employers subject to the provisions of the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Act, the amount paid into the fund by such county 
shall be an amount equal to the amount of benefits paid such claimant 
in addition tc such amount as the claimant was entitled to receive on 
the basis of wages paid to such claimant by such other employes. The 
amount of payments required under this section to be made into the 
fund shall be ascertained by the Director of Industrial Relations as soon 
as practical after the end of each calendar quarter. The payment by 
such county into the fund shall be made quarterly or at such times and 
in such manner as the Director mav determine and prescribe. The coun- 
ty governing body shall be required to maintain a record of social se- 
curity account numbers issued to its employees. 


Section 4. Insofar as practical, the provisions of the Unemployment 
Compensation Act relative to the coverage of employees shall apply to 
employees of Walker County.

The department of 
revenue shall charge Berry, Fayette County, for collecting such municipal 
sales and use taxes the cost of making such collections provided, how- 
ever, that such charge shall not exceed ten percent of the amount col- 
lected. The comptroller shall each month draw his warrant on the funds 
collected hereunder payable to the department of revenue for the amount 
of such charges. The department of revenue shall have full authority to 
employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time to time to 
enforce collection of such municipal sales and use taxes, and otherwise 
to enforce the provisions of the ordinance or resolution levying such 
taxes, including any litigation required, and the department of revenue 
shall pay such special counsel such fees as it deems necessary and proper 
from the proceeds of the taxes payable to Berry, Fayette County, under 
the provisions of this Act. 


Section 2. Any municipal ordinance or resolutions levying a tax re- 
quired to be collected hereunder, any amendment or addition or other 
change in such ordinance or resolution shall be effective on the first 
day of the month next following the expiration of thirty days from the 
date of the adoption of such municipal ordinance or resolution, provided, 
however, the department of revenue shall not be required to make any 
collection of taxes or otherwise perform the duties provided herein until 
and unless a certified copy of such ordinance or resolution, or amend- 
ment thereto, is filed with the department of revenue not less than thirty 
days prior to the effective date of said ordinance, resolution, or amend- 
ment thereto.

Section 1. All purchases of supplies, materials, equipment and oth- 
er personal property for or on behalf of Conecuh County, or any of its 
officers, departments, agents, or instrumentalities, shall be made by the 
Board of Directors or other like governing body of the county, or its duly 
authorized agent, under such reasonable rules and regulations and pro- 
cedures as the county governing body may prescribe, and such reason- 
able accounts, ledgers and journals of the purchases and of the several 
funds of the county shall be as directed by the county governing body. 
But written, sealed, competitive bids must be obtained on all proposed 
purchases or supply contracts when the amount involved is three hundred 
dollars or more. If the amount of the proposed purchase or supply con- 
tract is in excess of three hundred dollars, written notice by registered 
or certified mail with return receipt ‘requested, shall be given at least 
three suppliers. A copy of such notice or notices, together with the re- 
turn receipts showing their delivery, must be filed in the records of the 
Board of Directors or other like county governing body. Copies of such 
notices with return receipts properly filed as directed shall be considered 
as evidence of compliance with this section. 


Section 2. All bids received on proposed purchases or supply con- 
tracts shall be written and sealed and shall be opened publicly at the 
time and place stated in the invitation to bid. The supply contract or 
order shall be awarded to the responsible bidder making the lowest and 
best bid. All bids received, with the names of the bidders, shall be filed 
with the purchasing records of the Board of Directors or iike couniy 
governing body. Each bid received and filed must have recorded upon its 
face whether accepted or rejected with the reasons for the award if not 
awarded to the lowest bidder. All bids and purchasing records shall be 
open to public inspection. In the event any equipment or property of the 
county is to be replaced by a proposed purchase, the invitation to bid 
must contain an offer to buy with the old or used equipment to be taken 
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in trade. In making purchases for the county, the purchasing agent shall 
give preference to commodities produced or sold in Conecuh County; and 
a two per cent differential in price may be allowed resident vendors, pro- 
vided there is no sacrifice or loss in quality, terms of delivery, or other- 
wise. 


Section 3. The county purchasing agent may obtain information from 
the Division of Purchases and Stores, State Department of Finance, rela- 
tive to the items to be purchased, and if the supply contract or proposed 
purchases can be negotiated at a price equal to or less than the state 
price, it shall be unnecessary to seek bids as provided in Sections 1 and 
2, and the purchase may be made on the basis of the negotiated price. 
When purchases of supplies, materials, equipment, or other personal 
property are made under this section, the files of the purchase shall con- 
tain evidence verifying the purchase price to be equal to or below the 
state price. 


Section 4. In an emergency a purchase involving more than three 
hundred dollars may be made without competitive bids and without ob- 
taining information from the Division of Purchases and Stores, State 
Department of Finance. However a full written account of the circum- 
stances necessitating any such emergency purchase, together with the 
statement describing the item purchased and naming the vendor from 
whom the item was purchased, shall be at once prepared by the pur- 
chasing agent and filed in his office with the records of the purchase. 
Any emergency, as the term is used herein, means a situation where

license department, and the director thereof, all the powers, duties, re-

S. 559. To define, regulate and license barbers and barber colleges, 
and other like businesses in Lauderdale County, Alabama; and create a 
Barbers’ Commission for said county; and to provide a penalty for the 
violation of the provisions hereof, and to fix the powers and duties of 
said commission.

LEGAL NOTICE 


STATE OF ALABAMA 
COUNTY OF LAUDERDALE 


NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its pas- 
sage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 
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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To define, regulate, and license barbers, barber colleges and other 
like businesses in Lauderdale County; to create a barbers’ commission 
for the county; to fix the powers and duties of the commission, transfer 
to the commission all rights, powers, duties and authority, together 
with all funds, property, books, papers, records and effects belonging to, 
and all obligations incurred by the barbers’ commission created for Lau- 
derdale County by Act No. 82, H. 324, approved June 24, 1959 (Acts 
of Alabama 1959, Vol. I, p. 491); superseding and repealing said Act No. 
82, and prescribing penalties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1, (a) This Act shall apply only in Lauderdale County. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for any person, co-partnership, association 
or corporation to act as a barber, operate a barber college, barber shop 
or other like business, to advertise or assume to act as such in Lauder- 
dale County without a license issued by the barbers’ commission of the 
county. No co-partnership, association or corporation shall be granted a 
license, unless every member or officer of said co-partnership, associa- 
tion or corporation, actively engaged in the barber business, barber col- 
lege or like business of such co-partnership, association or corporation, 
actively engaged in the barber business, barber college or like business 
of such co-partnership, association or corporation shall hold a license as a 
barber as hereinafter provided for. 


Section 2. A barber, barber shop, barber college, or other like busi- 
ness within the meaning of this Act is any person, firm, partnership, co- 
partnership, association, or corporation who, for a valuable consideration 
or hire, shaves or trims the beard; gives facial or scalp massages, or 
treats the same with oils or other preparations, singes, shampoos, cuts 
or dyes the hair of a human being, or applies hair tonic or other cos- 
metic preparations, clays, or lotions to the scalp, neck or face, or en- 
gages in the teaching of any person or persons in the art of barbering 
as in this paragraph defined. Provided, however, the provisions of this 
Act shall not apply to (1) persons engaged in the practice of medicine, 
surgery or beauty culture, (2) persons actively engaged in the military 
service of the United States Government while acting in line of duty, (3) 
registered nurses in the course of their employment as such, (4) persons 
who render any of said services to members of their immediate families, 
or other persons who receive such services without charge therefor. 


Section 3. There is hereby created a barbers’ commission for Lau- 
derdale County, to consist of three members appointed by the Governor 
of Alabama. All of the rights, powers, duties, and authority, together 
with all funds, property, books, papers, records and effects belonging to, 
and all obligations incurred bv the barbers’ commission created for 
Lauderdale County by the provisions of Act No. 84, H. 324, appruved 
June 24, 1959 are hereby transferred to the barbers’ commission created 
by this Act, and all rights, privileges and licenses having been granted 
or having originated pursuant to the provisions of said Act No. 82 and 
remaining in effect on the effective date of this enactment shall con- 
tinue in effect the same as if granted or originated pursuant to the 
previsions of this Act. The members appointed to the barbers’ commis- 
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sion created for Lauderdale County by the provisions of Act No. 82, 
H. 324, approved June 24, 1959, shall serve as members of the barbers’ 
commission created herein, during the remainder of the terms for which 
said former members were appointed. Thereafter, the term of any mem- 
ber appointed and qualified to succeed the members of such barbers’ 
commission shall be for three years and until his successor shall have 
been appointed and qualified. Members to fill vacancies shall be appoint- 
ed or selected in the manner following: The commission shall, sixty days 
prior to the expiration of the term of any commissioner or the chairman 
of the commission, give notice in writing to the licensed barbers of the 
county that such vacancy will be created on the date of the expiration 
of the term of the commissioner whose term is about to expire; or if a 
vacancy be caused for any reason other than the expiration of the term, 
the barbers’ commission shall within thirty days after such vacancy is 
created give notice to the licensed barbers of the county of such vacan- 
cy, calling upon the said barbers to suggest to the barbers’ commission 
the names of three barbers to fill the vacancy or vacancies thus occa- 
sioned; to that end a ballot shali be prepared and enclosed in the letter 
notifying the barbers of the vacancy or vacancies thus created, the said 
ballot reading: “I hereby nominate for appointment by the Governor of 
the State of Alabama to the Barbers’ Commission for Lauderdale Coun- 
ty, Alabama, one of the following named three persons: —.-___-...~-~ 
Seth see Grete hs ”* The ballots shall be numbered and identi- 
fied in such. manner as to prevent anyone employing any ballot other 
than that forwarded to the licensed barber entitled to vote; and in ad- 
dition to the ballot, the barbers commission shall .forward "the licensed 
barber an envelope addressed to the barbers’ commission of the county 
and properly stamped with postage of the United States Government. 
When the ballots are returned to the barbers’ commisssion, they shall 
be opened on a day designated in the notification forwarded the duly li- 
censed barbers of the county in the presence of the commissioners of 
the barbers’ commission then serving, and the ballots shall be counted, 
and the names of the three barbers who shall receive the greatest num- 
ber of votes shall be selected as the three nominees of the barbers’ com- 
mission of the county, and the barbers’ commission shall then certify 
to the Governor of the State of Alabama the names of the three barbers 
receiving the highest number of votes, and the Governor shall appoint 
one of the three persons thus designated to fill the vacancy created. If 
more than one vacancy exists at any time, there shall be nominated in 
the manner hereinabove designated and certified to the Governor three 
nominees for each such vacancy, so that if there be one vacancy there 
shall be three nominees, if there be two vacancies there shall be six nom- 
inees, and if there be three vacancies there shall be nine nominees cer- 
tified to the Governor, who shall select for appointment one nominee 
from each group thus nominated. Vacancies shall be filled for the un- 
expired terms. The commission, immediately upon the qualification of the 
member appointed each year, shall organize by selecting from its mem- 
bers a. chairman, and may do all things necessary or convenient for car- 
rying into effect the provisions of this Act. Each member of the com- 
mission shall receive as full compensation for each day actually spent 
in the work of the commission the sum of six dollars per day and his 
actual and. necessary expenses thereby incurred. The commission shall 
appoint, and at its pleasure discharge, a secretary-treasurer and such 
assistants as may be deemed necessary to discharge the duties imposed 
by the provisions of this Act. The treasurer so appointed shall be re- 
quired to enter into a bond to be approved by the commission in the 
sum of not less than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) conditioned to 
pay any shortage or loss of funds on hand by said treasurer during his 
term of office or at the time that he is holding. office. The commission 
shall ‘outline the duties and fix the compensation of the treasurer. The 
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commission shall obtain such office space, furnishings, and other proper 
conveniences as shall be reasonably necessary for carrying out the pro- 
visions of this Act. The principal office of said commission shall be lo- 
cated in the county seat of the county. The commission shall adopt a 
seal, with such design as it may prescribe engraved thereon, by which 
it shall authenticate its proceedings. The commission shall make ap- 
propriate rules and regulations for the administration of the office of 
the commission and for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
this Act. In addition thereto, the commission is empowered to make rea- 
sonable inspection of the barbers and barber shops of the county to the 
end that they observe proper methods of sanitation and sterilization in 
and about the conduct of their business. Copies of all records and pa- 
pers in the office of the commission duly certified and authenticated by 
its seal shall be received in evidence in all courts with like effect as the 
original. All records kept in the office of the commission under authority 
of this Act shall be open to public inspection under such rules and regu- 
lations as shall be prescribed by the commission. All fees and charges 
collected by the commission under the provisions of this Act, shall be 
paid into the treasury of the commission. Such funds shall be used and 
kept exclusively in the hands of the treasurer of the commission, and 
shall be used under the direction of the commission, not inconsistent 
with this Act. Funds may be disbursed by an order of the commission, 
and approved by the chairman of the board, on a check being drawn by 
the treasurer against such funds, as may be on hand, for the purpose 
of paying all expenses incurred by the commission, including the com- 
pensation of members and their employees and their assistants and the 
treasurer, provided the total expenses for every purpose incurred shall 
not exceed the total fees and charges collected and paid into the treasury 
of the commission. All monies remaining in such separate fund at the 
end of the fiscal year, not expended as herein provided, shall become 
a part of the funds of the commission and shall be retained by the 
commission and may be deposited in any bank or savings account or 
otherwise. 


Section 4. A barber’s college or school, before it shall be issued a 
license by the barbers’ commission of the county, must comply with the 
requirements and standards as follows: 


a. Require, as a prerequisite to admission, a diploma or other proof 
of graduation from a grammar school, or satisfactory completion of an 
examination devised or approved by the commission, showing knowledge 
equal to such education. 


b. Require, as a prerequisite to graduation, satisfactory completion 
of a course of instruction of not less than fifteen hundred (1500) hours, 
to be completed over a period of not less than nine months of continuous 
instruction of not more than eight hours in any one day. 


ce. Such course of instruction shall include the following, or like 
and equal, subjects: scientific fundamentals of barbering; hygienic bac- 
teriology; histology of the hair, skin, muscles, and nerves; structure of 
ine lead, face, ama neck; Clomontary chemistry relating to sterilization 
and antiseptics; diseases of the skin and hair; massaging and manipu- 
lating’ the muscles of the scalp, face, and neck; and hair-cutting, shav- 


ing, and bleaching and dyeing of the hair. 


In order to receive a license as an apprentice barber an applicant 
must meet the following requirements: 
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a. He must have graduated from a barber’s school or college that 
is approved by the commission. 


b. Be seventeen years of age, or older. 
c. Be of good moral character and temperate habits. 


d. Pass an examination conducted by the commission to determine 
his fitness to practice as an apprentice barber. 


e. Meet all the other requirements of this Act as it applies to ap- 
prentice barbers. 


In order to receive a license as a barber an applicant must meet 
the following requirements: 


a. He must be a licensed apprentice barber and have practiced as 
such under the immediate personal supervision of a licensed barber for 
a period of not less than twelve months. 


b. Be eighteen (18) years of age, or older. 
c. Be of good moral character and temperate habits. 


dg. Pass an examination conducted by the commission to determine 
his fitness to practice barbering, such examination to include factors to 
determine the applicant’s general educational level as well as his knowl- 
edge and skill of barbering. The examination shall be conducted with a 
view of determining whether the applicant has general knowledge equal 
to an elementary school education or its equivalent, whether he has a 
thorough knowledge of the subjects required to be taught in barber’s 
school or college, and in examining him as to his knowledge of barber- 
ing, he shall be taken to a barber chair in a barber shop where barbers 
licensed under this Act are practicing barbering and given an examina- 
tion that will determine his skill as a barber, by requiring him to per- 
form any act or acts of barbering and to name any of the instruments 
and their parts which are used in a barber shop. 


e. Meet all the other requirements of this Act as it applies to a 
barber. 


A barber’s license shall be issued without examination by the com- 
mission to any person who, for two years immediately preceding June 
24, 1959, has been continuously engaged in the practice of barbering at 
one or more established places of business in the county, provided he 
shall make application before June 24, 1962 which application shall be 
accompanied by the recommendation of at least two licensed barbers 
doing business in the county, not related to the applicant by blood or 
marriage, certifying that the applicant is of good reputation and quali- 
fied to practice barbering. 


A licensed apprentice barber shall not independently practice bar- 
bering, but may do any and all acts constituting the practice of barber- 
ing under the immediate personal supervision of a licensed barber. 


Section 5. Words used in the masculine gender in this Act include 
the feminine gender. 


Every applicant for a barber’s license, apprentice barber’s license, 
or for a license to operate a barber shop, barber college or other like 
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business shall apply therefor in writing on blanks prepared and fur- 
nished by the commission. Such application shall be accompanied by the 
recommendation of at least two licensed barbers doing business in the 
county, not related to the applicant by blood or marriage, certifying that 
the applicant is of good reputation, is qualified to practice the trade of 
barbering, and recommending that a license be granted him. The appli- 
cation shall be accompanied by a doctor’s certificate certifying that. the 
applicant has no communicable, contagious, or infectious disease. 


An applicant for any license provided for under this Act, or under 
Act No. 82, H. 324, approved June 24, 1959, who is refused such license 
shall be so notified in writing, along with the reason or reasons therefor, 
such notice to be personally delivered to the applicant or sent to his last 
known address by registered mail. 


An applicant for a license who fails to satisfactorily complete an ex- 
amination conducted by the commission or by a barbers’ commission cre- 
ated for Lauderdale County by any other law may apply for reexamina- 
tion at any future meeting of the commission. 


When an applicant shall pass the examination, or an examination 
given pursuant to Act No. 82, H. 324, approved June 24, 1959, and meet 
the other requirements provided for in this Act, the commission shall is- 
sue a license, the form and contents to be prescribed by the commission, 
showing the seal of the commission and the signatures of the commis- 
sioners. This license shall be publicly displayed in the place of business 
where the licensee works or operates. The commission shall also issue 
to each licensee a pocket card on which shall be imprinted the seal of 
the commission and certifying that the person whose name appears there- 
on is a licensed barber, apprentice barber, or operator of one of the busi- 
nesses named herein. 


The original and annual renewal fee for each apprentice barber’s 
and barber’s license shall be seven dollars and fifty cents ($7.50). The 
original and any subsequent examination fee for apprentice barber or 
barber shall be fifteen dollars ($15.00). The original and annual renewal 
fee for operating a barber college or school shall be two hundred and 
fifty dollars ($250.00). 


Any licensed barber or apprentice barber who retires from the prac- 
tice of barbering and fails to keep his license renewed, may, for a period 
of two years after the expiration date of his last license, renew his li- 
cense upon payment of a restoration fee of ten dollars ($10.00) in addi- 
tion to the license fee, and by furnishing the proper health certificate 
and meeting the other requirements of this Act; provided, that he need 
not take another examination unless more than two years have elapsed. 


Every license shall expire on the thirty-first day of December of 
each year. A licensee whose license has expired may, within thirty (30) 
days thereafter, have his license renewed upon making a satisfactory 
showing to the commission, supported by his personal affidavit, which, 
in the opinion of the commission, will excuse the applicant for having 
failed to renew his license within tne time required by this Act. 


The commission shall issue a new license to each applicant for the 
ensuing year, in the absence of any reason or condition that might war- 
rant the refusal of granting the license, upon the receipt of the written 
request of the applicant, accompanied by the annual fee therefor and 
the proper physicians certificate. 
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The commission may upon its own motion, and shall upon the writ- 
ten complaint of any three persons making out a prima facie case, in- 
vestigate the actions of any licensee, and shall have the power to sus- 
pend or revoke any license issued under the provisions of this Act, or 
under the provisions of any other law relative to the regulation of barbers, 
barber colleges or other like businesses in Lauderdale County, where the 
licensee has fraudulently obtained his license, or where the licensee is 
guilty of the violation of any state, county, or city statute or ordinance 
pertaining to barbering or the operation of a business affected hereby, the 
violation of any provision of this Act, or the violation of any rule or regu- 
lation established by the commission. 


The commission shall, before denying an application for a license, 
or before suspending or revoking any license, set the matter down for 
hearing, and at least ten days prior to the date set for the hearing no- 
tify the applicant or licensee in writing, which notice shall contain an ex- 
act statement of the changes made, and the date and place of hearing. 
Such notice shall be personally delivered to the applicant or licensee 
or by mailing the same by registered mail to the last known address 
of such applicant or licensee. At all hearings, the applicant or licensee 
shall have the opportunity to be heard in person or hy counsel, or both, 
and shall have the right of attendance of witnesses in his behalf. In the 
preparation and conduct of the hearings, the commission shall have the 
power to require by subpoena the appearance and testimony of wit- 
nesses and the production of papers, and any member of the commis- 
sion may issue subpoenas, administer oaths, and examine witnesses. The 
fees and mileage shall be the same as prescribed by law in judicial pro- 
cedure in the courts of the State in civil cases. In case of disobedience 
to a subpoena, any member of the commission may invoke the aid of 
any court of competent jurisdiction in requiring the attendance and 
testimony of witnesses and the production of papers, and such court may 
issue an order requiring the persons to appear before the commission, 
and give evidence, or produce papers, as the case may be, and any fail- 
ure to obey such order of the court may be punished by the court as a 
contempt thereof. Any person so refusing to appear and give testimony 
required by such commission shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof by a court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished 
as provided by law. If the commission shall determine that any appli- 
cant is not qualified to receive a license, or that any licensee is guilty 
of a violation of any of the provisions of this Act, a license shall not be 
granted, or the same shall be revoked as the case may require. Upon re- 
quest of the applicant or licensee in writing, the commission shall fur- 
nish said party with a definite statement of its findings of facts and its 
reason or reasons for refusing to grant the license or for its suspension 
or revocation of same. The findings of the commission may be appealed 
to the circuit court of the county, provided an appeal is taken within 
ten days after such final determination of the commission. Any person 
desiring to appeal under this section shall file with the commission, or 
some member thereof, a notice in writing that he appeals to the circuit 
court of the county with at least one solvent surety payable to the coun- 
ty, conditioned to prosecute such appeal to effect, and upon failure to do 
so, to pay all costs and damages which may be taxed against him by the 
circuit court, and any cause so appealed shall be tried de novo in the 
circuit court. In any of the aforesaid commission hearings or court cases, 
the commission shall be represented by the county or circuit solicitor. 


The commission, at least every three months, shall hold an examina- 
tion for the purpose of determining the qualifications of any applicants 
to become barbers or apprentice barbers, and shall conduct said examina- 
tion in accordance with the provisions hereof and in accordance with the 
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rules and regulations promulgated by said commission not inconsistent 
with this Act. Such examination shall be conducted in the city, town, or 
village where the principal office of the commission is located. 


Section 6. Any person violating the provisions of this Act shall upon 
conviction be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for a term not to exceed six months, or by both 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. This provision shall 
have application to any officer or agent of a corporation, co-partnership 
or association operated in violation of this Act. Any court of competent 
jurisdiction in the county shall have full power to try any violation of 
this Act, and upon conviction the court may at its discretion revoke 
the license of the person, co-partnership, association or corporation vio- 
lating the terms hereof. Before the commissioners herein provided for 
shall receive a commission and enter upon the discharge of their duties, 
each shall take and subscribe the oath provided by law to be taken by 
elective officers of the State of Alabama. 


Section 7. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase or 
requirement of this Act is for any reason held to be unconstitutional, 
such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions there- 
of. The Legislature hereby declares that it would have passed this Act 
and each section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase and requirement 
thereof, irrespective of the fact that any one or more sections, subsec- 
tions, sentences, clauses, phrases or requirements be declared unconsti- 
tutional. 


Section 8. Act No. 82, H. 324, approved June 24, 1959 (Acts of 
Alabama, 1959 Regular Session, vol. I, p. 491), entitled “An Act To de- 
fine, regulate, and license barbers and barber colleges and other like 
businesses in all counties having a population of not less than 53,000 nor 
more than 56,000 inhabitants, according to the last or any subsequent 
federal decennial census; to create a barbers’ commission for each coun- 
ty to which the Act applies; to fix the powers and duties of the commis- 
sion; and to prescribe penalties,’ is superseded by this Act and is here- 
by expressly repealed. 


Section 9. Nothing in this Act contained shall affect the power of 
the State or any county or municipality to tax, license and regulate per- 
sons, co-partnerships, associations or corporations operating barber shops, 
barber colleges, or other like businesses in Lauderdale County. The re- 
quirements hereof shall be in addition to the requirement of any exist- 
ing or future law or ordinance of the State, the county, or any munici- 
pality so taxing, licensing or reguiating persons, co-partnerships, associa- 
tions or corporations operating barber shops, barber colleges or other 
like businesses.

a. The storage, use or other consumption in Lowndes County of any 
new or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi-trailer purchased 
at retail for storage, use, or other consumption in Lowndes County, at 
the rate of one-half of one percent of the sales price of such automotive 
vehicle, truck trailer, or semi-trailer is taken in trade or in a series of 
trades, as a credit or part payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, 
the tax levied shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the difference 
in the price of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used 
vehicle taken in trade; and 


b. The storage, use or other consumption in Lowndes County of any 
machine used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manu- 
facturing of tangible personal property, including the parts of such ma- 
chines, attachments, and replacements therefor which are made or manu- 
factured tor use on or in the uperation of such machines, nurchased at. 
retail for storage, use, or other consumption in Lowndes County, at the 
rate of one-half of one percent of the sales price of such machine or the 
parts, attachments, or replacements therefor. 


(b) There shall be exempted from the levy of such taxes the gross 
receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are 
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exempted under the state sales tax statutes from the computation of the 
amount of the state sales tax. And there shall also be exempted from the 
levy the storage use, or other consumption of property, the storage, use, 
or other consumption of which is exempted under the state use tax 
statutes from the state use tax. Subject to these exemptions every per- 
son storing or using or otherwise consuming in Lowndes County tangible 
personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax im- 
posed and the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has been 
paid by such person; however, that a receipt from a registered seller 
given to the purchaser of any property to be used, stored, or consumed 
in Lowndes County shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from fur- 
ther liability for the tax to which such receipt may refer. The term ‘“‘reg- 
istered seller” means the person registered with the state department of 
revenue pursuant to the state sales tax statutes. The term “state sales 
tax statutes” means Act No. 100, H. 94, approved August 18, 1959, which 
levies a retail sales tax for state purposes, and includes all statutes, in- 
cluding amendments to said Act No. 100 heretofore enacted which ex- 
pressly set forth any exemptions from the computation of the tax levied 
in said Act No. 100, and all other statutes heretofar enacted which ex- 
pressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of said Act 
No. 100 and the incidence and collection of the tax imposed therein. The 
term “state use tax statutes’? means Article 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51, 
Code of Alabama 1940 as heretofore amended including all statutes here- 
tofore enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions from the compu- 
tation of the tax levied in said Article 11 and all other statutes heretofore 
enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration 
of the said article and the incidence and collection of the tax imposed 
therein. 


Section 3. Unless otherwise expressly provided for in the order, 
ordinance, or resolution levying the taxes herein authorized, such taxes 
shall become effective on the first day of the second month next follow- 
ing the date of the order, ordinance, or resolution; provided, notice of 
the adoption of such an order, ordinance, or resolution must be given to 
the commissioner of the state department of revenue not less than 45 
days before the taxes are to become effective. The taxes levied and im- 
posed shall be in addition to all other taxes now provided by law and 
shall be collected as hereinafter provided. 


Section 4. The sales tax levied pursuant to section 2 shall be due 
and payable in monthly installments on or before the 20th day of the 
month next succeeding the month in which the tax accrues; the use tax 
levied pursuant to Section 2 shall be due and payable quarterly on or 
before the 20th day of the month next succeeding each quarterly period 
during which the storage, use, or other consumption of the tangible per- 
sonal property became taxable, each such quarterly period to end on 
the last day of each of the months of March, June, September and 
December. All taxes levied pursuant to this Act shall be paid to and 
collected by the state department of revenue at the same time and along 
with the collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax. On or 
prior to the due dates of the taxes levied each person subject to such 
taxes shall file with the state department of revenue a report or return 
in such form as may be prescribed by the department, setting forth with 
respect to all sales and business that are required to be used as a measure- 
ment of the tax levied, a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all 
such sales and the gross receipts of all such business, and setting forth 
with respect to the use tax levied the total sales price of all property, 
the use, storage, or other consumption of which became subject to the 
tax during the then preceding quarterly period. Such reports shall in- 
clude also such other items of information pertinent to the said taxes 
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and the amount thereof as the state department of revenue may require. 
Any person subject to the taxes levied may defer reporting credit sales 
until after their collection, and in the event he so defers reporting them, 
he shall thereafter include in each monthly report all credit collections 
made during the month preceeding and shall pay the taxes due thereon 
at the time of filing such report. All reports or returns filed with the 
state department of revenue under this section shall be available for in- 
spection by the governing body of Lowndes County, or its designated 
agent, at reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 5. Every registered seller making sales of tangible per- 
sonal property for storage, use, or other consumption in Lowndes Coun- 
ty (which storage, use, or other consumption is not exempted from the 
tax imposed) shall at the time of making such sale or, if the storage, 
use, or other consumption of such tangible personal property in Lowndes 
County is not then taxable under this Act, at the time such storage, use, 
or other consumption becomes taxable hereunder collect the tax from the 
purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the man- 
ner and form prescribed by the state department of revenue. On the 
twentieth day of the month following the close of each quarterly period 
provided for in Section 4 hereof, each registered seller shall file with the 
state department of revenue a return for the preceding quarterly period 
in such form as may be prescribed by the department, showing the total 
sales of the tangible personal property sold by such registered seller, the 
storage, use, or other consumption of which became subject to the tax 
imposed during the then preceding quarterly period; and each return 
shall be accompanied by a remittance of the amount of the tax required 
to be collected by such registered seller during the period followed by the 
return; provided that any registered seller may defer collecting the tax 
with respect to credit sales until collection of the proceeds of such sales 
aid may defer reporting credit sales until after their collection but shall 
thereafter collect the said taxes along with collection of said credit sales 
and shall include in each quarterly report all credit collections made 
during the preceding quarterly period, and shall omit the taxes with 
respect thereto at the time of filing such report or return. Any per- 
son who has paid to a registered seller the tax with respect to the use, 
storage, or other consumption of tangible personal property in Lowndes 
County need not file a report or make any further payment of the said 
tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal property, the stor- 
age, use, or other consumption of which is subject to the tax imposed, 
and who has not paid the tax due with respect thereto to a registered 
seller, shall report and pay the tax as required by Section 4. 


Section 6. Each person engaging or continuing within Lowndes 
County in a business subject to the taxes levied pursuant to Section 2 
shall add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the purchas- 
er or the person paying the admission fee the amount due by the tax- 
payer on account of said taxes; and every registered seller shali iike- 
wise add to the sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount of 
any tax which such registered seller is required to collect. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person subject to the tax levied to fail or refuse to add 
to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from the purchaser or 
person paying the admission fee the amount herein required to be so 
added to the sales or aamission price and culiecied frum tie purchascr, 
and it shall likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said tax to 
refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so collected or to 
absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or refund of 
said tax or any portion thereof. It shall likewise be unlawful for any 
registered seller to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and to collect 
from the purchaser the amount of the tax imposed or to refund or offer 
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to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly the absorption 
of said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 7. The taxes imposed pursuant to this Act shall constitute 
a debt due Lowndes County and may be collected by civil suit, in addi- 
tion to all other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said 
taxes, together with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall 
constitute and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person 
from whom said taxes. All provisions of the revenue laws of this state 
which apply to the enforcement of liens for license taxes levied, and 
the state department of revenue, for the use and benefit of Lowndes 
County shall collect such taxes and enforce this Act and shall have and 
exercise for such collection and enforcement all rights and remedies that 
this state or the department has for collection of the state sales tax and 
the state use tax. The state department of revenue shall have full au- 
thority to employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time to 
time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be levied by this 
Act, and to otherwise enforce the provisions of this Act including any 
litigation involving the Act; and the department shall pay such spe- 
cial counsel such fees as it deems necessary and proper from the pro- 
ceeds of the taxes collected by it for Lowndes County. 


Section 8. All provisions of the state tax statutes with respect to. 
payment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, making of 
reports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest 
after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports, or 
otherwise comply with the state sales tax statutes, the promulgation 
of rules and regulations with respect to the state sales tax, and the 
administration and enforcement of the state sales tax statutes, which 
are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when applied to the 
tax levied pursuant to Section 2 hereof, shall apply to the county tax 
levied; and all provisions of the state use tax statutes with tax making 
quarterly reports and keeping and preserving records with respect there- 
to, interest after due date of tax penalties for failure to pay tax, make 
reports or otherwise comply with the state use tax statutes, the promul- 
gation of rules and regulations with respect to the state use tax, and 
the administration and enforcement of the state use tax statutes, which 
are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when applied to the 
county use tax levied shall apply to the county tax. The commissioner of 
revenue and the state department of revenue shall have and exercise 
the same powers, duties and obligations with respect to the county taxes 
levied as are imposed on the commissioner and the department respec- 
tively, by the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes. 
All provisions of the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes 
that are made applicable to this Act to the county taxes levied and to 
the administration of this Act are incorporated herein by reference and 
made a part hereof as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 9. The state department of revenue shall charge Lowndes 
County for collecting the special county taxes levied such amount or per- 
centage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the commissioner of 
revenue and the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like 
governing body of the county, but such charge shall not in any event 
exceed two percent of the total amount of special county taxes collected 
hereunder within the county. Such charge for collecting the special taxes 
for the county may be deducted each month from the special sales and 
special use taxes collected before certifying the amount of the proceeds 
thereof due Lowndes County for that month. The commissioner of reve- 
nue shall pay into the state treasury all county taxes collected under 
this Act, as such taxes are received by the department of revenue; and 
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on or before the first day of each successive month (commencing with 
the month following the month in which the department makes the 
first collections hereunder) the commissioner shall certify to the state 
comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions of this 
Act and paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of Lowndes 
County during the month immediately preceding the making of such 
certificate. Provided, however, that before certifying the amount of the 
taxes paid into the state treasury for the benefit of Lowndes County 
during each month, the commissioner may deduct from the taxes col- 
lected in said month the charges due the department for the collection 
of the taxes for the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller to 
issue his warrant each month payable to the custodian of the public 
school funds of Lowndes County, in his official capacity, in an amount 
equal to the amount so certified by the commissioner of revenue as 
having been collected for the use of the county. The custodian of public 
school funds for Lowndes County shall deposit the revenue derived from 
the taxes levied herein in a special account separate and apart from 
other public school funds of the county, and shall maintain separate rec- 
ords of such special account. The county board of education shall re- 
quire an additional bond shall be filed and recorded in the office of the 
judge of probate of the county. The premiums on such bond shall be 
paid from any school funds derived hereunder. 


Section 10. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 11. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law but shall cease to he effective if the present state sales tax is in- 
wreased as much as one percent, on the date such increase in the state 
sales tax becomes effective.

The said board shall exercise general powers, except as limited 
by the board of county commissioners or other like governing body, 
but the said board shall not make any expenditure in excess of $500 
without approval in advance by the county governing body. Without 
limiting the generality of the foregoing powers, the board specifically has 
the power to receive moneys from any source to expend on the coliseum 
and to make such agreements and grant such concessions as may be 
necessary for the efficient operation of the coliseum. 


Section 3. The said coliseum board, subject to the approval of the 
county governing body, shall employ a suitable person to serve as coli- 
seum manager and such other personnel as they may deem necessary, 
and shail fix the salary of such employees. 


Section 4. The county governing body shall appoint five members to 
serve on the Madison County Coliseum Administration Board. One mem- 
ber shall be appointed to serve one year, another to serve two years, 
another to serve three years, another to serve four years, and the fifth 
member to serve for five years. Upon the expiration of the term of office 
of any member, the county governing body shall appoint a successor for 
a term of five years, but each member shall serve until his successor is 
appointed and equalified. ‘ne said coiiseum Vuard sual Seisct a@ Chair- 
man who shall serve for one year and thereafter the board shall an- 
nually select a chairman. 


Section 5. The said coliseum board shall submit a budget to the 
county governing body by September i of each year for their approval. 
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The board may not exceed its budget without the approval of the coun- 
ty governing body. The board shall make a quarterly financial report, 
reflecting the true financial condition of the coliseum, to the county 
governing body. 


Section 6. Each member of the said coliseum board shall, before en- 
tering upon the discharge of the duties of his office, execute a bond 
in the penal sum of two thousand dollars. Such bond shall be payable to 
the State of Alabama, with sufficient surety or sureties to be approved 
by the county governing body, and conditioned faithfully to discharge 
the duties of his office. The bond shall be filed and recorded in the of- 
fice of the judge of probate. 


Section 7. The county governing body may prescribe the compensa- 
tion and expenses payable to the members of the said coliseum board. 


Section 8. The county governing body is authorized to make ap- 
propriations to be expended by the said coliseum board pursuant to this 
Act. 


Section 9. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. All words, terms, and phrases that are defined in Act No. 
100, H. 94, approved August 18, 1959, effective October 1, 1959, which 
levies a state sales tax, and in Article 11, Chapter 20, Code of Alabama 
1940, as amended, shall, where used in this Act, have the meanings re- 
spectively ascribed to them in said Act No. 100 of August 18, 1959, and 
Article 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore 
amended, except where the context herein clearly indicates a different 
meaning. In addition, the following words, terms, and phrases where 
used in this Act shall have the following respective meanings except 
where the context clearly indicates a different meaning: 


“State sales tax statutes” means Act No. 100, H. 94, approved Au- 
gust 18, 1959, effective October 1, 1959, enacted at the Special Session of 
the Legislature of Alabama that convened June 24, 1959, which levies a 
retail sales tax for state purposes, and includes all statutes, including 
amendments to said Act No. 100, heretofore enacted which expressly set 
forth any exemptions from the computation of the tax levied in said Act 
No. 100 and all other statutes heretofore enacted which expressly apply 
to, or purport to affect, the administration of said act and the incidence 
and collection of the tax imposed therein; 


“State sales tax’’ means the tax imposed by the state sales tax 
statutes; 


“State use tax statutes’ means Article 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51, 
Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended, including all statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions from the 
computation of the tax levied in said Article 11 and all other statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the 
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administration of the said article and the incidence and collection of the 
tax imposed therein; 


“State use tax” means the tax imposed by the state use tax statutes; 


“Registered seller’ means the person registered with the state de- 
partment of revenue pursuant to the state sales tax statutes; 


“Month” means the calendar month; 


“Quarterly period’? means the period of three months ending on the 
last day of each March, June, September, and December; 


“Fiscal year’ means the period commencing on October 1 of each cal- 
endar year and ending on September 30 of the next succeeding calendar 
year. 


“School District Two” means all of Perry County except that part 
of the county included in the districts known as School District 35 or 
Uniontown Beat and School District 36 or Pope’s Beat. 


Section 2. Effective October 1, 1961, there is hereby levied in School 
District Two, in addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed by 
law, and shall be collected as herein provided, a privilege or license tax 
against the person on account of the business activities and in the amount 
to be determined by the application of rates against gross sales, or gross 
receipts, as the case may be, as follows: 


1. Upon every person, firm, of corporation (not including the State of 
Alabama or the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or ABC 
stores) engaged or continuing within School District Two in the business 
of selling at retail any tangible personal property whatsoever, including 
merchandise and commodities of every kind and character (not including, 
however, bonds or other evidence of debt or stocks), an amount equal to 
one percent of the gross proceeds of sales of the business except where 
a different amount is expressly provided herein. Any person engaging or 
continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shail pay 
the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such businesses at 
the rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show separately, the 
gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his books are not so 
kept he shall pay the tax as retailer, on the gross sales of the business. 


2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within School District Two in the business of conducting or operating 
places of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling 
alleys, amusement devices, musical devices, theatres, opera houses, mov- 
ing picture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests includ- 
ing wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, 
football and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or 
under the ausnices of anv educational institution, or any athletic associa- 
tion thereof, or other association whether such mstitution or assuciativu 
be denominational, a state, county, or a city school, or other institution, 
association, or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses or any other 
place at which any exhibition, display, amusement, or entertainment is 
offered to the public or place or places where an admission fee is charged, 
including public bathing places, public dance halls of every kind and de-

necessary to the operation of such machines and machinery and are cus- 
tomarily so used; the gross proceeds of the sales of any automotive ve- 
hicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer; and the gross receipts of any busi- 
ness and the gross proceeds of all sales which are presently exempted 
under the state sales tax statutes from the computation of the amount 
of the state sales tax. 


Section 3. An excise tax is hereby imposed on the storage, use, or 
other consumption in School District Two of tangible personal property 
purchased at retail, on or after October 1, 1961, for storage, use or other 
consumption in School District Two, at the rate of one percent of the sale 
price of such property. 


There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this section 
and the tax imposed in this section the storage, use, or other consumption 
of any new or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi-trailer; any 
machine or machinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, process- 
ing and manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the parts 
of such machines or machinery, attachments and replacements therefor 
which are made or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such 
machines or machinery; and any other property, the storage, use, or other 
consumption of which is presently exempted under the state use tax 
statutes from the state use tax.

Act to the purchaser of any property to be used, stored or consumed in 
School District Two shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from 
further liability for a tax to which such receipt may refer. 


Section 4. The taxes levied in Section 2 of this Act shall be due and 
payable in monthly installments on or before the twentieth day of the 
month next succeeding the month in which the tax accrues; and the 
taxes levied in Section 3 of this Act shall be due and payable quarterly 
on or before the twentieth day of the month next succeeding each quar- 
terly period during which the storage, use, or other consumption of the 
tangible personal property became taxable hereunder, each such quar- 
terly period to end on the last days of each of the months of March, June, 
September and December. All taxes levied in this Act shall be paid to 
and collected by the court of county commissioners, board of revenue or 
like county governing body of Perry County. On or prior to the due dates 
of the taxes herein levied each person subject to such taxes shall file with 
the county governing body a report or return in such form as may be 
prescribed by such governing body, setting forth, with respect to all sales 
and business that are provided in Section 2 hereof to be used as a meas- 
urement of the tax levied in said Section 2, a correct statement of the 
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gross proceeds of all such sales and the gross receipts of all such business 
and setting forth, with respect to the tax levied in Section 3 hereof, the 
total sales price of all property, the use, storage, or other consumption of 
which became subject to the tax imposed by said Section 3 during the 
then preceding quarterly period; provided, however, that said report shall 
include also such other items of information pertinent to the said taxes 
in the amount thereof as such governing body may require.

Any 
person who has paid to a registered seller the tax with respect to the use, 
storage, or other consumption of tangible personal property in School 
District Two need not file a report or make any further payment of the 
said tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal property, the 
storage, use, or other consumption of which is subject to the tax imposed 
by Section 3 of this Act and who has not paid the tax due with respect 
thereto to a registered seller, shall report and pay the tax as required by 
Section 4. 


Section 6. Each person engaging or continuing within School Dis- 
trict Two in a business subject to the taxes levied in Section 2 of this 
Act shall add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the 
murchaser or the person paying the admission fee the amount due by the 
taxpayer on account of said taxes levied in said Seciivuu 2, aia every rcog- 
istered seller shall likewise add to the sales price and collect from the 
purchaser the amount of any tax which such registered seller is required 
by Section 5 hereof to collect. It shall be unlawful for any person subject 
to the tax levied in said Section 2 to fail or refuse to add to the sales 
price or admission fee and to collect from the purchaser or person paying 
the admission fee the amount herein required to be so added to the sales 
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or admission price and collected from the purchaser, and it shall like- 
wise be unlawful for any person subject to said tax to refund or offer to 
refund all or any part of the amount so collected or to absorb or advertise 
directly or indirectly the absorption or refund of said tax or any portion 
thereof. It shall likewise be unlawful for any registered seller to fail or 
refuse to add to the sales price and to collect from the purchaser the 
amount of the tax imposed by Section 3 of this Act or to refund or offer 
to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly the absorption 
of, said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 7. The taxes imposed by this Act shall constitute a debt 
due Perry County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition to all 
other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, together 
with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute and be 
secured by a lien upon the property of any person from whom said taxes 
are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All provisions of the 
revenue laws of this state applying to or with reference to the enforce- 
ment of liens for license taxes due to the State of Alabama shall apply 
fully to the collection of the taxes levied herein, and the county govern- 
ing body of Perry County shall have the power and authority to collect 
and enforce such taxes. 


Section 8. The county governing body of Perry County shall pro- 
mulgate and adopt rules and regulations necessary for the enforcement 
and collection of the tax levied herein; and it may contract with the State 
Department of Revenue, or the Commissioner thereof, for the state de- 
partment to collect and enforce the tax. 


Section 9. The revenue derived from the tax herein levied, less the 
expenses incurred for collecting such revenue shall be remitted to the cus- 
todian of the county school funds, who shall deposit the revenue derived 
from the taxes levied herein in a special account separate and apart from 
other public school funds of the county and shall maintain separate rec- 
ords of such special account. 


Section 10. The proceeds from the taxes levied in this Act shall 
be used by the county board of education of Perry County solely for edu- 
cational purposes in School District Two. 


Section 11. The levy of taxes herein made shall terminate at mid- 
night September 30, 1967. When the levy of taxes herein made termi- 
nates, all of the provisions of this Act pertaining to the payment and col- 
lection of the taxes herein levied, the making of reports and maintenance 
of records with respect thereto, and in general the enforcement of this 
Act shall thereafter continue to be effective with respect to the taxes 
herein levied that shall have accrued hereunder prior to such termination 
date. 


Section 12. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 13. This Act shall become effective on October 1, 1961.

TO BE ENTITLED

drinks; and to provide for the collection and administration of such tax. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. The following words, terms and phrases, when used in 
this act shall have the meanings ascribed to them in this section, unless 
a different meaning is clearly indicated: 


“Bottled Soft Drinks.” Bottled soft drinks, as referred to in this act, 
shall include any and all non-alcoholic beverages, whether carbonated or 
not, such as soda water, ginger ale, coca cola, lime cola, pepsi cola, Dr. 
Pepper, fruit juice when any plain or carbonated water, flavoring or 
syrup is added, milk drinks when any flavoring or syrup is added, car- 
bonated water, orangeade, lemonade, root beer, or any and_ ail 
preparations commonly referred to as soft drinks of whatsoever kind, 
which are closed and sealed in glass, metal, paper, or any other 
type of container or bottle, and are further described to include any and 
all beverages commonly referred to as “soft drinks,’ which are manu- 
factured, with or without the use of any syrup. The term “Bottled Soft 
Drinks” shall not include natural undiluted fruit juice, vegetable juice, or 
fluid milk (not powdered or reconstituted) to which flavoring alone is 
added, constituting a product containing not less than two and one-half 
(244) percentum butterfat when bottled, closed or sealed. 


“Bottler.” A person engaged in manufacturing, bottling, preparing 
for market, or segregating in sealed containers any soft drink. 


“Distributor.” Any person engaged in the purchase for resale of 
bottled soft drinks in original containers, or bottles, as prepared for 
market. 


“Stamps.” The impression, device, stamp, label or seal, manufactured 
or printed, as prescribed by the board by use of which the tax imposed or 
assessed hereunder, is paid. 


“Crown.” The crown or crowns by the use of which the tax imposed 
or assessed hereunder is paid. 


“Original Container.” Bottle, cask, keg, receptacle, can, carton, or 
other container that has been securely capped, sealed, crowned, or corked 
by the manufacturer or bottler. 


“Board.” The board of revenue or other governing body of Perry 
County, Alabama. 


“Sale.” Any transfer for consideration, exchange, barter, gift, offer 
for sale and distribution in any manner or by any means whatsoever. 


Section 2. (a) On or after the effective date of this act it shall be 
unlawful for any person to continue to engage in, or thereafter to begin 
to engage in, the manufacture, bottling, or the distribution of bottled soft 
drinks within the school districts known as School District 35 or Union- 
town Beat, and School District 36 or Pope’s Beat in Perry County, here- 
after designated as districts 35 and 36, unless he holds a valid bottled 
soft drink permit, issued to him as hereinafter prescribed, and the stamps 
or crowns, hereinafter prescribed are affixed to each bottled soft drink 
bottled or distributed by him. 


(b) Every person desiring to continue to engage in, or hereafter to 
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begin to engage in, the manufacture, bottling, or distribution of bottled 
soft drinks within districts 35 and 36 of Perry County shall file an ap- 
plication for a bottled soft drink permit with the clerk of the board. The 
application shall be made upon a form prescribed by the board, and shall 
set forth the name under which the applicant transacts or intends to 
transact business, and the location of his place of business. If the appli- 
cant has or intends to have more than one place of business the appli- 
cation shall state the location of each place of business. If the applicant 
is an association, the application shall set forth the names and addresses 
of the persons constituting the association, and if a corporation, the 
names and addresses of the principal officers thereof, and any other in- 
formation prescribed by the board for purposes of identification. The ap- 
plication shall be filed by the owner, if a natural person, and in the case 
of an association, by a member or partner thereof, and in the case of a 
corporation by an executive officer thereof, or some person specifically 
authorized by the corporation to file the application to which shall be 
attached the written evidence of his authority. 


At the time of making such application the applicant shall pay to 
the clerk of the board a permit fee of one dollar ($1.00) for each permit. 


Upon the approval of the application and the payment of the permit 
fee, or fees herein required, the clerk shall grant and issue to the ap- 
plicant a soft drink permit for each place of business as set forth in his 
application. Such permit shall not be assignable and shall be valid only 
for the person in whose name it is issued, and for the transaction of busi- 
ness at the places designated therein and shall at all times be conspic- 
uously displayed at the places for which issued.

surrendered, or revoked for cause by the board. 


(c) Permits issued under the provisions of this act may be renewed 
annually before the first day of October upon application made to the clerk 
of the board and the payment of a renewal fee of one dollar ($1.00). 


Whenever any permit issued under the provisions of this act is de- 
faced, destroyed, or lost, the clerk may issue a duplicate permit to the 
holder of the defaced, destroyed, or lost permit, upon the payment of a 
fee of fifty cents (50c). 


(d) The board may suspend, or after a hearing revoke, a permit 
whenever advised that the holder thereof has failed to comply with any 
of the provisions of this act, or any rules or regulations of the board pre- 
scribed, adopted and promulgated under this act. Upon suspending or re- 
voking any permit the board shall require the holder thereof to surrender 
to it immediately all permits or duplicates thereof issued to him. When- 
ever the board suspends a permit it shall notify the holder immediately, 
and afford him a hearing, if desired and if a hearing has not already been 
afforded. After such hearing the board shall either rescind its order of 
suspension or, good cause appearing therefor, shall continue the sus- 
pension or revoke the permit. 


Section 3. Each manufacturer, bottler and distributor shall be liable 
to the County of Perry for the excise tax imposed by this section upon 
the producing, preparing, manufacturing, segregating or distributing in 
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districts 35 and 36 of the county of all bottled soft drinks, and such tax 
shall be paid before such products are consumed, transported, sold or 
offered for sale within districts 35 and 36. Nothing herein shall be con- 
strued to require the payment of the tax more than once on the same 
bottle or other container of soft drinks. Such excise tax shall be meas- 
ured at the rate of one cent (1c) per twelve (12) fluid ounces, or fraction 
thereof for bottled soft drinks. 


Section 4. (a) The payment of the taxes herein provided shall be evi- 
denced by the affixing of bottled soft drink tax stamps or crowns, to the 
original containers or bottles in which soft drinks are placed, received, 
stored, shipped or handled. Such stamps or crowns shall be affixed to 
each individual container or bottle by the manufacturers, bottlers or dis- 
tributors before the same are used, sold or transported within districts 35 
and 36 for use, sale, delivery, storage or consumption therein. Nothing 
herein contained shall require stamps or crowns to be attached to con- 
tainers, or bottled soft drinks, which are transported through such dis- 
tricts and which are not consumed, sold, delivered or stored therein, if 
transported in accordance with such rules and regulations as may be 
adopted by the board. 


The provisions of this section with reference to the stamping or 
crowning of bottled soft drinks shall not apply to bottled soft drinks to 
which stamps or crowns have been once affixed, as required herein, re- 
gardless of how often the soft drinks in their original containers or bot- 
tles may be sold or resold within districts 35 and 36. 


(b) It is the intent and purpose of this section to require all manu- 
facturers, bottlers, distributors and other persons, except as provided in 
subsection (a), to affix the stamps or crowns provided for in this act, 
to all original containers or bottles in which soft drinks are normally 
placed, prepared for market, received, sold, or handled, before such prod- 
ucts are sold or transported within such districts. 


(c) If it is established to the satisfaction of the board that due to 
economic conditions, or due to existing stocks of unstamped crowns in 
the possession of manufacturers or bottlers on the effective date of this 
act, or due to unavailability of material, it is impractical to use soft drink 
tax crowns or stamps, the board may provide by regulation some other 
means of evidence of payment of the tax imposed by this act. 


(d) Except as provided in subsection (c), above, any manufacturer, 
bottler or person, who shall prepare, manufacture, sell or use bottled 
soft drinks in districts 35 and 36 without affixing to the original contain- 
ers or bottles the stamps or crowns required by this act, and any person 
who shall purchase, receive, transport, store, or sell in such districts any 
bottled soft drinks to which the stamps or crowns required by this act 
are not affixed, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Section 5. (a) If any person shall fail to pay any tax imposed by 
this act for which he is liable, the board may make an assessment of addi- 
tional tax due by such person based upon any information within its 
possession or that shall come into its possession. 


(b) Promptly after the date of such assessment the board shall 
send by registered mail a copy thereof to the person against whom it was 
made. Within thirty (30) days after the date upon which the copy of any

such assessment was mailed, such person may file with the board a pe- 
tition for reassessment of such taxes. Every petition for reassessment 
shall state specifically the reasons which the petitioner believes entitled 
him to such reassessment, and it shall be supported by affidavit that it is 
not made for the purpose of delay and that the facts set forth therein 
are true. It shall be the duty of the board, within three (3) months after 
the date of any assessment, to dispose of any petition for reassessment. 
Notice of the action taken upon any petition for reassessment shall be 
ae to the petitioner promptly after the date of reassessment by the 
oard. 


(c) Any person aggrieved by the decision of the board or by the

In such event in a proceeding for the collection of such taxes 
the person against whom they were assessed shall not be permitted to set 
up any ground of defense that might have been determined by the board, 
cr the court as aforesaid.

and 36 by any person against whom such unpaid assessment shall have 
been made. 


Section 6. The board shall prescribe, prepare and furnish stamps 
or crowns of such denominations and quantities as may be necessary for 
the payment of the tax imposed and assessed by this act. The board shall 
make provision for the sale of such stamps or crowns in such places and 
at such times as it may deem necessary. 


The board may appoint persons within or without districts 35 and 36 
as agents for the sale of stamps or crowns to be used in paying the tax 
herein imposed, and whenever the board shall sell, consign, or deliver to 
any such agent any such stamps or crowns for sale or use, such agent 
shall entitled to reccive as compensation for his services and expenses 
as such agent and to retain out of the moneys to be paid by him for such 
stamps, a commission of one-half of one percentum on the face value 
thereof. The board may allow such commission or compensation in the 
settlement of the accounts of such agent upon payment by him into the 
county treasury, through the board, of any moneys which may be or be- 
come due to districts 25 and 3A hy reason of the sale. delivery or consign- 
ment to such agent of such stamps or crowns. 


The board may allow to each purchaser of tax stamps, or tax crowns, 
a discount of eight (8) percentum of the purchase price of the tax value 
of stamps or crowns purchased upon the payment by him into the county 
treasury, through the board, of any moneys due to districts 35 and 36 by 
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reason of the sale, delivery or consignment to such purchaser of such 
stamps or crowns. 


The said discount shall be allowed by the board in lieu of any claim 
for refund by reason of (1) the breakage or destruction of containers, 
stamped or crowned, as provided in this act, in possession of the pur- 
chaser, or (2) the loss or destruction of tax stamps or tax crowns. 


The board may, in proper cases and upon application, advance to 
manufacturers and bottlers of soft drinks tax crowns or tax stamps, for 
a period not exceeding seventy-five (75) days, in such amount, or of such 
tax value, as shall be determined by the board upon consideration and de- 
termination of the following: (1) the applicant’s satisfactory credit rat- 
ing, (2) the applicant’s average monthly rate of use of stamps or crowns, 
and (3) the applicant’s average monthly credit extension on accounts re- 
ceivable for bottled soft drinks sold. The board shall further require the 
applicant to file a bond in the form prescribed by the board in twice the 
amount of the tax value of the stamps or crowns to be advanced. 


Section 7. Stamps shall be affixed in such manner as shall be pre- 
scribed by regulations adopted and promulgated by the board. 


Section 8. The board or any agent appointed in writing by it is 
hereby authorized to examine the books, papers, invoices and other rec- 
ords, and the stock of bottled soft drinks in and upon any premises where 
the same are placed, stored, or sold and in or on any car, vessel, truck, 
vehicle, or other means of transportation, to verify the payment of or 
liability for the tax imposed by this act. Any person in possession of such 
bottled soft drinks is hereby directed and required to give to the board, or 
its duly authorized representative, the means, facilities and opportunities 
for such examination. The board, or any of its duly authorized agents, is 
hereby authorized to confiscate any bottled soft drinks stored, sold, or 
transported in violation of the provisions hereof. 


Section 9. Producers, manufacturers, bottlers or other vendors of 
bottled soft drinks from without districts 35 and 36 shall purchase stamps 
or crowns from the board and affix them in the manner prescribed by the 
board to original containers or bottles of soft drinks to be sold, delivered 
or transported for delivery in such districts. 


Section 10. (a) In case any bottled soft drinks upon which stamps 
or crowns have been placed by a manufacturer or bottler have been sold 
or shipped by him to a licensed or regular dealer in bottled soft drinks in 
another district, such manufacturer or bottler shall be entitled to a re- 
fund of the actual amount of tax paid by him upon condition that the 
seller shall make affidavit that the bottled soft drinks were so sold and 
shipped, and that he shall furnish from the purchaser, if a distributor, an 
affidavit, or in cases where the total purchase price is five dollars ($5.00) 
or less, or where the purchaser is a retailer, a written certificate in lieu 
of an affidavit, or upon satisfactory proof that such affidavit or certifi- 
cate cannot be obtained, other evidence satisfactory to the board that he 
has received such bottled soft drinks for sale or consumption outside the 
district, and the amount of stamps or crowns thereon, together with the 
name and address of the purchaser. 


(b) In case any bottled soft drinks upon which stamps or crowns 
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have been placed by a manufacturer or bottler have been destroyed by 
fire, flood or disaster, he shall be entitled to a refund of the actual 
amount of tax paid by him upon condition that he shall make affidavit 
that such bottled soft drinks were so destroyed, and shall also furnish 
the board with such other proof as the board shall require. In each of the 
above cases, the board shall issue to the manufacturer or bottler stamps 
or crowns of sufficient value to cover the refund. The procedure for re- 
fund in any case shall be completed by the board within ninety (90) days 
after the proper affidavits have been filed with the board. 


(c) The provisions contained in this section shall constitute the ex- 
clusive grounds for refund of taxes actually paid by the taxpayer under 
the provisions of this act. 


Section 11. The board may promulgate rules and regulations to re- 
lieve manufacturers or bottlers from affixing the stamps or crowns on 
such goods as are sold and shipped to points outside the districts. 


Section 12. (a) Except as otherwise provided in this act, it shall be 
unlawful for any person to accept delivery of bottled soft drinks, as de- 
fined in this act, in containers or bottles upon which stamps or crowns 
are not affixed and perforated or cancelled in the manner prescribed by 
the regulations of the board. Such acceptance shall be a misdemeancr, 
and upon conviction thereof, such person shall be fined ten dollars 
($10.00) for each container or bottle so accepted, and in default of pay- 
ment thereof shall undergo imprisonment for not more than five (5) days 
for each container or bottle so accepted. Possession of bottled soft drinks 
in containers or bottles upon which stamps or crowns are not affixed and 
perforated or cancelled in the manner prescribed by the regulations of 
the board shall be prima tacie evidence of vioiation of ‘nis sectiun. 


(b) Any manufacturer, bottler, distributor or other person, who or 
which, is not a holder of a permit or permits as required by this act, and 
who or which, engages in the preparation, manufacture, bottling, sale, dis- 
tribution or transportation of bottled soft drinks in districts 35 and 36 
is guilty of a misdemeanor. 


(c) Any person who shall fail, neglect or refuse to comply with, or 
shall violate any provisions of this act for which violation no specific 
penalty is provided, or any of the rules and regulations prescribed, adopt- 
ed and promulgated by the board under the provisions of this act, or who 
shall refuse to permit the board or any agent appointed by it in writing 
to examine his books, papers, invoices and other records, his stock of 
bottled soft drinks in and upon any premises where the same are pre- 
pared, manufactured, bottled, stored and sold in or on any car, vessel. 
truck, vehicle, or other means of transportation, and his equipment per- 
taining to the manufacture, transportation, storage or sale of bottled 
soft drinks as defined in this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


(d) Any person who falsely or fraudulently makes, forges alters or 
counterfeits any stamp or crowu presceived by Une board, under the pro- 
visions of this act, or causes or procures to be falsely or fraudulently 
made, forged, altered, or counterfeited any such stamp or crown or who 
knowingly and willfully utters, publishes, passes or tenders as true, any 
such false, altered, forged or counterfeited stamp or crown with intent 
to utter, publish, pass or tender, such stamp or crown as true, or who 
uses more than once any stamp or crown, provided for and required by 
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this act, for the purpose of evading the tax hereby imposed and assessed,

Section 13. The board is hereby charged with the enforcement of

Section 15. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 16. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed. 


Section 17. This act shall become effective October 1, 1961 and 
cease to be effective September 30, 1967.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any and all lands owned by the State of Alabama lying 
and being in, or forming a part of, the wild life management area which 
was established by Regulation No. A-111, promulgated by Mr. Earl Mc- 
Gowin, as director of conservation in June 1952, is hereby declared to 
be a game refuge and designated ‘‘The Colbert County Game Sanctuary.” 
The director of conservation shali provide for ine (aig ai aciiarca- 
tion of the boundaries of such refuge and for the posting of signs stating 
that hunting in the refuge is forbidden. 


Section 2. Such area is hereby closed to all hunting. Any authority 
vested in the director of conservation by any other law to establish an 
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open season for hunting in such area is hereby withdrawn; provided, 
however, nothing in this Act shall relieve the director of conservation 
of his duty to protect such area from predatory animals and to use such 
methods as he deems proper for this purpose. 


Section 3. Any person who hunts, takes, traps, captures, kills, or 
attempts to hunt, take, trap, capture, or kill, any wild animal in such 
sanctuary shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $100 nor more than $1000. This sec- 
tion shall not apply to duly authorized agents of the department of con- 
servation who kill, or capture predatory animals within the refuge pur- 
suant to orders of the director of conservation for the protection of such 
area from predatory animals. 


Section 4. The director of conservation and his designated agents 
and employees are directed to enforce the provisions of this Act. 


Section 5. This Act shall be supplemental to other laws regulating 
hunting, and except as hereinabove provided, all laws relating to and 
governing duly established wild life management areas shall apply to 
The Colbert County Game Sanctuary. 


Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains.

Notice is hereby given of the intention to apply for the passage of 
a Bill in the Legislature of Alabama and its enactment in substantially 
the following form: 


To provide for the City of Muscle Shoals, Ala. a civil service system 
governing the appointment, removal, salaries, tenure, and official con- 
duct of employees of the police department, and City Clerk’s office of 
the city; defining violation of the Act, and imposing penalties for viola- 
tions. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Application. This act shall apply to and have applica- 
tion in the City of Muscle Shoals only and to the Police department, the 
fire department, and the City Clerk’s office of such city. 


Section 2. Definitions. As used in this act unless the context plain- 
ly indicates of a different meaning, the following words, terms and 
phrases shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them: “city” 
means the City of Muscle Shoals; “employee” means any person (in- 
cluding the head department who is employed in the service of the city 
on a regular monthly salary in the city clerk’s office, the fire depart- 
ment or the police department or; “board” the civil service board cre- 
ated by this Act; “head” of department: includes chief of the police de- 
partment, chief of the fire department, and city clerk; “veteran” means 
any person who was honorably discharged after serving for six months 
or more in the armed services of the United States during World War I 
or World War II. Words used in the masculine gender includes the fem- 
inine and neuter; the singular includes the plural, and the plural the 
singular. 


Section 3. Civil Service System. All employees of the City as here- 
in defined shall be subject to the civil services rules and regulations pre- 
scribed in or promulgated pursuant to this act. Present employees and 
those who may hereafter be employed shall remain in their respective 
employments during good behavior, efficiency, and obedience to such 
rules and regulations as may from time to time be prescribed by the 
board and the board may be rules prescribe a retirement age for all em- 
ployees; but nothing herein shall be construed to prevent or preclude 
the removal of an employee for cause in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided; and no present employee shall be subject to any examination in 
order to hold his present position. 


Section 4. Civil Service Board. There is created the Civil Serv- 
ice Board of Muscle Shoals, which shall be composed of three members 
designated respectively as Member No. 1, Member No. 2, and Member 
No. 3, each of whom shall be over twenty-five years of age, of recog- 
nized character and ability, and an actual resident in and qualified elec- 
tor of the city. No person shall be eligible for membership on the board 
who holds any civil office of profit under the city, county, or state. Im- 
mediately after the passage of this act, Members No. 1, 2, and 3, shall 
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be appointed by the city governing body. Member No. 1 shall be appoint- 
ed to serve for a period of one year. Member No. 2 shall be appointed to 
serve for a period of two years, and Member No. 3, shall be appointed 
for a period of three years. Each year thereafter the City governing 
body shall appoint one person as the successor to the member of the 
civil service board whose term expires that year, to serve for a period 
of three years. Vacancies occuring from death or resignation shall be 
filled by the city governing body for the unexpired term. Any member 
of said board whose term shall expire shall be eligible for reappointment. 
The Board shall meet at least once a month in the municipal building 
on a date and at an hour to be fixed by its rules and regulation, and as 
often as shall be necessary for the orderly dispatch of its business. Two 
members of said board shall constitute a quorum. All appointments to 
the board shall be by unanimous vote of the governing body of the City. 


Section 5. Qualification by member. Every person appointed a 
member of the civil service board shall, within fifteen days after his ap- 
pointment, qualify by making oath that he is eligible for said office and 
will faithfully perform the duties of the same. Such oath shall be ad- 
ministered by any person authorized to administer oaths or by any mem- 
ber of the city governing body, and a copy thereof shall be filed with 
the city clerk. 


Section 6. Compensation. The compensation of each board mem- 
ber shall be one hundred dollars per annum, payable quarterly by the city, 
and the member chosen to serve as secretary of the board shall be paid 
an additional sum of fifty dollars per annum, payable quarterly, for his 
services as secretary, sum of fifty dollars per annum, payable quarterly, 
for his services as secretary. 


Section 7. Records of the Board. The board shall keep minutes of 
its meetings and a record of all business transacted by it. Its record, ex- 
cept those which the rules of the board require to be held confidential 
for reasons of public policy, shall be open for inspection by any resident 
of the city at all reasonable times. The secretary shall act as the cus- 
todian of the records of the board. The police department shall furnish 
such clerical assistance as may be needed by the board. 


Section 8. Powers and duties of the Board. The board shall make 
rules and regulations to carry out the purposes of this act, and to pro- 
vide for examinations, appointments and removals, and the board may, 
from time to time, make changes in its rules. The head of each depart- 
ment shall recommend for promotion persons to fill any vacancies that 
may occur in his department. All promotions shall be made by the board. 
The board may make rules and regulations relating to the eligibility for 
promotion. The board shall: (1) classify the different types of service 
to be performed in the departments of the city; (2) prescribe qualifica- 
tions, including those of character, education, training and experience, 
for the appointees and incumbents of each class; (3) subject to approval 
of the city governing body, fix a maximum and minimum salary for each 
elass, and (4) allocate each position in the service of the city to its 
proper class. The board shall establish rules and reguiations governing 
dismissals, suspensions, layoffs, terminations, vacations, and leaves of ab- 
sence, and such rules and regulations shall govern in such matters. Ex- 
cept in connection with a reduction in force, demotion, suspension, or a 
general decrease in the salary of all employees in any one department, no 
employees regular salary or compensation may be reduced without the 
approval of the board. All employees shall be appointed upon a non-par- 
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tisan merit basis. In the event a reduction in force becomes necessary in 
any department, the order of layoff shall be inverse to the order of ap- 
pointment. 


Section 9. Appointments. The board shall make and keep a regis- 
ter or list of all persons eligible and available for appointment to each 
class of position, and all appointments shall be made from such eligible 
list Persons laid off and who are eligible and available for re-employment 
shall be placed at the head of the proper eligible list in the inverse order 
of their lay-offs. Employees who resign may be granted re-employment 
status under such circumstances and in such manner as may be provided 
for in the board’s rules and regulations. Persons desiring appointment 
may file application with the board and the board shall, from time to 
time, conduct examinations to test the ability and qualifications of such 
applicants. Except as otherwise provided herein all applicants shall be 
examined and examinations shall be open to all citizens of the United 
States, public, competitive, and subject to the limitations specified by the 
board as to age, residence, health, weight, habits, moral character, and 
other factors pertinent to ability to discharge the duties of the position 
sought. Examinations shall be practical in character and shall relate to 
those matters which test the ability of the persons examined to discharge 
intelligently the duties of the position for which he applies. In no case 
shall an appointment be made from an eligible list which is more than 
two years old. All applicants shall be graded. A veteran and the widow 
of a veteran shall have five points added to his or her grade. Any vet- 
eran who is drawing compensation have 5 points added to his or her 
grade. Any veteran who is drawing compensation from the United States 
because of a service-connected disability shall have 10 points added to 
her grade. The board shall not examine or appoint any person who is 
not a citizen of the United States or who has been convicted of a felony 
or an offense involving moral turpitude. 


Section 10. Application for Employment. All applicants for em- 
ployment shall file their applications in writing with the board, said ap- 
plication to be on blank forms furnished by the board. The board shall 
conduct all examination, and whenever an examination is to take place 
shall notify the applicants in writing. Each applicant for examination 
shall pay to the city clerk the sum of two dollars as an examination fee, 
and the receipt therefor shall be attached to his application. Said sum 
shall be placed in the general fund of the City. 


Section 11. Vacancies. The city governing body shall notify the 
board of any vacancy which occurs in the city clerk’s office, the fire and 
police department, and the board shall furnish to it the names and ad- 
dresses of the three applicants standing highest on the eligible list; and 
one of the said applicants shall be appointed by the governing body of 
the city to fill such vacancy. All appointments shall be made on a trial 
basis for a period of six months from the date of appointment. Before 
the expiration of said period, the head of the department concerned may, 
by and with the consent of the board, discharge the appointee upon as- 
signing in writing his reasons therefor to the board. 


Section 12. Demotions or Suspensions. A department head shall 
have authority in his department to demote any subordinate employee 
by and with the consent and approval of the board, provided, however, 
that upon written demand filed with the board within five days from 
the date of the order of demotions the employees shall be given a public 
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hearing by the board before any order of demotion shall be final. A de- 
partment head shall have authority to suspend any subordinate employee 
in his department pending the hearing by the board. Any head of de- 
partment may be similarly suspended or demoted by the city governing 
body and shall have the same right of hearing. 


Section 13. Removals and Discharges. No permanent employee 
shall be removed or discharged except for cause, upon charges filed with 
and decided by the board, and after an opportunity has been given him 
to face his accusors, to be heard in his own defense, and to be represented 
by counsel. Written charges may be filed against any such employee by 
the governing body of the city or by any member thereof or may be filed 
by any department head as to any subordinate employee in his depart- 
ment by filling a written statement of such charges with the board. 
Charges against any department head or any employee may be filed by 
any resident citizen of the city. All charges must be in writing, must set 
forth succinctly the matters complained of, and must be sworn to before 
a member of the board or before any person authorized to administer 
oaths. Upon the receipt of such charges, the board, after due considera- 
tion, shall determine whether in its opinion it considers that the good 
of the service will be saved by a trial thereon; and, if not, such charges 
may be dismissed by the board, but if the board is of the opinion that 
a trial should be held thereon, the board shall hold a public hearing on 
the charges, and take such disciplinary action as in their judgement is 
warranted by the evidence and under the law. All hearings before the 
board shall be open to the public, provided that when a written waiver 
of a public hearing, signed by the complainant and the accused employee, 
is filed with the board, the public may, in the discretion of the board be 
excluded. All testimony given in all hearings before the board shall be 
taken down in short hand by a stenographer furnished by the police de- 
partment. in ali cases, the decision of ihe Luaid shall be reduccd ts 
writing and entered in the record ot the case. In aii proceedings before 
the board, the city attorney may appear and prosecute all charges in- 
stituted by the city governing body or any member thereof or by any 
department head, when requested or directed to do so by such city gov- 
erning body. It shall not be the duty of the city attorney to prosecute 
any charges brought by private citizens. In all proceedings before the 
board, the city attorney may appear and represent the interest of the 
city, and he shall also give such legal advice and legal assistance to the 
board as may be requested by it. If any employee against whom charges 
are pending willfully fails or refused to attend the hearing of such 
charges before the board the board may proceed with the hearing in his 
absence and take action on the charges same as if he were present. The 
board, its specially authorized representatives, and each member of the 
board shall have the power to administer oaths, take depositions, certify 
official acts and issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnesses 
and production of papers necessary as evidence in connection with any 
hearing, investigation, or proceeding within the purview of this act. In 
case a person refused to obey any subpoena, the board or its represent- 
atives may invoke the aid of any circuit court in order that the testimony 
or evidence be produced. Upon proper showing such court shall issue a 
subpoena or order requiring the person to appear before the board or its 
representatives and nroduce evidence and give testimony relating to the 
matter in issue. A person who fails to obey such subpoena may be pun- 
ished by the court for contempt. The fees of witnesses for attendance 
and travel shall be the same as fees for witnesses in the circuit courts 
of this state, which fees shall be paid from the city treasury. 


Section 14. Review of Decision and Appeals. Any party, including 
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the city governing body, aggrieved by a final decision of the board is 
entitled to a review of such decision by the circuit court of Colbert Coun- 
ty, Alabama, by filing a petition in said court within ten days after such 
final decision is rendered, such petition to be accompanied by such se- 
curity for the costs of the appeal as may be approved by the clerk of 
the court. Upon the filing of any such petition and approval of such se- 
curity, notice thereof shall be served upon the chairman of the board by 
the petitioner. Such petition shall be heard by the court at the earliest 
practical date. Review by the court shall be without a jury and con- 
fined to the record, including a transcript of the evidence. The court 
may, upon such terms and conditions as it shall deem proper, at any time 
before the hearing of the petition, permit the taking of additional evi- 
dence before the board and allow modification of the board’s findings and 
final decision. The court upon a hearing of the petition, shall have a pow- 
er to affirm or reverse and render the decision of the board or to remand 
the matter to the board for further proceedings consistent with the 
judgement of the court. The court shall affirm the decision of the board 
unless it finds that the substantial rights of the petitioner have been 
prejudiced because the final decision of the board was: (1) unsupported 
by substantial evidence in the record submitted; (2) in excess of the 
authority conferred by this act on the board; (3) violative of constitu- 
tional provisions; (4) arbitrary or capricious; (5) affected otherwise by 
substantial error or injustice. Within 30 days an appeal may be taken 
from any final judgement of such court to the Court of Appeals of Ala- 
bama or the Supreme Court of Alabama. The decision or order of the 
board shall not be superseded by any review or appeal, and the city shall 
not be obligated to pay the salary of any employees who is not working 
during the pendency of any review or appeal. 


Section 15. Political Activities Prohibited. No person shall be ap- 
pointed or promoted to, or dismissed from any position, or in any fa- 
vored or discriminated against with respect to employment because of 
his political or religious opinions or affiliation. No person shall seek or 
attempt to use any political endorsement in connection with any appoint- 
ment to a position. No member shall directly or indirectly, solicit any 
employee for a subscription or contribution for any political organization. 
No employee shall be a member of any national, state or local commit- 
tee of a political party, or an official of a partisan political club or a 
candidate for nomination or election to any public office, nor shall he 
take any part in the management or affairs of any political party or in 
political campaign except to exercise his right as a citizen privately to 
express his opinion and to cast his vote. Any employee who violates any 
of the foregoing provisions of this Section shall suffer disciplinary pun- 
ishment as the board may direct. 


Section 16. Penalties. The violation by any employee of any pro- 
vision in this act or of any of the rules or regulations issued by the board 
in pursuance thereof, shall constitute an offense for which charges may 
be preferred against such employee as hereinabove provided, and if such 
charges are sustained by the board after a notice and hearing as pro- 
vided, such employee may be discharged or lesser disciplinary action taken 
against him. The board may in its discretion also decline for a period of 
one year to re-appoint an employee who has been discharged for such 
cause. The board may on its own motion institute charges against an 
employee for the violation of any of the provisions of this act or of any 
of the rules or regulations issued in pursuance hereof. 


Section 17. Special Police Officers and Temporary Appointments. 
The city governing body may, in an emergency, or in cases where it

deems proper, authorize the chief of police to appoint for temporary 
service such number of police officers as in the opinion of the city gov- 
erning body the existing conditions demand. All officers so appointed 
shall be furnished with badges of different size and design from the regu- 
lation badges used by the regular members of the police force. The chief 
of police shall furnish the board with the names and addresses of all 
persons to whom he has issued special badges. From and after the ef- 
fective date of this act, all outstanding commissions conferring police au- 
thority upon persons other than those who are regular members of the 
police department of such city shall be void. The city governing body 
may, in an emergency or in cases where it deems proper, authorized the 
head of any department named in this act to appoint for temporary serv- 
ice such number of salaried employees (including part-time employees) 
as in the opinion of the board the existing condition require. No such 
temporary appointment shall be made for a period of more than 30 days. 


Section 18. Chairman of the Board. The board shall annually elect 
one of its members as chairman and one as secretary. All meetings of the 
board shall be held in the municipal building unless otherwise provided 
by such board. 


Section 19. Printing Regulations. The board shall within 90 days 
after appointment and qualification of the members thereof adopt and 
have printed such rules and regulations, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this act, as it may deem proper. Said rules and regulations and 
all amendments thereafter adopted shall be kept on file in the office of 
the City clerk and open for public inspection.

sentence, clause or provision of this act which is not of itself void and 
unconstitutional. 


If this act or its enforcement by the board shall be 
called into question in any judicial proceedings, or if any person shall 
fail or refuse to comply with the lawful orders of said board such board 
with the approval of the city governing body may employ counsel to 
represent it in sustaining this act or the enforcement thereof, and the 
compensation of such counsel shall be paid by the city.

Said firemen’s and policemen’s pension and relief fund shall be de- 
rived, obtained, and created as follows: A. From the salary of each fire- 
man and each policeman there shall be deducted, as the same becomes 
payable, and paid into said fund, an amount equal to nine per centum of 
the amount of such salary. Provided that whenever a member of the 
fire or police department of such city is ineligible to participate in the 
benefits of such fund by reason of the provisions of this Act, neither 
such ineligible member nor his salary or other compensation shall be 
subject to any assessment for the benefit of such fund. B. Each fire in- 
surance company, including mutual and industrial fire insurance com- 
panies, qualified to do business under the laws of Alabama, and doing 
business in such city, shall annually and on or before the first day of 
March of each year hereafter, pay into said Firemen’s and Policemen’s 
Pension and Relief Fund, a sum equal to one and one-half per centum 
of the gross premiums, less return premiums, received by such fire in- 
surance company for and on account of business, including all renewals 
of fire insurance, done by it in the city, during the preceding calendar 
year; and it shall be unlawful for any such fire insurance company or its 
agent, to take or receive any premium for insurance against fire within

D. There 
shall be paid into such fund, as and when received, all liquor seizure fees 
received by any policeman or to which he may be entitled and all amounts 
received by the city from the State Alcohol Beverage Control Board for 
confiscated liquors and beverages delivered to it as required by law. E. 
The Board of Trustees may take by gift, grant, devise or bequest, any 
money, personal property, real estate or any interest therein or any right 
of property; and any such gift, grant, devise or bequest may be absolute 
or in fee simple or upon condition that only rents, income and profits 
arising therefrom shall be applied to the purposes for which said fund 
is created. F. The governing body of the city shall cause to be paid into 
such fund out of the treasury of such city, an amount equal to nine per 
centum of the salary of each member of such fire and police department 
who is eligible to participate in the benefits of such fund, such payment 
to be made to such fund as and when such salary becomes payable, and 
deduction therefrom is made as provided in this section.” 


Section 2. Section 9 of Act No. 328, adopted at the 1959 Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama, is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


“Section 9. Board to Manage and Control Fund. 


The Board of Trustees shall be the trustee of such fund and shall 
have the exclusive management and control thereof, and all matters le- 
gitimately connected therewith. It shall have power to adopt and enforce 
such rules and regulations as may be necessary to enable it effectively 
and properly to carry into execution the purposes for which it was or- 
ganized, and to enable it to properly manage and conduct the business 
and affairs entrusted to it, provided such rules and regulations shall in 
no way contravene the provisions of this Act, but shall be in conformity 
thereto. The Board of Trustees may employ an investment counselor or 
agent to invest and manage such portion of the Fund as the Board may 
direct. The Board of Trustees shall hear and decide all applications for 
pension or relief under this Act and its decisions on such applications 
shall be final and conclusive, and not subject to review or reversal, ex- 
cept by said Board. It shall cause to be kept a record of all its 
meetings and proceedings. From and after the election of members of 
the Board of Trustees in January of 1962, five members of said Board

The Board of Trustees, after considering the probable demands upon 
the fund may invest such portion of it as may be safely withdrawn for 
the purpose. Of that portion of the fund which the Board of Trustees has 
determined to be available for investment, not less than forty per cent 
(40 per cent) shall be ‘invested, or held for investment, in interest bear- 
ing bond or securities of the United States of America, bonds of any 
state in the United States, or any bonds lawfully issued by municipali- 
ties in the United States; not exceeding thirty per cent (30 per cent) of 
the money deemed available for investment may be invested in corporate 
stocks and bonds; not exceeding thirty per cent (30 per cent) of the 
money deemed available for investment may be invested in real estate 
Joans, secured by a first mortgage thereon. All income from investments 
shall be and become a part of the fund. All securities belonging to the 
fund shall be deposited with the treasurer of the fund or, in the event 
that a financial agent has been employed, may be held by the financial 
agent and shall be subject to the direction and control of the board of 
trustees.”

A court of limited jurisdiction in criminal cases and civil 
actions at law, which shall be known as the Court of Common Pleas of 
Barbour County, is hereby created and established for Beats 1, 2, 4, 5, 11, 
14 and 16 of said county, which said beats comprise the eastern division 
of said county as it was divided by Act No. 106) approved February 12, 
1879 (Acts of Alabama, 1878-79, page 106), for the purpose of designating 
the place of trial of cases in the circuit court of such county.

No person 
shall be eligible to the office of the judge unless he is at the time of his 
appointment or election a qualified elector of Barbour County residing 
within the territorial jurisdiction of the court. Vacancies in the office of 
judge shall be filled by appointment by the Governor, and such appointee 
shall hold office or the unexpired term and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. 


Before entering upon the duties of his office, the judge shall give 
bond in such penal sum as may be prescribed by the governing body of 
Barbour County payable to the county and conditioned upon the faithful 
performance of the duties of his office.

AN ACT 


Relating to the levy of additional taxes for certain purposes in 
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Clay County; authorizing the court of county commissioners, board of 
revenue, or other like governing body of the county to levy, when ap- 
proved at a referendum election, special county privilege license and 
excise taxes paralleling state sales and use taxes as provided for in Act 
No. 100, H. 94, approved August 18, 1959, and Article 166 of Chapter 20, 
Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended and supplemented; 
providing for collection and enforcement of such taxes by the state de- 
partment of revenue. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply only in Clay County. 


Section 2. (a) If approved by a majority of the qualified voters of 
Clay County who vote thereon at the referendum election provided for 
in subsection (b), the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, 
or like governing body of said county may adopt on order, ordinance, 
or resolution levying special county taxes to parallel state sales and 
use taxes, in the manner and at the rates prescribed in this Act. 


(b) The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like 
governing body of Clay County shall call and provide for holding an 
election for the purpose of determining whether or not such special coun- 
ty taxes shall be levied and imposed as provided in this Act. The elec- 
tion shall be held on the first Tuesday following the expiration of 10 
days after the date of this enactment. Notice of the election shall be giv- 
en by publication in a newspaper published in the county at least one 
time before the date of the election. The election shall be held and con- 
ducted in the manner provided by law for holding other county elec- 
tions, and the cost of the election, including the cost of publishing the 
notice, shall be paid by the county. The question to be voted on shall be 
stated on the ballots substantially as follows: “Do you favor a county 
sales tax for school purposes?” 


Section 3. (a) The special county taxes levied pursuant to this Act 
shall be privilege license and excise taxes in substance as follows: 


1. Upon every person, firm, or corporation (not including the State of 
Alabama or the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or ABC 
stores) engaged or continuing within the county in the business of sell- 
ing at retail any tangible personal property whatsoever, including mer- 
chandise and commodities of every kind and character (not including, 
however, bonds or other evidence of debt or stocks), an amount equal to 
one percent of the gross proceeds of sales of the business except where a 
different amount is expressly provided herein. Any person engaging or 
continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay 
the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such business at 
the rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show separately the 
gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his books are not so 
kept he shall pay the tax as retailer, on the gross sales of the business. 


2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of conducting or operating places of 
amusement or entertainment, billiards and pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving pic- 
ture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including 
wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, foot- 
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ball and baseball games including athletic contests conducted by or un- 
der the auspices of any educational institution, or any athletic associa- 
tion thereof, or other association whether such institution or associa- 
tion be denominational, a state, county, or a city school, or other in- 
stitution, association, or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses 
or any other place at which any exhibition, display, amusement, or en- 
tertainment is offered to the public or place or places where an admis- 
sion fee is charged, including public bathing places, public dance halls of 
every kind and description, conducted or carried on within the county, an 
amount equal to one percent of the gross receipts of any such business. 


3. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail machines or ma- 
chinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manu- 
facturing of tangible personal property, and the parts of such machines 
or machinery, attachments and replacements therefor which are made 
or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines or 
machinery, and which are necessary to the operation of such machines or 
machinery, and are customarily so used, an amount equal to one-half 
of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of such machines or ma- 
chinery, attachments, parts and replacements therefor. 


4, Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail any automotive 
vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount equal to one-half 
of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said automotive ve- 
hicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer. Provided, that where any used 
automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, 
or in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment of the sale of a 
new or used vehicle, the tax levied herein shail be paid on the net dif- 
ference, that is, the price of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit 
for the used vehicle taken in trade. 


5. An excise tax may be imposed on— 


The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of tangible per- 
sonal property purchased at retail, for storage, use or other consump- 
tion in the county, at the rate of one percent of the sale price of such 
property, regardless of whether the retailer is or is not engaged in busi-+ 
ness in the county or in this state, except as provided in paragraphs a 
and b below; and 


a) The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any 
new or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer, or semi-trailer purchased 
at retail for storage, use, or other consumption in the county, at the rate 
of one-half of one percent of the sales price of such automotive vehicie, 
truck trailer, or semi-trailer. Where any used automotive vehicle or truck 
trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as a 
credit or part payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax levied 
shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the difference in the price 
of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used vehicle taken 
in trade; ana 


b) The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any 
machines or machinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, process- 
ing and manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the parts 
of such machines or machinery attachments, and replacements therefor 
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which are made or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such 
machines or machinery, purchased at retail for storage, use, or other 
consumption in the county at the rate of one-half of one percent of the 
sale price of such machines or machinery or the parts, attachments, or re- 
placements therefor. 


b) There shall be exempted from the levy of such taxes the gross 
receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are 
exempted under the state sales tax statutes from the computation of 
the amount of the state sales tax. And there shall also be exempted 
from the levy the storage, use, or other consumption of property, the 
storage, use, or other consumption of which is exempted under the state 
use tax statutes from the state use tax. Subject to these exemptions, 
every person storing or using or otherwise consuming in the county tan- 
gible personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax 
imposed, and the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has 
been paid by such person; provided, however, that a receipt from a reg- 
istered seller given to the purchaser of any property to be used, stored, 
or consumed in the county shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser 
from further liability for the tax to which such receipt may refer. The 
term ‘registered seller” means the person registered with the state de- 
partment of revenue pursuant to the state sales tax statutes. The term 
“state sales tax statutes’ means Act No. 100, H. 94, approved August 
18, 1599, which levies a retail sales tax for state purposes and includes 
all statutes, including amendments to said Act No. 100 heretofore enacted 
which expressly set forth any exemptions from the computation of the tax 
levied in said Act. No. 100, and all other statutes heretofore enacted 
which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of said 
Act No. 100 and the incidence and collection of the tax imposed therein. 
The term “state use tax statutes’ means Article 11 of Chapter 20, Title 
51, Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended, including all statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions from the 
computation of the tax levied in said Article 11 and all other statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the 
administration of the said article and the incidents and collection of the 
tax imposed therein. 


Section 4. Unless otherwise expressly provided for in the order, 
ordinance, or resolution levying the taxes herein authorized, such taxes 
shall become effective on the first day of the second month next follow- 
ing the date of the order, ordinance, or resolution; provided, notice of 
the adoption of such an order, ordinance, or resolution must be given 
to the commissioner of the state department of revenue not less than 45 
days before the taxes are to become effective. The taxes levied and im- 
posed shall be in addition to all other taxes now provided by law and 
shall be collected as hereinafter provided. 


Section 5. All taxes levied pursuant to this Act shall be paid to and 
collected by the state department of revenue at the same time and along 
with the collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax. On or 
before the due dates of the taxes levied each person subject to such taxes 
shall file with the state department of revenue a report or return in 
such form as may be prescribed by the department, setting forth with 
respect to all sales and business that are required to be used as a meas- 
urement of the tax levied, a correct statement of the gross proceeds 
of all such sales and the gross receipts of all such business, and setting 
forth with respect to the use tax levied, the total sales price of all prop’ 
erty, the use, storage, or other consumption of which became subject 
to the tax during the then preceding quarterly period. Such reports shall 
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include also such other items of information pertinent to the said taxes 
and the amount thereof as the state department of revenue may re- 
quire. Any person subject to the taxes levied may defer reporting credit 
sales until after their collection, and in the event he so defers reporting 
them, he shall thereafter include in each monthly report all credit col- 
lections made during the month preceding, and shall pay the taxes due 
thereon at the time of filing such report. All reports or returns filed 
with the state department of revenue under this section shall be avail- 
able for inspection by the governing body of Clay County, or its desig- 
nated agent, at reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 6. Every registered seller regularly and continually making 
sales of tangible property for storage, use, or other consumption in Clay 
County (which storage, use, or other consumption is not exempted from 
the tax imposed) shall at the time of making such sale or, if the storage, 
use, or other consumption of such tangible personal property in the 
county is not then taxable under this Act, at the time such storage, 
use or other consumption becomes taxable hereunder, collect this tax 
from the purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor 
in the manner and form prescribed by the state department of revenue. 
On the twentieth day of the month following the close of each quarterly 
period, each registered seller shall file with the state department of 
revenue a return for the preceding quarterly priod in such form as may 
be prescribed by the department, showing the total sales of the tangible 
personal property sold by such registered seller, the storage, use, or other 
consumption of which became subject to the tax imposed during the then 
preceding quarterly period; and each return shall be accompanied by a 
remittance of the amount of the tax required to be collected by such 
registered seller during the period followed by the return; provided, that 
any registered seller may defer collecting the tax with respect to credit sales 
until collection of the proceeds of such sales and may defer reporting 
credit sales until after their collection, but shall thereafter collect the 
said taxes along with collection of said credit sales and shali include 
in each quarterly report all credit collections made during the preceding 
quarterly period, and shall omit the taxes with respect thereto at the 
time of filing such report or return. Any person who has paid to a 
registered seller the tax and respect to the use, storage, or other, or 
other consumption of tangible personal property in Clay County need 
not file a report or make any further payment of the said tax, but each 
person who purchases tangible personal property, the storage, use, or 
other consumption of which is subject to the tax imposed, and who has 
not paid the tax due with respect thereto to a registered seller, shall re- 
port and pay the tax as required by Section 5. 


Section 7. Each person engaging or continuing within Clay County 
in a business subject to the taxes levied pursuant to Section 3 shall add 
to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the purchaser or the 
person paying the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer on 
account of said taxes; and every registered seller shall likewise add to 
the sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount of any tax 
which such registered seller is required to collect. It shall be unlawful 
for any person Subject to the tax levied to fail or refuse to add to the 
Saie price ur admission icc and te collect from the purchaser or person 
paying the admission fee the amount herein required to be so added to 
the sales or admission price and collected from the purchaser, and it 
shall likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said tax to refund 
or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so collected or to ab- 
sorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or refund of said 
tax or any portion thereof, It shall likewise be unlawful for any registered 
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seller to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and to collect from the 
purchaser the amount of the tax imposed or to refund or offer to re- 
fund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly the absorption of, 
said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 8. The taxes imposed pursuant to this Act shall constitute 
a debt due Clay County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition 
to all other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, 
together with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall consti- 
tute and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from 
whom said taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All 
provisions of the revenue laws of this state which apply to the enforce- 
ment of liens for license taxes due the state shall apply fully to the collec- 
tion of the county taxes levied and the state department of revenue, 
for the use and benefit of Clay County shall collect such taxes and en- 
force this Act and shall have and exercise for such collection and en- 
forcement all rights and remedies that this state or the department has 
for collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax. The state 
department of revenue shall have full authority to employ such special 
counsel as it deems necessary from time to time to enforce collection 
of the taxes authorized to be levied by this Act, and to otherwise en- 
force the provisions of this Act, including any litigation involving the 
Act; and the department shall pay such special counsel such fees as it 
deems necessary and proper from the proceeds of the taxes collected by 
it for Clay County. 


Section 9. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with respect 
to payment, assessment and coliection of the state sales tax, making 
of reports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, in- 
terest after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make re- 
ports, or otherwise comply with the state sales tax statutes, the promul- 
gation of rules and regulations with respect to the state sales tax, and 
the administration and enforcement of the state sales tax statutes, 
which are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when applied 
to the tax levied pursuant to Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the county 
tax levied; and all provisions of the state use tax statutes with respect to 
payment, assessment and collection of the state use tax, making quarter- 
ly reports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, in- 
terest after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make re- 
ports or otherwise comply with the state use tax statutes, the promulgation 
of rules and regulations with respect to the state use tax, and the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of the state use tax statutes, which are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when applied to the 
county use tax levied shall apply to the county tax. The commissioner of 
revenue and the state department of revenue shall have and exercise the 
same powers, duties and obligations with respect to the county taxes levied 
as are imposed on the commissioner and the department, respectively, by 
the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes. All provisions 
of the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes that are 
made applicable in this Act to the county taxes levied and to the adminis- 
tration of this Act incorporated herein by reference and made a part 
hereof as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 10. The state department of revenue shall charge Clay 
County for collecting the special county taxes levied such amount or 
percentage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the commis- 
sioner of revenue and the court of county commissioners, board of reve- 
nue, or like governing body of the county, but such charge shall not in 
any event exceed three percent of the total amount of special county 
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taxes collected hereunder within the county. Such charge for collecting 
the special taxes for the county may be deducted each month from the 
special sales and special use taxes collected before certifying the amount 
of the proceeds thereof due Clay County for that month. The commis- 
sioner of revenue shall pay into the state treasury all county taxes 
collected under this Act, as such taxes are received by the department of 
revenue; and on or before the first day of each successive month, com- 
mencing with the month following the month in which the department 
makes the first collections hereunder), the commissioner shall certify to 
the state comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions 
of this Act and paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of Clay 
County during the month immediately preceding the making of such certi- 
ficate. Provided however, that before certifying the amount of the taxes 
paid into the state treasury for the benefit of the county during each 
month, the commissioner may deduct from the taxes collected in said 
month the charges due the department for the collection of the taxes for 
the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller to issue his warrant each 
month payable to the custodian of the public funds of Clay County in an 
amount equal to the amount so certified by the commissioner of revenue 
as having been collected for the use of the county. The custodian of public 
funds for Clay County shall deposit the revenue derived from the taxes 
levied herein in a special account separate and apart from other county 
funds, and shall maintain separate records of such special account. 


Section 11. The net revenue derived by the county from the taxes 
levied under this Act shall be paid over to the board of education of 
Clay County and shall be spent by the board for the operation and 
maintenance of the schools in the county school system. 


Section 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 13. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 14. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

to authorize the milk control board to fix the salary of the executive 
secretary of the board within a prescribed maximum; to increase the 
compensation of the members of the milk control board; to provide for 
requisitioning board funds.

The Standing Committee on Finance and Taxation offered the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Bill, to-wit: 
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Finance and Taxation Committee Amendment. to House Bill 193: 


Amend Section 1, H. B. 193 by deleting the paragraph ‘Milk Dealer’ 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


“ ‘Milk dealer’ means any person who purchases, buys, sells, handles, 
or produces milk in any way except for consumption where said milk is 
not to be resold or otherwise distributed. Each person, corporation, part- 
nership or association, which, if a natural person, shall be a milk dealer 
within the meaning of this chapter, and any subsidiary or affiliate of 
such corporation similarly engaged shall be deemed a milk dealer within 
the meaning of this definition. A hotel, lunchstand or restaurant which 
sells milk intended for consumption only upon the premises where sold; 
or a wholesale producer who sells his entire production to distributors; 
or any firm, corporation, association, or partnership owned and con- 
trolled entirely by wholesale producers who sell the entire production to 
distributors or processors; or a person who buys milk for processing pur- 
poses only and who does not sell or distribute any milk for fluid milk 
consumption shall not be deemed a milk dealer.” 


Further amend Section 1, H. B. 193 by deleting the paragraph ‘Cool- 
ing Station’ and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


“‘Cooling Station’ means a raw milk assembly point which, as prin- 
cipal or agent for another person, receives direct from producers, raw 
unprocessed milk and stores, cools, or holds such milk for shipment or 
sale to other facilities, either controlled or uncontrolled, within or with- 
out the jurisdiction of the Alabama State Milk Control Board. A person, 
firm or corporation which in any manner processes milk or packages it 
in any type container except a container of the type customarily used for 
bulk shipment of milk, or any firm, corporation, association or partner- 
ship owned and controlled entirely by wholesale producers who sell the 
entire production to distributors or processors, shall not be deemed a 
‘cooling station’ within the meaning of this chapter. Nothing in the fore- 
going definition shall prevent a licensed cooling station from performing 
the routine functions of weighing, testing, sampling, and grading all milk 
so handled.” 


And, further amend Section 1, H. B. 193 by adding the following 
paragraph after the paragraph entitled ‘Cooling Station:” 


“ ‘Cooperative Marketing Association’ as used in this Chapter means 
a person who purchases, accepts or receives milk for the purpose of put- 
ting such milk in bottles or other unit containers in which same is de-

That, for the purpose of this Act, the following classi- 
fications, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable to the appropria- 
tions herein made: (a) “salary” and “other salaries,” wherever appear- 
ing herein, shall mean the wages or other compensation for skill, work 
or employment for anyone performing services for the State of Alabama

terials, postage, telephone, telegraph, express, travel. expense, motor ve-

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Title 22, Section 199, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, 
which relates to care and treatment of tubercular patients. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Title 22, Section 199, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
amended, is amended further to read as follows: 


“Section 199. Care of patients; non-resident patients; report as 
to patients; charges for treatment.—Any sanatorium, or hospital now or 
hereafter established hereunder, desiring to share in the benefits of this 
article, must make provisions for the care of Alabama citizens who are 
not residents of such county or counties and must place at the disposal 
of the State Committee of Public Health for the use of such Alabama 
citizens aforesaid fifteen per cent of the total bed capacity of such sana- 
torium or hospitals; it being the intent hereof that the county from 
which a patient, in indigent circumstances, comes, shall pay the dif- 
ference remaining for the cost of such patient after the State subsidy 
has been deducted; should a patient from another county not be in in- 
digent circumstances, said difference in cost after deducting the State 
subsidy shall be fixed by the board of trustees of the sanatorium re- 
ceiving such patients. On the first day of each month the board of trustees, 
or the superintendent of the sanatorium, whether organized and estab- 
lished under the provisions of this article or any other act or acts per- 
mitting counties to erect and maintain sanatoria for the treatment of 
tuberculosis, shall report to the State Committee of Public Health the 
number of patients treated during the preceding month, with such de- 
tailed information as said State Committee of Public Health may re- 
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quire. Such report shall show specifically the number of patients treated 
with the number of days and the aggregate number of weeks of such 
treatment and the actual per diem cost per patient cared for in the 
institution and shall be verified by the superintendent or by the presi- 
dent of the board of trustees. If accepted, and approved by the State 
Health Officer, it shall be the duty of the latter official to certify to the 
Department of Finance that the sanatorium in question has treated such 
number of patients for an aggregate specified number of days and at the 
cost per diem set forth in this report. The comptroller, with the approval 
of the Governor, shall draw his warrant on the State Treasurer in favor 
of the county treasurer having the funds of the sanatorium in his cus- 
tody for such amount as will constitute compensation for such patients 
on the basis of a sum not to exceed six dollars and fifty cents ($6.50) 
per day per patient cared for, provided the contribution by the county 
shall be equal to the cost per day per patient cared for in excess of six 
dollars and fifty cents ($6.50) per patient. In no instance shall the State’s 
contribution exceed six dollars and fifty cents ($6.50) per diem for each 
patient cared for. The amount of expenditure provided herein for the per 
diem for patient care shall be limited to the amount provided therefor 
by the Legislature in the general appropriation act and shali be budgeted, 
allotted and expended pursuant to Title 55, Chapter 4, Article 3, Code of 
Alabama 1940. In the event the total amount appropriated from the 
treasury is insufficient to meet, in full, the financial obligations enumer- 
ated above on the State’s part, the State Health Officer is authorized to 
prorate among the counties qualified to participate in the provisions of 
this article, the amounts available so that each will receive its proportion- 
ate share. Provided, that such proration shall first apply to the cost in ex- 
cess of six dollars and fifty cents ($6.50) per patient day, the intent of 
this provision being to assure each institution of full payment up to 
patient costs of six dollars and fifty cents ($6.50) per day if possible. 
Nothing in this article shall be construed to mean that any sanatorium 
established hereunder may not charge a person who is not in indigent 
circumstances a reasonable sum per week for care and treatment in such 
institution, which sum shall be agreed upon by the board of trustees. 
For the purpose of operating clinics at various points in the State for 
the treatment of cases of tuberculosis, an expenditure of not more than 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) annually, and for the further purpose 
of providing other treatment of tuberculosis, including drugs, such sums 
as may be available after the payment of the subsidy herein are au- 
thorized from any appropriation made from the State Treasury to the 
State Department of Health for the treatment of tuberculosis.”

To provide further for the assessment and collection of taxes and 
issuance of licenses in certain counties; to create the office of license 
commissioner in all counties having populations of not less than 300,000 
nor more than 500,000, according to the 1960 or any subsequent federal 
decennial census; to provide for the appointment of the first license 
commissioner and to prescribe the manner of electing his successors; 
to fix the term of office and compensation of the license commission- 
er; to prescribe his duties and define his powers; to provide for a deputy 
license commissioner and for other necessary clerical assistants; to pro- 
vide that all licenses, except marriage licenses, issued in any county to 
which this Act applies, shall be issued by the license commissioner and 
that ad valorem taxes on motor vehicles shall be assessed and collect- 
ed by such license commissioner; and to transfer the duties of issuing 
licenses, and assessing and collecting ad valorem taxes on motor ve- 
hicles from officers currently performing these duties in the counties 
hereby affected to the license commissioner. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created and established in all counties 
having populations of not less than 300,000 nor more than 500,000, ac- 
cording to the 1960 or any subsequent federal decennial census, the of- 
fice of license commissioner. 


Section 2. In the county to which this Act applies on its enact- 
ment the commissioner of licenses then serving shall be the first license 
commissioner under this Act. In all counties in which there is no com- 
missioner of licenses when this Act becomes effective therein, the Gov- 
ernor shall appoint a license commissioner. There shall be elected in the 
general election in November 1964, and every four years thereafter, by 
the qualified electors in each county to which this Act applies, a license 
commissioner, who shall hold office for a term of four years from the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next after his elec- 
tion and until his successor is elected and has qualified. Any vacancy 
occurring in the office of license commissioner by death, resignation, or 
removal shall be filled by appointment of the Governor in the same 
manner that vacancies in other county offices are now filled. 


Section 3. The license commissioner shall be a county officer and 
shall have a seal of office which must present, by its impression, the 
name of the office, the name of the county, and such other information 
as the county governing body may prescribe. The license commissioner 
shall receive a salary of $7,200 per annum, payable in equal monthly 
installments out of the general fund of the county. He shall maintain 
his permanent office in the courthouse of the county and he may also 
maintain a branch office in any other city having a population of 25,000 
or more in the county. The county commission, board of revenue, or 
other like governing body of the county shall reimburse the license 
commissioner for expenses incurred by him or by members of his staff 
in the performance of the official duties of the office, but the amount 
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of the combined expenses of the commissioner and his assistants, so re- 
imbursed shall not exceed $600 a year. Before any reimbursement is 
made hereunder the license commissioner shall submit to the county 
governing body, on forms furnished and prescribed by such governing 
body, an itemized statement of any expenses incurred for which he 
claims reimbursement. This claim for reimbursement shall be sworn to 
and subscribed by the license commissioner. Such expenses shall include 
the cost of meals, lodgings, and transportation when the license com- 
missioner or any member or members of his staff are required to be 
away from his or their official station in the conduct of any business 
directly connected with the office of the license commissioner. 


Section 4. Before entering upon the duties of his office the license 
commissioner shall take the oath of office prescribed by Section 279 
of the Constitution, and shall enter into bond, conditioned as other of- 
ficial bonds are conditioned, in such form as may be prescribed by the 
county commission, board of revenue, or other like governing body of 
the county. The bond shall be approved by and filed with the probate 
judge of the county. Such bond may be made by a surety or surety 
companies authorized to do business in this state or may be made by 
individual sureties, acceptable to the probate judge, or by banks or other 
corporations qualified to do business in this state and authorized under 
their charters to make such bonds. The premium on the bond of the 
license commissioner shall be paid out of the general fund of the county. 


Section 5. Suitable office and storage space in the courthouse of 
the county and all stationery, equipment, and supplies necessary for the 
conduct of the office shall be furnished by the county governing body 
to the license commissioner, except such stationery and supplies as the 
law now requires to be furnished by the state department of revenue 
or the state department of finance or the state comptroller. 


Section 6. The license commissioner shall appoint a deputy, who 
shall, in the absence of the license commissioner, have the same powers 
and authority herein granted to the license commissioner. The license 
commissioner may also appoint a sufficient number of clerks.and as- 
sistants to properly perform the duties of his office. However, in all 
counties to which this Act applies which have civil service or merit sys- 
tems, all such appointments, including the appointment of the deputy 
license commissioner, shall be made in strict conformity with the pro- 
visions of any existing civil service or merit system, and the license 
commissioner shall be deemed to be the appointing authority within 
the meaning of any civil service or merit system law governing such 
counties. Provided, that if there is in any county to which this Act ap- 
plies a commissioner of licenses and a deputy commissioner of licenses 
and other assistants to the commissioner of licenses serving when this 
Act hecames law, the deputy commissioner of licenses serving at such 
time shall be the deputy license commissioner authorized by this sec- 
tion, and he and such other assistants as are merit or civil service sys- 
tem employees shall be retained in their respective positions. 


Section 7. It shall be the duty of the license commissioner to col- 
which a license is now or may hereafter be required by law to be paid 
to the State of Alabama or the counties thereof, except marriage li- 
censes, which shall continue to be issued by the probate judge. 


Section 8. Before any person, firm, or corporation shall engage in 
or carry on any business or do any act in the county for which a li-

cense is required by law, he, they, or it, except as otherwise provided, 
shall pay to the license commissioner the amount required for such li- 
cense and shall comply with all the other requirements of the laws of 
this state. Upon the payment of such amount and a fee of fifty cents to 
the license commissioner for the issuance of such license, and all costs 
and fees and penalties which shall have accrued, or for which such per- 
son, firm, or corporation shall have become liable in any proceedings 
commenced for the collection of such license, or to enforce the payment 
thereof, and upon compliance with all other provisions of law by the 
applicant, the license commissioner shall issue the license, countersigned 
by him, in the form and on the blank furnished to him by the state 
comptroller, which shall set forth and specify the name of the person, 
firm, or corporation, applying therefor, the business or act which it is 
proposed to carry on or do thereunder, the name of the street, or loca- 
tion where it is proposed to carry on the same if such location shall 
be in a city or town and have a street number, and if not, then the lo- 
cation and amount paid for such license, the time for which it is issued; 
and if the license is for a peddler it shall state whether he proposes to 
travel on foot or on horseback or on wagon or motor vehicle. Such li- 
cense shall not be transferable, except as otherwise provided by law, 
nor shall it entitle the holder thereof to carry on any other business or 
do any other act than that named therein, nor at any other location than 
that therein specified. Provided, that in case it should become necessary 
to remove any business for which a license is required by law from one 
location to another location in the same county, and such business be 
continued as the same kind and character and by the same person or 
firm as that carried on at the former location, another license shall not 
be required for the same business for the same license year. 


Section 9. In all cases where the amount to be paid for a license 
depends upon the amount of capital invested, or the value of the goods 
or stock, or the amount of sales, or receipts, or any other fact or con- 
dition, it shall be the duty of the person applying for such license to 
render to the license commissioner a sworn statement of the amount 
of the capital invested, of the value of the goods or stock, or amount 
of sales or receipts, and to make under oath such further proof or af- 
fidavit as may be required by the license commissioner to determine 
the character of the license, and the amount to be paid for the same. 


Section 10. Upon the issuance of any license the license commis-~ 
sioner must, before detaching the license from the stub, fill up the 
blank spaces in the stub to correspond in all respects with the license 
as issued, and sign his name thereto. 


Section 11. The license commissioner shall keep in a book pre- 
pared for that purpose an accurate account of all licenses received by 
him from the state comptroller and of the disposition made of them, and 
of all money received from licenses issued by him, and make report 
thereof to the state comptroller within ten days after the expiration 
of the fiscal year, at which time he shall return to the state comptroller 
all unused licenses, and shall also return to the state comptroller the 
stubs of all licenses issued by him and the license commissioner shall 
on demand of the state comptroller, at any time, exhibit to him or to 
any agent appointed by the state comptroller for that purpose, such 
license record and the original of all licenses then remaining in his hands, 
and all stubs of licenses issued. 


Section 12. To prevent motor vehicles from escaping taxation and 
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to provide for the more efficient assessment and collection of taxes due 
on same, no license shall be issued to operate a motor vehicle on the 
public highways of this state, nor shaJl any transfer be made by the 
license commissioner as provided by law, until the ad valorem tax on 
such vehicle shall have been paid in the county for the preceding year 
as evidenced by a receipt of the license commissioner, if said motor ve- 
hicle belongs to a resident of a county to which this Act applies, or is 
principally used or operated in any such county. Every person, firm, 
or corporation, residing in or owning a motor vehicle which is princi- 
pally used in any county to which this Act applies, who desires to op- 
erate a motor vehicle on the public highways of Alabama shall first 
return such motor vehicle for ad valorem taxation to the license com- 
missioner, for the preceding tax year; and the license commissioner 
shall deliver to such person who makes the return, as herein required, 
a certificate of assessment on a form prescribed by the department of 
revenue. This certificate shall be the warrant of the license commis- 
sioner to collect the tax as shown thereon. Motor vehicles within the 
meaning of this Act shall not be included in any assessment made to 
the tax assessor by any person, firm, or corporation, and such motor 
vehicles shall not be considered as escaped property by reason of fail- 
ure to include same in any tax return, but shall be assessed as herein 
mrovided The Heense commissioncy upoii issuimpy a liceasoe fui ie up- 
eration of a motor vehicle as herein provided shall make a duplicate of 
the tax receipt and keep same on file in his office. The license tag shall 
be evidence of the payment of the license and ad valorm tax prescribed 
by law. Valuation of motor vehicles for ad valorem assessment shall be 
sixty per cent of the fair and reasonable value of same. A motor ve- 
hicle brought into the state during any tax year shall be subject to 
taxation the same as if it had been held or owned in the state on the 
first day of October. Every motor vehicle shall be presumed to have 
been in Alabama during the taxable year and taxes thereon shall be 
assessed unless the person, firm, or corporation applying for exemption 
from ad valorem taxation furnish the license commissioner with a cer- 
tificate showing that such vehicle was registered in another state after 
the preceding October, such certificate to be signed by the proper of- 
ficial of such state and also an affidavit signed by the person, or in the 
case of a firm, association, or corporation its authorized agent, claim- 
ing the exemption stating the exact date the car came into Alabama; 
provided, however, that where application is made for exemption from 
taxation on a new motor vehicle for which there has never been a tag 
purchased, a bona fide bill of sale showing the date of purchase shall 
be sufficient proof for exemption by the license commissioner provided 
the date of purchase, the name and address of the dealer and the in- 
voice number is shown on the assessment sheet. The state department 
of revenue shali furnish the license commissioner with blank certificates 
for claiming exemptions authorized in this section. The license commis- 
sioner is authorized to issue a motor vehicle license for any vehicle for 
which an exemption from taxation has been claimed as authorized 
above, and for any vehicle which is not subject to taxation. The license 
commissioner, in addition to assessing and collecting the ad valorem 
taxes due the state and county on motor vehicles, shall collect the ad 
valorem taxes on motor vehicles due all cities and towns located in the 
county. The license commissioner shall report and pay over the money 
collected far said cities and tawns at the came time and in the samc 
manner as state and county taxes are reported and paid over by him. 
The license commissioner shal! receive a commission of two and one- 
half per cent for assessing and a commission of two and one-half per 
cent for collecting city and town ad valorem taxes and shall deduct 
said commissions from the amount collected before paying the same 
over to the city or town. 
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Section 13. The state comptroller is hereby required to furnish 
said license commissioner all books, records, and blanks, now or here- 
after required by law to be furnished to the probate judges of this 
state in connection with the performances of their duties in the issuance 
or collection of licenses or privilege taxes. 


Section 14. All duties required by law of probate judges in this 
state, or other officers to whom such duties have been transferred by 
law, with reference to the issuance and collection of state, county, and 
other licenses, except marriage licenses, in any counties to which this 
Act applies, shall be performed by the license commissioner, and the 
license commissioner shall be entitled to collect all fees, commissions, 
charges, and allowances fixed by law for the issuance and collection 
of such licenses and shall be liable to all penalties with reference to 
the collection of such licenses imposed on the probate judges in this 
state or on other officers exercising the duties of the probate judges 
relative to the issuance of state and county licenses. The probate judges 
and other officers, to whom such duties have been transferred by law, 
of the county are relieved from any and all duties, liabilities, and re- 
sponsibilities now imposed by law upon them for the issuance and col- 
lection of licenses, except marriage licenses, in every county to which 
this Act applies. All license records, except marriage license records, 
in the custody of the probate judge or any other officer pone the 
duties of the probate judge relative to the issuance of licenses in any 
county to which this Act applies, shall be delivered to the license com- 
missioner. 


Section 15. All duties required by law of tax assessors, tax collec- 
tors, or commissioners of licenses with reference to the assessment and 
collection of ad valorem taxes on automobiles, trucks, or other motor 
vehicles in any county to which this Act applies, shall be performed and 
exercised by the license commissioner, and the tax assessor, tax collec- 
tor, or commissioner of licenses of the county, as the case may be, are 
hereby relieved of all duties and responsibilities in reference thereto. 
The state comptroller shall furnish the license commissioner all forms 
and blanks necessary for the assessment and collection of such taxes. 


Section 16. The license commissioner shall collect for the assess- 
ing and collecting of state and county ad valorem tax on motor vehicles 
the same fees, charges, and commissions fixed by the general law to 
be paid to tax assessors and tax collectors for the same services. 


Section 17. Refunds of or credits for money paid for a license 
by mistake of fact or law to the license commissioner of any county 
to which this Act applies shall be made under the conditions and in 
the manner prescribed by Sections 848 and 849 of Title 51, Code of 
Alabama 1940, for refunds of and credits for money erroneously paid 
for licenses to probate judges and commissioners of licenses. 


Section 18. In any county to which this Act applies where county 
officials are paid on a salary instead of a fee basis, all fees and com- 
missions required under the terms of this Act to be paid to or collected 
by any officials shall, by said officials, be collected and paid to the 
treasurer of the county or to the other official performing the duties 
of county treasurer. All such fees and commissions shall be the prop- 
erty of the county. 
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Section 19. Any license procured from the license commissioner by 
or through the delivery to him of a worthless check, or a check which, 
is not paid by the bank on which it is drawn, shall be void and of no 
effect; and the person who so procured the license shall be subject to 
a penalty of one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) or five per cent (5%) 
of the amount of the check, whichever is greater. This penalty shall be 
in addition to all other penalties now or hereafter prescribed by law. 
The license commissioner shall not issue any other business or privilege 
or motor vehicle license to any person who is due to pay the penalty 
prescribed above until said penalty has been paid. All penalties col+ 
lected under this section shall be paid into the general fund of the 
county. 


Section 20. It is the intent and purpose of this Act to provide a 
more convenient and efficient method of issuing licenses and to render 
a better service to the people of all the counties to which this Act ap- 
plies, by incorporating in one governmental official the duties of assess- 
ing and collecting all taxes on motor vehicles and the issuing of all li- 
censes, except marriage licenses. 


Section 21. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part

Section 2. All territory included in the limits of Parcel B above, 
and all property having a situs within such territory, shall not be sub- 
ject to assessment for ad valorem taxation by the City of Chickasaw 


for a period of ten years from the effective date of this Act. In fixing 
this exemption the Legislature is mindful that said territory and prop- 
erty situated there-on are wholly commercial in nature and it is the in- 
tent of the Legislature to extend this exemption for the benefit of the 
City of Chickasaw and any businesses or industry now situated or which 
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may locate thereon, for the mutual advantage of both.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Act No. 658, H. 1030, approved November 21, 1959, an 
act providing for a county privilege, license, or excise tax on the sale, 
distribution, storage, use, or other consumption in Madison County of 
cigarettes: (Acts of Alabama 1959, vol. II, p. 1592) is hereby revised 
and amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. In addition to all other taxes now imposed by law, 
but in lieu of any license or privilege tax levied by any municipality 
within the county upon the sale, distribution, storage, use or other con- 
sumption of cigarettes, every person who sells, stores, delivers, uses or 
otherwise consumes cigarettes in Madison County shall pay a license or 
privilege tax in the amount of three cents ($.03) on each package of 
cigarettes containing not more than twenty cigarettes and on each pack- 
age of cigarettes containing more than twenty cigarettes three cents 
($.03) for the first twenty cigarettes and three cents ($.03) for each ad- 
ditional twenty cigarettes, or fractional part thereof, in such package; 
provided, however, when the license tax hereby required to be paid 
shall have been paid by a wholesaler or seller of cigarettes such pay- 
ment shall he sufficient. the intent being that such license tax hereby 


required to be paid shall be paid but once on each package of cigarettes. 


“Section 2. Every person, firm, corporation, club, or association 
that sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution in Madison 
County any cigarettes shall add the amount of the license or privilege 
tax levied and assessed herein to the price of the cigarettes, it being 
the purpose and intent of this provision that the tax levied is, in fact, 
a levy on the consumer with the person, firm, corporation, club or asso- 
ciation, who sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distributing 
the cigarettes, acting merely as agent for the collection of the tax. The 
dealer, storer, or distributor shall state the amount of the tax separately 
from the price of the cigarettes on all price display signs, sales or de- 
livery slips, bills and statements which advertise or indicate the price 
of the cigarettes. It shall be unlawful for any dealer, storer or distribu- 
tor engaged in or continuing in the county in the business for which the 
tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and collect 
from the purchaser the amount due on account of the tax herein pro- 
vided or to refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount col- 
lected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption. of 
the tax or any portion thereof. Any person, firm, corporation, ciub or 
association violating any of the provisions of this section shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not more than 
one hundred dollars ($160.00) or imprisoned in the county jail for not 
more than sixty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Each act 
in violation of this section shall constitute a separate offense. 


“Section 3. The tax provided for in this Act shall be collected and 
enforced. and the Act shall be administered by such office or officer of 
Madison County as may be designated by tne court of county cuuuis- 
sioners, board of revenue, or other like county governing body, in ac- 
cordance with such rules, cegulations, or orders as such county authority 
may prescribe. The court, board, or like county governing body, as the 
case may be, shall adopt all necessary rules and regulations governing 
the collection and enforcement of the tax, and may prescribe penalties 
for violations thereof. Rules, regulations, and orders adopted or pro- 
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mulgated pursuant to this section shall have the ferce and effect of 
law. 


“Section 4. The revenue collected from the tax hereby levied, less 
the cost of collection, including any discount allowed on the sale of 
stamps, shall be distributed as follows: Fifty per cent (50%) thereof 
shall be paid over to the City of Huntsville; one per cent (1%) thereof 
shall be paid to the municipality of Madison; one per cent (1%) thereof 
shall be paid to the municipality of New Hope; the remaining forty- 
eight per cent (48%) thereof shall be paid to the board of education of 
Madison County to be used for public school purposes. 


“Section 5. The tax hereby imposed is in lieu of any license tax 
levied on the sale, storage, distribution, use, or delivery of cigarettes by 
any municipality within Madison County. No incorporated municipality 
within Madison County shall, after the effective date of this Act, levy 
or collect any municipal license or privilege tax on the sale, storage, 
distribution, use or delivery of cigarettes; and any ordinance levying 
such tax, heretofore enacted by the governing body of any municipality 
within Madison County, is hereby repealed, effective as of midnight, 
December 31, 1969. However, the repeal of any such ordinance shall not 
affect the right of the municipality thereafter to collect any taxes, pen- 
alties or other charges due to the municipality pursuant to such ordi- 
nance which had accrued prior to midnight of December 31, 1969; and 
all such taxes, penalties and other charges may be collected after such 
date in the same manner that they could have been collected during the 
time the ordinance pursuant to which they accrued was effective. 


“Section 6. (a) None of the provisions of this Act shall be applied 
in such manner as to be in violation of the commerce or other clauses 
of the federal or state constitution. 


“(b) This Act shall not be construed to apply to cigarettes stored 
by a wholesale dealer for the purpose of resale or reshipment outside 
Madison County which are actually resold or reshipped. 


‘“Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


“Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed.” 


Section 2. This Act does not affect rights and duties that ma- 
tured, penalties that were insurred, and proceedings that were begun, 
before the date of its enactment.

Section 2. (a) If approved by a majority of the qualified voters of 
Covington County who vote thereon at the referendum election provid- 
ed for in subsection (b), the court of county commissioners, board of 
revenue, or like governing body of said county may adopt an order, or- 
dinance, or resolution levying special county taxes, to parallel state sales 
and use taxes, in the manner and at the rates prescribed in this Act. 


(b) The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like 
governing body of Covington County shall call and provide for holding 
an election for the purpose of determining whether or not such special 
county taxes shall be levied and imposed as provided in this Act. The 
election shall be held on a day not less than 30 nor more than 60 
days after the date of this enactment. Notice of the election shall be 
given not more than 30 nor less than 15 days before the date set for 
the election, by publication in a newspaper published in the county once 
a week for two successive weeks. The election shall be held and conducted 
in the manner provided by law for holding other county elections; and 
the cost of the election, including the cost of publishing the notice, shall 
be paid by the county board of education. The question to be voted on 
shall be stated on the ballots substantially as follows: ‘(Do you favor a 
county sales tax for educational purposes?” 


Section 3. (a) The special county taxes levied pursuant to this 
Act shall be privilege license and excise taxes in substance as follows: 


1. Upon every person, firm, or corporation (not including the State 
of Alabama or the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or ABC 
stores) engaged or continuing within the county in the business of sell- 
ing at retail any tangible personal property whatsoever, including mer- 
chandise and commodities of every kind and character (not including, 
however, bonds or other evidence of debt or stocks), an amount equal 
to one per cent of the gross proceeds of sales of the business except 
where a different amcunt is expressly provided herein. Any person en- 
gaging or continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber 
shall pay the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such 
businesses at the rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show 
separately the gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his 
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books are not so kept he shall pay the tax as retailer, on the gross 
sales of the business. 


2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of conducting or operating places of 
amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving pic- 
ture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including 
wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, foot- 
ball and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or 
under the auspices of any educational institution, or any athletic asso- 
ciation thereof, or other association whether such institution or associa- 
tion be denominational, a state, county, or a city school, or other insti- 
tution, association, or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses or 
any other place at which any exhibition, display, amusement, or enter- 
tainment is offered to the public or place or places where an admission 
fee is charged, including public bathing places, public dance halls of every 
kind and description, conducted or carried on within the county, an 
amount equal to one percent of the gross receipts of any such business. 


3. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail machines or ma- 
chinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manu- 
facturing of tangible personal property, and the parts of such machines 
or machinery, attachments and replacements therefor which are imade 
or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines or 
machinery, and which are necessary to the operation of such machines or 
machinery, and are customarily so used, an amount equal to one-half 
of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of such machines or m 
chinery, attachments, parts and replacements therefor. 


4. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail any automotive 
vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount equal to one-half 
of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said automotive ve- 
hicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer. Provided, that where any used 
automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, or 
in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment of the sale of a new 
or used vehicle, the tax levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, 
that is, the price of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used 
vehicle taken in trade. 


5. An excise tax may be imposed on— 


The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of tangible 
personal property purchased at retail. for storage, use or other con- 
- sumption in the county, at the raie of vine percent of the sale price of 
such property, regardless of whether the retailer is or is not engaged 
in business in the county or in this state, except as provided in para- 


graphs a and b below; and 


a The storage. use, or other consumption in the county of any 
new or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi-iraiier pusaciiased 
at retail for storage, use, or other consumption in the county, at the 
rate of one-haif of one percent of tne sales price of such automotive 
vehicle, truck trailer, or semi-trailer. Where any used automotive ve- 
hicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of 
trades, as a credit or part payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, 
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the tax levied shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the difference 
in the price of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used 
vehicle taken in trade; and 


b. The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any ma- 
chines or machinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing 
and manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the parts of 
such machines or machinery, attachments, and replacements therefor 
which are made or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such 
machines or machinery, purchased at retail for storage, use, or other 
consumption in the county, at the rate of one-half of one percent of the 
sales price of such machines or machinery or the parts, attachments, or 
replacements therefor. 


(b) There shall be exempted from the levy of such taxes the gross 
receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are ex- 
empted under the state sales tax statutes from the computation of the 
amount of the state sales tax. And there shall also be exempted from the 
levy the storage, use, or other consumption of property, the storage, use, 
or other consumption of which is exempted under the state use tax sta- 
tutes from the state use tax. Subject to these exemptions, every person 
storing or using or otherwise consuming in Covington County tangible 
personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax imposed, 
and the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has been paid by 
such person; provided, however, that a receipt from a registered seller giv- 
en to the purchaser of any property to be used, stored, or consumed in 
Covington County shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further 
liability for the tax to which such receipt may refer. The term “registered 
seller” means the person registered with the state department of revenue 
pursuant to the state sales tax statutes. The term “state sales tax 
statutes” means Act No. 100, H. 94, approved August 18, 1959, which 
levies a retail sales tax for state purposes, and includes all statutes, in- 
cluding amendments to said Act No. 100 heretofore enacted which ex- 
pressly set forth any exemptions from the computation of the tax levied 
in said Act No. 100, and all other statutes heretofore enacted which ex- 
pressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of said Act No. 
100 and the incidence and collection of the tax imposed therein. The term 
“state use tax statutes’ means Article 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of 
Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended, including all statutes heretofore 
enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions from the computation of 
the tax levied in said Article 11 and all other statutes heretofore enacted 
which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of the 
said article and the incidences and collection of the tax imposed therein. 


(ec) For the purpose of this Act, the location of the place of busi- 
ness of the seller shall determine the liability of the seller for the tax 
levied under the Act. 


Section 4. Unless otherwise expressly provided for in the order, or- 
dinance, or resolution levying the taxes herein authorized, such taxes shall 
become effective on the first day of the second month next following the 
date of the order, ordinance, or resolution; provided, notice of the adoption 
of such an order, ordinance or resolution must be given to the commis- 
sioner of the state department of revenue not less than 45 days before 
the taxes are to become effective. The taxes levied and imposed shall be in 
addition to all other taxes now provided by law and shall be collected as 
hereinafter provided. 


Section 5. All taxes levied pursuant to this Act shall be paid to and 
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collected by the state department of revenue at the same time and along 
with the collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax. On or 
prior to the due dates of the taxes levied each person subject to such 
taxes shall file with the state department of revenue a report or return 
in such form as may be prescribed by the department, setting forth with 
respect to all sales and business that are required to be used as a measure- 
ment of the tax levied, a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all 
such sales and the gross receipts of all such business, and setting forth 
with respect to the use tax levied, the total sales price of all property, 
the use, storage, or other consumption of which became subject to the 
the tax during the then preceding quarterly period. Such reports shall 
include also such other items of information pertinent to the said taxes 
and the amount thereof as the state department of revenue may require. 
Any person subject to the taxes levied may defer reporting credit sales 
until after their collection, and in the event he so defers reporting them, 
he shall thereafter include in each monthly report all credit collections 
made during the month preceding, and shall pay the taxes due thereon 
at the time of filing such report. All reports or returns filed with the state 
department of revenue under this section shall be available for inspec- 
tion by the governing body of Covington County, or its designated agent, 
at reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 6. Every registered seller regularly and continually mak- 
ing sales of tangible personal property for storage, use, or other con- 
sumption in Covington County (which storage, use, or other consumption 
is not exempted from the tax imposed) shall at the time of making such 
sale or, if the storage, use, or other consumption of such tangible person- 
al property in the county is not then taxable under this Act, at the time 
such storage, use, or other consumption becomes taxable hereunder, 
collect the tax from the purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser 
a receipt therefor in the manner and form prescribed by the state depart- 
ment of revenue. On the twentieth day of the month following the close 
of each quarterly period, each registered seller shall file with the state de- 
partment of revenue a return for the preceding quarterly period in such 
form as may be prescribed by the department, showing the total sales of 
the tangible personal property sold by such registered seller, the storage, 
use, or other consumption of which became subject to the tax imposed 
during the then preceding quarterly period; and each return shall be ac- 
companied by a remittance of the amount of the tax required to be col- 
lected by such registered seller during the period followed by the return; 
provided, that any registered seller may defer collecting the tax with re- 
spect to credit sales until collection of the proceeds of such sales and 
may defer reporting credit sales until after their collection, but shall 
thereafter collect the said taxes along with collection of said credit sales 
and shall include in each quarterly report all credit collections made 
during the preceding quarterly period and shall omit the taxes with re- 
spect thereto at the time of filing such report or return. Any person who 
has paid to a registered seller the tax with respect to the use, storage, 
or other consumption of tangible personal property in Covington County 
need not file a report or make any further payment of the said tax, but 
each person who purchases tangible personal property, the storage, use, 
or other consumption of which is subject to the tax imposed, and who 
has not naid the tax due with respect thereto to a registered seller, shall 
report and pay the tax as required by Section 5. 


Section 7. Each person engaging or continuing within Covington 
County in a business subject to the taxes levied pursuant to Section 3 
shall add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the pur- 
chaser or the person paying the admission fee the amount due by the 
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taxpayer on account of said taxes; and every registered seller shall like- 
wise add to the sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount 
of any tax which such registered seller is required to collect. It shall be 
unlawful for any person subject to the tax levied to fail or refuse to add 
to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from the purchaser or 
person paying the admission fee the amount herein required to be so added 
to the sales or admission price and collected from the purchaser, and it 
shall likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said tax to refund or 
offer to refund all or any part of the amount so collected or to absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or refund of said tax or 
any portion thereof. It shall likewise be unlawful for any registered seller 
to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and to collect from the purchaser 
the amount of the tax imposed or to refund or offer to refund or absorb, 
or to advertise directly or indirectly the absorption of, said tax or any 
portion thereof. 


Section 8. The taxes imposed pursuant to this Act shall constitute 
a debt due Covington County and may be collected by civil suit, in addi- 
tion to all other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes 
together with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall consti- 
tute and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from 
whom said taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. 
All provisions of the revenue laws of this state which apply to the 
enforcement of liens for license taxes due the state shall apply 
fully to the collection of the county taxes levied and the state 
department of revenue, for the use and benefit of Covington Coun- 
ty shall collect such taxes and enforce this Act and shall have and 
exercise for such collection and enforcement all rights and remedies that 
this state or the department has for collection of the state sales tax and 
the state use tax. The state department of revenue shall have full au- 
thority to employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time 
to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be levied by this 
Act, and to otherwise enforce the provisions of this Act, including any 
litigation involving the Act; and the department shall pay such special 
counsel such fees as it deems necessary and proper from the proceeds of 
the taxes collected by it for Covington County. 


Section 9. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with respect 
to payment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, making of 
reports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest 
after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports, or 
otherwise comply with the state sales tax statutes, the promulgation of 
rules and regulations with respect to the state sales tax, and the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of the state saies tax statues, which are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when applied to the tax 
levied pursuant to Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the county tax levied; 
and all provisions of the state use tax statutes with respect to payment, 
assessment and collection of the state use tax, making quarterly reports 
and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest after 
due date of tax, penalities for failure to pay tax, make reports or other- 
wise comply with the state use tax statutes, the promulgation of rules 
and regulations with respect to the state use tax, and the administration 
and enforcement of the state use tax statutes, which are not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act when applied to the county use tax levied 
shall apply to the county tax. The commissioner of revenue and the state 
department of revenue shall have and exercise the same powers, duties 
and obligations with respect to the county taxes levied as are imposed on 
the commissioner and the department, respectively, by the state sales tax 
statutes and the state use tax statutes. All provisions of the state sales 
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tax statutes and the state use tax statutes that are made applicable 
in this Act to the county taxes levied and to the administration of this 
Act are incorporated herein by reference and made a part hereof as if 
fully set forth herein. 


Section 10. The state department of revenue shall charge Covington 
County for collecting the special county taxes levied such amount or per- 
centage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the commissioner 
of revenue and the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
like governing body of the county, but such charge shall not in any event 
exceed three percent of the total amount of special county taxes collected 
hereunder within the county. Such charge for collecting the special taxes 
for the county may be deducted each month from the special sales and spe- 
cial use taxes collected before certifying the amount of the proceeds there- 
of due Covington County for that month. The commissioner of revenue 
shall pay into the state treasury all county taxes collected under this Act, 
as such taxes are received by the department of revenue; and on or before 
the first day of each successive month (commencing with the month fol- 
lowing the month in which the department makes the first collections 
hereunder), the commissioner shall certify to the state comptroller the 
amount of taxes collected under the provisions of this Act and paid by 
him into the state treasury for the benefit of Covington County during 
the month immediately preceding the making of such certificate. Provid- 
ed, however, that hefore certifying the amount of the taxes paid into the 
state treasury for the benefit of the county during each month, the 
commissioner may deduct from the taxes collected in said month the 
charges due the department for the collection of the taxes for the county. 
It shall be the duty of the comptroller to issue his warrant each month 
payable to the custodian of the public funds of Covington County in an 
amount equal to the amount so certified by the commissioner of reve- 
nue as having been collected for the use of the county. The custodian 
of public funds for Covington County shall deposit the revenue derived 
from the taxes levied herein in a special account separate and apart from 
other county funds, and shall maintain separate records of such special 


account. 


Section 11. The revenue derived by the county from the taxes levied 
under this Act shall be apportioned among the county board of education 
and the city boards of education within the county on a basis of teacher 
units as used by the State Board of Education in the final calculation of 
the minimum program each year. 


Section 12. Ali jaws or paris of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 

Section i3. The provisions of iis Act ave severable. If any part cf 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 14. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governer, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To amend Act No. 127, H. 239, approved June 27, 1927, entitled 
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“An Act To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Ed- 
ucation for Dale County, Alabama, to fix his term of office, to prescribe 
his salary, and the manner of payment, to define his qualifications, pow- 
ers, and duties, and to provide for the election of his successor in of- 
fice” (Local Acts of Alabama 1927, p. 52). 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 1 of Act No. 127, H. 239, approved June 27, 
1927, (Local Acts of Alabama 1927, p. 52) is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


“Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for Dale 
County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified electors of Dale Coun- 
ty who reside outside the corporate limits of the City of Ozark. He 
shall hold office for Four years and until his successor is elected and 
qualified as hereinafter provided.” 


Section 2. Section 2 of said Act No. 127, H. 239, approved June 27, 
1927, (Local Acts of Alabama 1927, p. 52) is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


“Section 2. That at the next general election to be held in 1964 in 
said County and State a County Superintendent of Education for Dale 
County, Alabama, shall be elected, who shall assume the duties of his 
office July 1, 1965, and shall hold office for a term of Four years and 
until his successor is elected and qualified, unless sooner removed for 
good cause, and each four years thereafter, a County Superintendent 
of Education for Dale County, Alabama, shall be elected by the quali- 
fied voters of the County who reside outside the corporate limits of the 
City of Ozark, at the regular election and nomination for this office 
may be made in primary elections as other County Officers.” 


Section 3. Section 4 of said Act No. 127, H. 239, approved June 
27, 1927 (Local Acts of Alabama 1927, p. 52) is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


“Section 4. That said County Superintendent shall be charged with 
the same duties and shall exercise the same powers as are now or as 
may hereafter be provided by the General School, laws of the State of 
Alabama, in the conduct of the office of County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation; and no person shall be eligible for political party nomination, 
or for election to the office of County Superintendent of Education of 
Dale County who does not hold an Alabama certificate in administra- 
tion and supervision based as a minimum upon graduation from a stand- 
ard Normal School, or equivalent education with at least one year of 
additional study of college grade, and proof of three years of successful 
teaching experience and such other additional qualifications as may be 
provided by the General School Laws of the State. Provided, however, 
that if no person meeting these requirements qualified for election as 
provided in this Act the County Board of Education shall appoint a Su- 
perintendent of Education as provided by the General Law regulating 
the appointment of Superintendent; and provided that inv persun shali 
be eligible to qualify or be elected to the office of County Superintend- 
ent of Education of Dale County who is not a qualified elector of the 
County and a resident of the territory lying outside the corporate limits 
of the City of Ozark at the time of the nomination or election to such 
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office and who does not procure from the Superintendent of Education 
of the State of Alabama a certificate that he possesses the qualifica- 
tions prescribed by this Section. The certificate shall be filed with the 
Probate Judge of Dale County before his name shall be printed upon 
the official ballot.” 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act shall become effective only 
if approved by a majority of the electors of Dale County, voting in a 
referendum to be held on the date of the first county-wide primary, 
general, or special election held after the passage of this Act. The Court 
of County Commissioners of Dale County shall order and provide for the 
holding of the referendum on such date. On the ballots to be used at 
the election the question shall be stated substantially as follows: “Shall 
the provisions of the Act of the 1961 Regular Session of the Legislature, 
which relate to the qualifications and election of the County Superin- 
tendent of Education, be adopted? Yes ( ) No ( ).” If a majority of 
the votes cast in the election are ‘‘Yes,” the provisions of this Act shall 
become operative immediately. If the majority are “No,” this Act shall 
have no effect. The probate judge of Dale County shall certify the re- 
sult of the election to the Secretary cf State within 30 days after the 
returns thereof are canvassed.

Section J. That the boundaries of the City of Montgomery, in 
Montgomery County, Alabama be, and the same are hereby altered, re- 
arranged and extended so as to include within the corporate limits of 
said City certain additional territory lying within the following described 
boundaries, to-wit: 


Beginning on the north right of way line of the Seaboard Air Line

Immediately after this Act becomes law the city council or other 
governing body of the City of Cullman shall appoint two members of the 
board, one to serve for a two-year term and one for a four-year term;

members, one for a one-year term, one for a two-year term, and one for 
a four-year term. The clerk of the City of Cullman shall certify the

shall, within three days after receiving the certificate of the appointment

The board shall at its organizational meeting elect a president 
and such other officers as the urd deems necessary; and annually 
thezeafter the board shall elect sucn officers. All officers so elected shall 
serve for a one-year term. 


@ Successors to the first members of the board shall be appointed by 
the cy and county gdéverning bodies respectively for four year terms. 


Vacancies, in the membership of the board shall be filled by the 
appointing authority that appointed the predecessor in such office and 
such appointees shall hold for the unexpired portion of the term of their 
predecessors. 


Each member of the board shall receive as compensation the sum of 
$10 per month for each month he actually attends the regular or special 
meetings of the board. He shall not be entitled to receive such compen- 
sation for any mont!? in which he fails to attend such meetings. Regular 
meetings of the board‘ shall be held on the first Monday of each month, 
‘and no special mectings shall he held, except in case of an emergency, or 
on call, jointly, of the chairman of the county governing body and ile 
mayor of the City of Cullman. 


Section 2. As soon as the hospital board hereby established has been 
organized, the chairman thereof shall notify the Cullman County Hos- 
pital Administration Board, which was established by Act No. 627, H. 
1044, approved September 18, 1957 (Acts of Alabama 1957, page 942) 
what day the board hereby established will be ready to assume control 
of the hospital; and the Cullman County Hospital Administration Board 
is hereby abolished as of that date. All books, records, supplies, equip- 
ment, and medicines on hand in the hospital or in the possession of the 
Cullman County Hospital Administration Board when the hospital board 
created by this Act assumes control of the hospital shall be turned over 
to such newly established board. 


Section 3. The hospital board hereby established is authorized and 
empowered to equip, maintain, supervise, and operate the public hospital 
owned jointly by the County of Cullman and the City of Cullman, and 
to promulgate a@pd adopt such rules and regulations as may be necessary 
for the efficien™and orderly operation of such hospital as a general hos- 
pital at which service will be available to any citizen of Cullman County 
and any municipaliiy therein in need of such service. The hospital shall 
be operated mainly as a charitable institution, and no citizen of Cullman 
County shall be denied hospital care in such hospital, whether he can 
pay therefor or not. No person regardless of his residence shall be de- 
nied emergency treatment therein. However, the board is specifically 
authorized to admit paying patients to the hospital and to fix and 
coliect frum patients able te pay far such services reasonable charges 
commensurate with the services rendered; and to fix charges to be paia 
by the County of Cullman and the City of Cullman for the care and 
treatment of indigent patients whose care is a iegai responsibility of the 
county or the city, as the case may be. 


The county governing body of Cullman County shall pay the fees 
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fixed by the hospital board for the care and treatment of indigent pa- 
tients admitted to the hospital upon the certificate issued by the county 
governing body, authorizing the hospital to admit such patient and stat- 
ing that the county will pay the cost of the hospitalization of the patient 
named in the certificate. The City of Cullman shall pay the fees fixed 
by the hospital board for the care of indigent patients admitted to the 
hospital upon a certificate issued by the council or other governing body 
of the City of Cullman, authorizing the admittance of such patient to the 
hospital and certifying that the city will pay the cost of the hospitaliza- 
tion of such patient. Neither the City of Cullman nor the County of 
Cullman shall be required to pay hospital fees for any indigent patient 
who is admitted to the hospital, unless such a certificate has been issued 
by the city governing body or the county governing body, as the case 
may be. : ' 


Section 5. In order affectively to carry out the provision of this Act, 
the hospital board may employ a suitable and duly qualified person to 
serve as hospital administrator. The hospital administrator shall serve 
as the executive officer of the board, shall perform such duties as may 
be required of him by the board, and shali serve at the pleasure of the 
board. He shall cause a record to be kept of all transactions by the hos- 
pital and shall maintain such record in the office of the hospital. The 
hospital administrator shall receive such salary as the hospifal board 
may prescribe, and shall post such bond as the board may require. He 
shall have general supervision over the operation of the hospital, and, 
with the approval of the board, may employ and fix the compensation of 
employees of such hospital and promulgate and adopt such rules and 
regulations as may be necessary with respect to the duties of such em- 
ployees. He shall, with the approval of the board, purchase all supplies 
needed in the operation of the hospital; provided, however, that when 
the purchase of any item will involve the expenditure of an amount in 
excess of $100, the administrator shall obtain at least three competitive 
bids therefor, unless the hospital board Specifically agrees that it would 
be advisable to contract for such purchases without obtaining bids; and 
he shall provide for the payment thereof. He shall act as treasurer of 
such hospital and properly account for all funds received and expended 
in the operation thereof; and he shall make a proper record of all bills 
paid and incurred, and see that such bills are properly audited before 
payment. All warrants issued against hospital funds shall be signed by 
the administrator and countersigned by the president of the board. 


Section 6. Neither the hospital board, the administrator, nor any 
subordinate employee of the hospital shall have the authority to make 
any expenditure whatsoever for permanent improvements, or for any 
purpose whatsoever, other than normal daily operating expenses, without 
written authorization and approval of the governing bodies of the City 
of Cullman and the County of Cullman. 


Section 7. On or before the tenth day of each month, the hospital 
administrator shall make a financial report to the board showing: (1) all 
expenditures made in the operation of the hospital during the preceding 
calendar month; (2) a list of all accounts payable, or claims which have 
been filed and approved by him for payment, which were incurred during 
such calendar month; (3) all receipts for hospital services rendered dur- 
ing the preceding month; and (4) all charges for hospital services ren- 
dered during the preceding month which were not paid. Such financial 
statement shall reflect the true financial condition cf the hospital and 
shall be rendered in accordance with .acceptable accounting practices 
governing such institutions. Three copies of the financial statement shall 


g 
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be filed with the Cullman County governing body, six copies thereof shall 
be filed with the governing body of the City of Cullman, one copy there- 
of shall be filed with the state department of pensions and securities, 
and one copy shall be given to each member of the hospital board. If 
any deficit is incurred during any calendar month in the operation of the 
hospital as shown by the monthly financial report, the county governing 
body, except as otherwise provided herein, is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to make an appropriation out of county funds sufficient to 
pay sixty percent of such deficit, and the city governing body is hereby 
authorized to make an appropriation out of city funds sufficient to pay 
forty percent of such deficit. It is provided, however, that the total 
amount appropriated by the county governing body in any one month to 
pay for such deficit shall not exceed $600 and that the total amount ap- 
propriated by the city governing body in any one month to pay any such 
deficit shall not exceed $400; and it shall be unlawful for the county gov- 
erning body to appropriate in excess of $600 and for the city governing 
body to appropriate in excess of $400 in any one month for such pur- 
poses. 


Section 8. Each year, after the close of the Cullman County hos- 
pital’s fiscal year, a full and complete audit of the books and records of 
such hospital shall be made by the state department of examiners of 
public accounts. 


Section 9. Any member of the hospital board may be removed from 
office for cause, and by the same procedure provided by law for the 
removal or impeachment of members of a county governing body and 
mayors and intendents of incorporated cities and towns.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following officers of St. Clair County shall receive 
the following salaries: 


(a) Judge of Probate — twelve thousand dollars ($12,000.00) per 
annum; 


(b) Sheriff — eight thousand dollars ($8,000.00) per annum; 


(c) Tax Assessor — seven thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500.00) 
per annum; 


(a) Tax Collector — seven thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500.00) 
per annum; 


(e) Judges of the Inferior Court — three thousand six hundred dol- 
lars ($3,600.00) per annum, each; and 


(f) Circuit Clerk — seven thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500.00) 
per annum. 


Such salaries shall be in lieu of all other compensation heretofore 
provided by law, and shall be paid in equal monthly installments out of 
the general fund of the county. 


Section 2. All fees, commissions, allowances, percentages, and other 
charges heretofore collected for the use of the judge of probate, the 
judges of the inferior court, and the sheriff, tax assessor, tax collector, 
or circuit clerk of St. Clair County shall be collected and paid into the 
general fund of the county. 


Section 3. The board of revenue, court of county commissioners, or 
other like governing body of St. Clair County shall provide the judge of 
probate, each judge of the inferior court, and the sheriff, tax assessor, 
tax collector, and circuit clerk of the county with such clerical assistance, 
quarters, books, stationery, office equipment, postage, and other such 
conveniences and supplies as are necessary for the proper and efficient 
conduct of their respective offices. Each of said officers shall have the 
authority to appoint such clerical assistants as may be authorized for his 
office, and such clerical assistants shall serve at the pleasure of the ap- 
pointing authority. The sheriff shall also be provided with an automobile 
or such other automotive equipment as he chooses provided the total 
cost thereof does not exceed two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500.00). 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains.

Section 1. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
other like governing body of St. Clair County is hereby directed and re-

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created and established in and for Walker 
County the Walker County Law and Equity Court. The court shall be 
in lieu of the county court of Walker County which is hereby abolished. 


Section 2. The Walker County Law and Equity Court shall have 
the following power, authority, and jurisdiction: 


(a) All power, authority, and jurisdiction which was by law vested 
in the court hereby abolished and which is now, or hereafter may be, 
conferred on or vested in county courts under the general laws of this 
State. 


(b) All power, authority, and jurisdiction which is now, or which 
pts may be, conferred on or vested in the juvenile court of Walker 
ounty. 


(ec) Jurisdiction concurrent with justices of the peace in Walker

(d) Jurisdiction concurrent with the circuii couit relating to the 
custody of children in cases of voluntary separation of husband and 
wite, which are nuw, or Which hereafter may he vested in the circuit 
court under the provisions of Section 79, Title 34, Code of Alabama 1940. 
All power, authority, and jurisdiction relating to domestic relations which 
is now vested in the county court of Walker County or which hereafter 
may be conferred on or vested in the probate courts, or which is con-

Section 3. The judge of the Walker County Law and Equity Court 
shall be elected at the general election to be held in November, 1962, 
and every four years thereafter. He shall hold office for a term of four 
years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next 
following his election, and until his successor shall have been elected 
and qualified. He shall be a resident and qualified elector of Walker 
County, shall be a person learned in the law, and shall have been ad- 
mitted to the practice of law in the State of Alabama. He shall receive 
a salary of eight thousand dollars ($8,000) per annum, payable as a pre- 
ferred claim in equal monthly installments out of the general fund of 
the county, which shall be in lieu of all other compensation heretofore 
provided by law. The judge of the law and equity court may be im- 
peached or removed from office on the same grounds and in the same 
manner that the judges of county courts may be impeached or removed 
under the general laws of this State. 


Section 4. The duly elected judge of the county court of Walker 
County as constituted prior to the passage of this act, shall serve as 
judge of the Walker County Law and Equity Court as constituted by this 
act until his successor shall be elected and qualified in accordance with 
Section 3 of this act. 


Section 5. The judge of the Walker County Law and Equity Court 
shall have the power and authority to administer oaths and take ac- 
knowledgments to conveyances and affidavits in all cases in which such 
oaths, acknowledgments, and affidavits are required by law, and to 
solemnize the rites of matrimony. He shall have and exercise the power 
and authority which is now, or which hereafter may be conferred on or 
vested in the judges of county courts under the general laws of this State, 
or which is conferred on or vested in the judge of the county court of 
Walker County.

The sheriff of Walker County shall in person, or by a 
deputy, or deputies, appointed by him subject to the approval of the 
judge of the court, be required to attend upon the law and equity court 
and preserve order. He shall execute all writs of process and perform 
such other duties in this court in all respects as in the circuit courts 
of this State. 


Section 11. In lieu of the office of solicitor of the county court of 
Walker County, which is hereby abolished, there is hereby created the of- 
fice of the solicitor of the Walker County Law and Equity Court. The 
duly elected solicitor of the county court of Walker County as that 
office was constituted prior to the passage of this act shall serve as 
solicitor of the Walker County Law and Equity Court as that office 
is constituted by this act until his successor shall be elected and quali- 
fied in accordance with this act.

It shall be the duty of the solicitor of the Walker County Law and 
Equity Court to represent the State in all criminal and quasi-criminal 
cases in such court; to prosecute all criminal cases arising from indict- 
ments transferred to such court; to represent the State in preliminary 
proceedings in felony cases and habeas corpus proceedings brought be- 
fore such court; and to perform the duties imposed on deputy solicitors 
as provided in Section 256 of Titie 15 of the 1946 Code of Aiabama. The

As 
clerk of the law and equity court, he shall have the same power, juris- 
diction, and authority and shall perform the same duties as may be 
conferred on, vested in, or required of the clerks of county courts under 
the general laws of the State, or conferred on, vested in, or required 
of the clerk of the Walker County Law and Equity Court under the 
provisions of this act.

WHEREAS, the Federal Communications Commission 
proposed to require all television stations in the Montgomery, Alabama, 
area to operate on the limited coverage UHF (ultra high frequencv’ 
band and thus eliminate the area’s only wide range VHF (very high 
frequency) station, WSFA-TV, Channel 12; and 


WHEREAS, Channel 12 has a long record of faithful and conscien- 
tious service to the people of Central and South Alabama, offering view- 
ers a great variety of programs in the public interest — such as news 
broadcasts, timely interviews, public information shows and special events 
—to keep residents of this area continually posted on important news, 
weather bulletins and issues of the day, including events occurring at the 
State Capitol; and 


WHEREAS, the Federal Communications Commission in 1952 acted 
in behalf of some 250,000 families of this area in allocating a maximum 
range VHF channel to Montgomery and Channel 12 has been on the air 
since 1954 making good use of this channel allocation and as a “‘trustee” 
of this channel protecting the right of Cenivai and South Alabama citi- 
zens to this VHF television service; and 


WHEREAS, some 200,000 homes in this area which presently re- 
ceive Montgomery-originated television programs stand to lose this serv- 
ice if Channel 12 is abolished and a weak signal UHF station substituted, 
denying ali telievisiom iu imany Homes and curtailing service in mare than 
20 Alabama counties; and 


WHEREAS, the removal of Montgomery’s only VHF station wouid 
deprive many thousands of Central and South Alabama residents of 
television service from their State Capitol — when every other State 
Capitol in the United States has high power VHF service — and leave 
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this area to be served by stations at Columbus, Georgia; Albany, Georgia; 
Panama City, Florida; Pensacola, Florida, and Meridian, Mississippi, 
all stations which are hardly interested in the affairs of state in Ala- 
bama; and 


WHEREAS, other television stations of this area are also opposed 
to the recent proposal of the Federal Communications Commission, view- 
ing this action as detrimental to the established Montgomery area market 
and contrary to the public interest; and 


WHEREAS, the Governor of Alabama, Honorable John Patterson; 
our United States Senators, Honorable Lister Hill and Honorable John 
Sparkman, our Congressmen and many others have joined in protesting 
the unwarranted action of the Federal Communications Commission in 
proposing to eliminate Montgomery’s only VHF outlet: 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by House of Representa- 
tives, the Senate concurring, that the Legislature formally go on record 
to deplore the proposed ruling of the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, to urge the Commission to reconsider its action and to strongly 
recommend that Montgomery remain an outlet for high quality VHF 
television.

There shall be exempted from the levy of such taxes the gross 
receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are 
exempted under the state sales tax statutes from the computation of the 
amount of the state sales tax. And there shall also be exempt from the 
levy the storage, use, or other consumption of property, the storage, use 
or other consumption of which is exempted under the state use tax 
statutes from the state use tax. Subject to these exemptions, every per- 
son storing or using or otherwise consuming in Cullman County tangible 
personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax imposed, 
and the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has been paid 
by such person; provided however, that a receipt from a registered seller 
given to the purchaser of any property to be used, stored, or consumed 
in Cullman County shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from furth- 
er liability for the tax to which such receipt may refer. The term “reg- 
istered seller’ means the person registered with the state department of 
revenue pursuant to the state sales tax statutes. The term “state sales 
tax statutes” means Act No. 100 H. 94, approved August 18, 1959, which 
levies a retail sales tax for state purposes, and includes all statutes, in- 
cluding amendments to said Act No. 100 which expressly set forth any 
exemptions from the computation of the tax levied in said Act No. 100, 
and all other statutes which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the 
administration of said Act No. 100 and the incidence and collection of 
the tax imposed therein. The term “state use tax statutes” means Ar- 
ticle II of Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, in- 
cluding all statutes enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions 
from the computation of the tax levied in said Article II and all other 
statutes which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administra- 
tion of the said article and the incidence and collection of the tax im- 
posed therein. 


Section 3. Unless otherwise expressly provided for in the order, or- 
dinance, or resolution levying the taxes herein authorized, such taxes 
shall become effective on the first day of the second month next follow- 
ing the date of the order, ordinance, or resolution; provided, notice of the 
adoption of such an order, ordinance, or resolution must be given to the 
commissioner of the state department of revenue not less than 45 days 
before the taxes are to become effective. The taxes levied and imposed 
shall be in addition to all other taxes now provided by law and shall be 
collected as hereinafter provided. 


Section 4. The sales tax levied pursuant to Section 2 shall be due 
and payable in monthly installments on or before the 20th day of the 
month next succeeding the month in which the tax accrues; the use 
tax levied pursuant to Section 2 shall be due and payable quarterly on 
or before the 20th day of the month next succeeding each quarterly per- 
iod during which the storage, use, or other consumption, of the tangible 
personal property became taxable, each such quarterly period to end on 
Une iasi day uf each of the months of March, June, September and De- 
cember. All taxes levied pursuant to this Act shall be paid to and col- 
lected by the state department of revenue at the same time and along 
with the collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax. On or 
prior to the due dates of the taxes levied each person subject to such 
taxes shall file with the state department of revenue a report or return 
in such form as may be preserihed by the denartment, setting forth with 
respect to all sales and business that are required to be used as a meas- 
urement of the tax levied, a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all 
such sales and the gross receipts of all such business, and setting torth 
with respect to the use tax levied, the total sales price of all property, 
the use, storage, or other consumption of which became subject to the 
tax during the then preceding quarterly period. Such reports shall in- 
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clude also such other items of information pertinent to the said taxes and 
the amount thereof as the state department of revenue may require. Any 
person subject to the taxes levied may defer reporting credit sales until 
after their collection, and in the event he so defers reporting them, he 
shall thereafter include in each monthly report all credit collections 
made during the month preceding, and shall pay the taxes due thereon 
at the time of filing such report. All reports or returns filed with the 
state department of revenue under this section shall be available for in- 
spection by the governing body of Cullman County, or its designated 
agent, at reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 5. Every registered seller making sales of tangible per- 
sonal property for storage, use, or other consumption in Cullman County 
(which storage, use, or other consumption is not exempted from the tax 
imposed) shall at the time of making such sale, or, if the storage, use, or 
other consumption of such tangible personal property in Cullman County 
is not then taxable under this Act, at the time such storage, use, or other 
consumption becomes taxable hereunder, collect the tax from the pur- 
chaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the manner 
and form prescribed by the state department of revenue. On the twen- 
tieth day of the month following the close of each quarterly period pro- 
vided for in Section 4 hereof, each registered seller shall file with the 
state department of revenue a return for the preceding quarterly period 
in such form as may be prescribed by the department, showing the total 
sales of the tangible personal property sold by such registered seller, 
the storage, use, or other consumption of which became subject to the 
tax imposed during the then preceding quarterly period; and each re- 
turn shall be accompanied by a remittance of the amount of the tax 
required to be collected by such registered seller during the period fol- 
lowed by the return; provided, that any registered seller may defer col- 
lecting the tax with respect to credit sales until collection of the pro- 
ceeds of such sales and may defer reporting credit sales until after their 
collection, but shall thereafter collect the said taxes along with collection 
of said credit sales and shall include in each quarterly report all credit 
collections made during the preceding quarterly period, and shall remit 
the taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such report or re- 
turn. Any person who has paid to a registered seller the tax with re- 
spect to the use, storage, or other consumption of tangible personal prop- 
erty in Cullman County need not file a report or make any further pay- 
ments of the said tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal 
property, the storage, use, or other consumption of which is subject to 
the tax imposed, and who has not paid the tax due with respect thereto 
to a registered seller, shall report and pay the tax as required by Sec- 
tion 4. . 


Section 6. Each person engaging or continuing within Cullman 
County in a business subject to the taxes levied pursuant to Section 2 
shall add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the purchas- 
er or the person paying the admission fee the amount due by the tax- 
payer on account of said taxes; and every registered seller shall likewise 
add to the sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount of any 
tax which such registered seller is required to collect. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person subject to the tax levied to fail or refuse to add 
to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from the purchaser or 
person paying the admission fee the amount herein reqyired to be so 
added to the sales or admission price and collected from the purchaser, 
and it shall likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said tax to 
refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so collected or 
to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or refund of 
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said tax or any portion thereof. It shall likewise be unlawful for any 
registered seller to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and to collect 
from the purchaser the amount of the tax imposed or to refund or offer 
to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly the absorption 
of, said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 7. The taxes imposed pursuant to this Act shall constitute 
a debt due Cullman County and may be collected by civil suit in addition 
to all other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, 
together with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute 
and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from whom 
said taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All provisions 
of the revenue laws of this state which apply to the enforcement of liens 
for license taxes due the state shall apply fully to the collection of the 
county taxes levied, and the state department of revenue, for the use 
and benefit of Cullman County shall collect such taxes and enforce this 
Act and shall have and exercise for such collection and enforcement all 
rights and remedies that this state or the department has for collection 
of the state sales tax and the use tax. The state department of revenue 
shall have full authority to employ such special counsel as it deems 
necessary from time to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized 
to be levied by this Act and to otherwise enforce the provisions of this 
Act, including any litigations involving the Act; and the department 
shall pay such special counsel such fees as it deems necessary and proper 
from the proceeds of the taxes collected by it for Culiman County. 


Section 8. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with respect 
to payment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, making of 
reports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, in- 
terest after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make re- 
ports, or otherwise comply with the state sales tax statutes, the promul- 
gation of rules and regulations with respect to the state sales tax and 
the administration and enforcement of the state sales tax statutes, which 
are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when applied to the 
tax levied pursuant to Section 2 hereof shall apply to the county tax 
levied, and all provisions of the state use tax statutes, with respect to 
payment, assessment and collection of the state use tax, making quar- 
terly reports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, 
interest after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make re- 
ports or otherwise comply with the state use tax statutes the promulga- 
tion of rules and regulations with respect to the state use tax, and the 
administration and enforcement of the state use tax statutes, which are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when applied to the 
county use tax levied shall apply to the county tax. The commissioner 
of revenue and the state department of revenue shall have and exercise 
the same powers, duties and obligations with respect to the county taxes 
levied as are imposed on the commissioner and the department, respec- 
tively by the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes. All 
provisions of the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes 
that are made applicable to this Act to the county taxes levied and to the 
administration of this Act are incorporated herein by reference and 
made a part hereof as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 9. The state department of revenue shall charge Cullman 
percentage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the commission- 
er of revenue and the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, 
or like governing body of the county, but such charge shall not in any 
event exceed three percent of the total amount of special county taxes 
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collected hereunder within the county. Such charges for collecting the 
special taxes for the county may be deducted each month from the spe- 
cial sales and special use taxes collected before certifying the amount 
of the proceeds thereof due Cullman County for that month. The com- 
missioner of revenue shall pay into the state treasury all county taxes 
collected under this Act, as such taxes are received by the department 
of revenue; and on or before the first day of each successive month 
(commencing with the month following the month in which the depart- 
ment makes the first collections hereunder), the commissioner shall cer- 
tify to the state comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the 
provisions of this Act and paid by him into the state treasury for the 
benefit of Cullman County during the month immediately preceding the 
making of such certificate. Provided, however, that before certifying the 
amount of the taxes paid into the state treasury for the benefit of Cull- 
man County during each month. the commissioner may deduct from the 
taxes collected in said month the charges due the department for the 
collection of the taxes for the county. It shall be the duty of the comp- 
troller to issue his warrant each month payable to the custodian of the 
public school funds of Cullman County, in his official capacity, in an 
amount equal to the amount so certified by the commissioner of revenue 
as having been collected for the use of the county. The custodian of 
publie school funds for Cullman County shall deposit the revenue de- 
rived from the taxes levied herein in a special account sevarate and 
apart from other public school funds of the county, and shall maintain 
separate records of such special account. The county board of education 
shall require an additional bond of the custodian of public school funds, 
in an amount to be prescribed by the board of education and payable to 
the board and conditioned as prescribed by law. Such additional bond 
shall be filed and recorded in the office of the Judge of Probate of the 
county. The premiums on such bond shall be paid from any school funds 
derived hereunder. The net proceeds from the tax levied pursuant to this 
Act shall be divided between the County Beard of Education of Cullman 
County, Alabama, and the City of Cullman, Alabama. as follows: The 
City of Cullman shall receive annually the sum of $25,000 payable to the 
city treasurer by the custodian referred to herein, at the rate of $2,000 
per month for eleven months, and $3,000 for the twelfth month. Ex- 
clusive of said $25,000 payable to the City, the remaining proceeds shall 
be divided equally between the County Board of Education of Cullman 
County, Alabama, and the City of Cullman, Alabama, payable on a 
monthly basis. — Said division resulting in the City of Cullman receiv- 
ing 50% of the net proceeds plus $25,000 for each twelve month period 
of collection. The county’s share of the proceeds shall be used exclusively 
for educational purposes, including transportation, maintenance and up- 
keep of buildings and current expenses other than teachers salaries, The 
city’s share of the proceeds shall be used for general municipal purposes. 


Section 10. That the payment of the sums of such proceeds to the 
City of Cullman provided for hereunder shall be made not later than 
five days from the date of receipt of such funds by such custodian from 
the comptroller. 


Section 11. The provisions of this Act are severable. If anv part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains, 


Section 12. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

WHEREAS, the Hospital has over the years, grown from a place 
of detention to an institution of modern care and treatment, and has 
developed as rapidly as finances would permit and has been recognized 
all over the United States as a modern and up to date institution for 
the treatment and care of the mentally ill; and 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama has watched with pride, 
the progress made by the Alabama State Hospitals and does desire to 
now honor the Hospitals and the four superintendents: 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, both Houses thereof concurring, that we do now congratulate 
the Alabama State Hospitals on this 100th Anniversary and we do honor 
and pay tribute to the three former superintendents who have gone 
on to their reward, and to Dr. J. S. Tarwater, the present superintend- 
ent, we offer our heartfelt thanks for a job well done and wish him many. 
more years of successful service.

All that part of the Southwest Quarter (SW%) of Northwest Quar- 
ter (NW%) of Section 16, Township 18 South, Range 2 West, which 
lies south and west of the southwesterly right of way line of USS. 
Highway No. 91, sometimes known as Florida Short Route, as set out 
and established in that certain right of way deed to Jefferson County, 
Alabama, as recorded in Volume 5534, Page 139, in Record of Deeds 
in the Office of the Judge of Probate of Jefferson County, Alabama, and 
as said highway right of way is now established and exists in said quar- 
ter-quarter section, and west of the west boundary line of the triangular 
tract of land granted by Forney Johnston and wife to the Water Works 
Board of the City of Birmingham, by deed dated August 2, 1955, and 
recorded in Volume 5438, Page 505, in aforesaid Probate Office, or the 
extension thereof northwardly, said west boundary line being approxi- 
mately paralled with and at a disance of 470 feet, more or less, east of 
the west boundary line of said section 16. 


That part of the SE% of the NE% of Section 17, Township 18 
South, Range 2 West, situated in Jefferson County, Alabama, more par-

SECTION I. The City of Birmingham is hereby authorized and 
directed to pay to Richard R. Andrews the sum of Ten Thousand Dol- 
lars ($10,000.00) as compensation and damages for injuries received by 
Richard R. Andrews resulting from an injury called pilonidal sinus which 
was sustained in the line of his duty on February 22, 1953 while at- 
tempting to subdue a prisoner. He was thrown or fell on a concrete; 
floor receiving an injury to base of his spine. The pilonidal sinus has 
been treated and excised on numerous occasions since the receipt of 
such injury and the wound has not yet healed. That the said sum herein 
ordered paid shall be in addition to any henefits, credits or remunera- 
tions that have already been allowed or paid to the said Richard R. An- 
drews. The said sum of money, as aforesaid, is to be paid to said Rich- 
ard R. Andrews out of such monies as may be constitutionally available 
and to be paid to him within sixty (60) days after the passage of this 
Act and the effective date thereof. 


SECTION II. This Act shall become effective thirty (30) days after 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becom- 
ing a law.

Mr. President:

To create, establish and regulate an Inferior Court or County Court for 
the County of Montgomery; to provide and define the jurisdiction of said 
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Court, and the terms thereof; to provide for the judge and the officers of 
such Court, and their powers, duties and compensation; to fix the term of 
office for such Judge, and to fix the fees and costs for such Court; to pro- 
vide rules of procedure for said Court, and for the operation thereof; and 
to provide for registering, and in lien of its judgments. 


Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there is hereby created and established an Inferior 
Court for Montgomery County. Such Court shall be known as and be cal- 
led the Montgomery County Court. 


Section 2. That said Inferior Court, known as the Montgomery 
County Court, shall have jurisdiction in all civil matters of which justices 
of the peace have jurisdiction under the general laws of the State through- 
out the County of Montgomery. Said Court shall have and exercise ori- 
ginal and final jurisdiction of all misdemeanors committed in Montgom- 
ery County concurrent in such misdemeanor cases with the jurisdiction 
now conferred by law or that may be conferred hereafter by law upon the 
circuit courts of this State, except as may be herein otherwise provided, 
and said court shall have preliminary jurisdiction in all felony cases com- 
mitted in said county, that is now or may be hereafter conferred by law 
upon justices of the peace. Affidavits may be taken and warrants issued by 
justices of the peace in the respective precincts of said county where such 
justices of the peace have jurisdiction to issue such warrants returnable 
to the said Court hereby created. Said Court, except as is otherwise pro- 
vided in this Act, shall conform to and be governed by the rules of prac- 
tice and procedure, and shall have the same power and authority as is 
now or may be hereafter conferred by law upon justices of the peace of 
this State in all cases wherein the defendant is charged with a felony; and 
in all cases wherein the defendant is charged with a misdemeanor, such 
Court shall have the same power and authority, and shall conform to and 
be governed by the rules of practice and procedure, evidence and punish- 
ment as govern circuit courts and courts of like jurisdiction of this State. 


Section 3. That in addition to the power and jurisdiction herein- 
above conferred upon said Court, it shall have the power and authority 
and is hereby given jurisdiction to sentence to hard labor for the payment 
of fine and costs. 


Section 4. That in all civil cases arising in Montgomery County, 
wherein the amount involved does not exceed two hundred fifty dollars or 
the value of the property sued for in an action of detinue does not exceed 
two hundred fifty dollars; and in all cases of forcible entry and detainer 
and unlawful detainer cognizable in said county, the said Court shall have 
and excercise final jurisdiction, but it shall not have jurisdiction to try and 
determine actions of libel, slander, assault and battery, ejectment or ac- 
tions in the nature of ejectment. 


Section 5. That said court shall have jurisdiction of all bastardy 
cases or proceedings in said county, and all laws now in force or that may 
be hereafter enacted relating to bastardy proceedings before justices of 
the peace shall apply to and be in force in said Court, and the same rules 
of procedure before justices of the peace in this State shall also apply in 
said Court. 


Section 6. That the Judge of said Court shall have been a resident 
of Montgomery County for at least five years at the time of his election or 
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appointment and shall reside in said county during his continuance in of- 
fice. He shall be at least twenty-five years of age, shall be learned in the 
law, and shall not, during his term of office, practice law in any of the 
courts of this State or of the United States. 


Section 7. That the Honorable Alex A. Marks is named and desig- 
nated and shall be commissioned by the Governor as Judge of this Court 
and shall hold said office until his successor is elected and qualified as 
provided in this Act. 


Section 8. That the term of office of the Judge of this Court who 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of Montgomery County at the 
general election for State and County officers in the year 1966, shall be 
for six years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in Janu- 
ary, 1967, and every six years thereafter and until his successor is elected 
or appointed and qualified. 


Section 9. After the election of such Judge, the Governor shall issue 
to him a commission, and such Judge, before entering upon the duties of 
his office, shall take the oath of office in form required by law to be taken 
by the judges of the circuit courts of this State, and any Judge of this 
Court shall be removable for the same causes and in the same manner now 
provided by law for the circuit judges of this State. In cases of a vacancy

the Governor shall fill the vacancy by appolnumnent. and the person so 
appointed shall hold office as provided in the Constitution of this State. 
In case the Judge of this Court shall be unable at any time to discharge 
the duties of the office from any cause whatsoever, he shall make an or- 
der, when the facts warrant it, stating the cause of the inability and said 
order shall be entered upon the minutes of the Court. Thereupon the Judge 
of the said Court shall designate some practicing attorney learned in the 
law, and resident of Montgomery County, to act as special judge during 
the continuance of such disability. The said person so designated by the 
said Judge of said Court shall perform all the duties and exercise all of 
the powers and authority of the Judge of said Court, and hold such office 
until the regular Judge of said Court shall be able to resume the duties 
of the office. While so acting such special judge shall receive the same 
compensation for each day he is holding court as the regular Judge of 
this Court, which compensation shall be paid out of the county treasury 
upon a warrant drawn by the Judge of this Court showing that said 
special Judge has performed the duties of his office for the period of 
time he has served as such special judge.

Section 10. That the salary of the Judge of this Court shall be nine 
thousand (9,000.00) dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly install- 
ments out of the general fund of the treasury of Montgomery County, 
upon warrants drawn upon the county treasury, in the same manner as 
the salaries of the other county officers are now paid. 


Section 11. That the Iudge of said court shall annoint a elerk whn 


shall hold office during the term for which said Judge” was elected or ap- 
pointed. Said clerk shall give a bond in a penal sum of not less than 
Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) payable to the County of Montgomery, 
and conditioned to faithfully perform the duties of his office, and said 
bond shall be filed in the office of the probate judge of Montgomery Coun- 
ty and must be approved by him. Upon said bond there shall be the same 
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liabilities and remedies as upon the bonds of the circuit court clerks of 
this State. It shall be the duty of said clerk to keep all the records and 
files of said Court in an orderly manner. The Court shall also have a seal 
which the clerk shall keep in the office of the clerk of said Court. The 
clerk of said Court shall have the power and authority to administer 
oaths and take acknowledgements and affidavits in all cases in which 
oaths, acknowledgements and affidavits are required or permitted by 
law, and to sign and issue all processes issuing out of said Court, in- 
cluding warrants, affidavits, summons, subpoenas, writs, executions, com- 
mitments, and releases of said Court. The clerk shall also have the power 
and authority to take acknowledgements of conveyance, and to fix bail 
in all cases where a person charged with crime is entitled to bail under 
any warrant issued by said clerk; and to issue any and all other proces- 
ses necessary for the conduct of the business of the said Court, and to 
approve all bonds in civil and criminal cases, and to enter all judgments 
and orders of said Court; and he shall certify all appeals, certiorari and 
transcripts: but all judgments and orders of said Court shall be signed 
by the Judge thereof. For the services of the clerk in taking affidavits 
and issuing warrants the clerk of said Court is entitled to the same com- 
pensation now, or which may hereafter be, allowed by law to justices of 
the peace of this State. In addition to the powers hereinabove conferred 
upon said clerk, he or she shall have the power to issue peace warrants 
for a breach of the peace and search warrants to be executed either in 
the day time or night time, and he or she shall also have all the powers 
and authority, ministerial and judicial, now, or which may hereafter, 
be, vested in clerks of the circuit courts of this State.

Section 12. That the clerk of said Court shall keep a docket of 
civil cases in which must be entered all civil actions brought in said 
Court, the names of the parties, the character of the action, the name 
of the attorney by whom brought, and the sheriff’s return, and in which 
must be entered all judgments and orders of the Judge of said Court. 
The clerk shall also keep a criminal docket in which must be entered 
all criminal cases in their order, showing the nature of the offense, the 
return of the sheriff, the amount of bail. and the orders and judgments 
showing the disposition of all cases. The clerk shall also keep in said 
dockets, both civil and criminal the names af oll witnesses subpoenaed, 
the date of such subpoenas and the sheriff’s return thereon. The clerk 
shall show on said dockets every execution that has been issued and the 
date thereof, the amount of the costs, and all other matters that may 
be necessary to keep a perfect record at all proceedings had in said 
Court. All the records and files of said Court shall be open to the public 
for inspection free of charge. 


Section 13. That the Judge of said Court shall appoint a deputy 
clerk of said Court who shall hold office in like manner and for the 
same term as the clerk of said Court. Such deputy clerk shall have and 
exercise all the rights, duties and powers of the clerk of said Court, 
and he or she shall give bond conditioned and payable as the bond of the 
clerk of said Court, which bond shall be in a penal sum of not less than 
Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) and filed in the office of the judge 
of probate of Montgomery County and approved by him. The premiums 
on the bonds of the clerk and deputy clerk shall be paid by the County 
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of Montgomery. The salary of said deputy clerk shall be payable in 
monthly installments out of the general fund of the treasury of Mont- 
gomery County, upon warrants drawn upon the certificate of the Judge 
of said Court that said deputy clerk has performed the duties of his 
office for such month, the amount of such salary to be fixed from time 
to time by the Personnel Board of the City and County of Montgomery, 
so long as said Personnel Board shall continue to exist, and thereafter 
by the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County. 


Section 14. Neither the Judge of said Court, clerk, deputy clerk, 
nor other personnel shall receive any other compensation than the sal- 
aries herein provided to be paid to them, and all fees, fines and forfei- 
tures must be paid to the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County or 
to the State of Alabama as provided by law. 


Section 15. That from all final judgments rendered in civil cases 
by the Judge of this Court either party shall have the right of appeal 
to the circuit court of Montgomery County, and from convictions in this 
Court in criminal cases the defendant shall have the same right of ap- 
peal to said circuit court. All appeals from this Court to the circuit 
court shall be governed by the laws relating to certiorari and appeals 
from the courts of justices of the peace of this State, except that an 
appeal or certiorari from this Court must be taken within fifteen days 
from the rendition of any final judgment of this Court. 


Section 16. That no trial or prosecution shall be instituted in this 
Court by indictment by any grand jury, but all trials or prosecutions 
in this Court shall be begun upon an affidavit and warrant. All trials 
of misdemeanors in this Court shall be without a jury, and no trial by 
jury can be demanded. The judge of this Court shall determine both 
the law and the facts and shall award the punishment which the char- 
acter of the offense demands. No statement of the offense need be made 
other than that contained in the affidavit and warrant of arrest. If the 
defendant sees fit to appeal from a judgment of conviction by this Court, 
a jury trial may be demanded at the time of taking such appeal to the 
circuit court and the case shall be tried in the circuit court de novo 
as is now provided by law and shall be governed in all respects by the 
rules and regulations as now provided by law, or which may hereafte: 
be provided by law in the trial of cases appealed from the courts c’ 
the justices of the peace of this State. 


Section 17. That whenever there is any defect or other objection 
found in the validity or sufficiency of any affidavit, complaint, or war- 
rant pending in such Court, the solicitor or other person prosecuting 
for the State shall have the right to amend said warrant to which ob- 
jection is found and make the same sufficient. The Judge may also cause 
the clerk of said Court to issue a new warrant and affidavit for the 
prosecution of said cause. 


Section 18. That all proceedings as to bail, conditional judgments, 
forfeitures, judgments final and alias warrants of arrest shall be the 
same in this Court as are now or may be hereafter provided for by law. 
Conditional judgments may be set aside therein, reduced or made abso- 
lute, and the same orders and judgments made and taken in such mat- 
ters as couid be made or taken in ihe circuit courts of this Staie, and 
the same procedure shall be followed. 


Section 19. That when a fine is assessed said Court may allow

defendant to confess judgment, with good and sufficient sureties, for 
the fine and costs, as provided by the general laws of this State. Exe- 
cution may issue for the fine and costs, or any portion thereof remain- 
ing unpaid the same as in civil cases. The clerk may issue execution 
against the defendant and his sureties on all confessions of judgment 
after the time fixed for the payment of same in the order of the Court, 
said execution to be returnable within ninety days after the issuance 
thereof. Immediately after the execution is delivered to the Sheriff 
of Montgomery County the same shall be a lien on all the property of 
the defendants in said execution, and it shall be the duty of the sheriff 
to collect such execution in the time stated therein. 


Section 20. That in any prosecution in this Court, if it appears to 
the Court to be malicious or frivolous, the Court may tax the prose- 
cutor or the person who made the affidavit with the costs and when 
the costs are imposed on the prosecutor or person who made the com- 
plaint or affidavit, he may confess judgment for the same with good 
and sufficient sureties, and failing to do so, or to pay the same presently, 
he may be imprisoned in the county jail or sentenced to hard labor for 
the County for not exceeding ten days. 


Section 21. That all general laws relating to misdemeanors now 
in force, or that hereafter may be enacted shall apply to and extend to 
this Court, unless the contrary be expressly provided or limited by this 
Act. The Judge of this Court shall have discretionary power and au- 
thority to dismiss any misdemeanor prosecution upon the payment of 
costs by any defendant charged with a misdemeanor in said Court. 


Section 22. The Judge of this Court in addition to the powers con- 
ferred by this act, shall have authority to take acknowledgements and 
proofs of all deeds of conveyance required by law to be recorded and 
certify the same for registration; to perform marriage ceremonies the 
same as the circuit judges of this State; to administer oaths and take 
affidavits in all cases in which oaths and affidavits are required by law; 
to issue search warrants, to take recognizances, admit to bail, approve 
bail bonds in and out of court, and do every act and issue every process, 
mense or final, necessary to effect the due administrations of the laws 
in cases of offenses, jurisdiction of or powers over which are conferred 
by this Act; to correct after final judgment any error in judgment or 
process upon the whole record; to secure parties or privies in their rights 
against any oppression or abuse of execution, or other process, or upon 
any release, discharge or payment after judgment. 


Section 23. That the solicitor of the circuit court of Montgomery 
County or the assistant solicitor shall be required to attend said Court, 
and shall be the prosecuting officer therein; and shall, also, represent 
the State in all preliminary trials for felony in such Court. For every 
conviction of a misdemeanor in said Court where the defendant pleads 
not guilty and goes to trial there shall be taxed and collected as part 
of the costs in each case the same solicitor’s fees provided for convic- 
tions in such cases in the circuit courts of this State, but no solicitor’s 
fees shall be taxed or charged in any case where the defendant pleads 
guilty and pays the fine and other costs assessed by the Court. 


Section 24. That the Judge of said Court shall have the power to 
punish for contempt in all cases where judges of the circuit courts of 
this State can punish for contempt by a fine of not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars and by imprisonment in the County jail for not exceeding five days, 
either or both. 
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Section 25. That it shall be the duty of the clerk of said Court 
after the lapse of fifteen days from the rendition of any final judgment 
in any civil suit therein, if an appeal is not taken, unless otherwise di- 
rected by the court, to issue executions on all judgments in favor of 
the successful party, which must be signed by the clerk, dated on the 
day it was issued, and made returnable not less than twenty nor more 
than sixty days from date of its issue and the clerk shall place the same 
in the hands of the sheriff; alias writs shall be made returnable in like 
manner. 


Section 26. Upon the rendition of judgment, execution may be is- 
sued by leave of the Court before the time described in Section 25 of 
this Act for the issuance of executions if the plaintiff, his agent or at- 
torney shows sufficient cause thereof by affidavit, but the defendant 
is not prevented thereby from moving for a new trial nor deprived of 
any other right that he would otherwise have had. 


Section 27. That all processes of whatever nature or kind issued 
out of said Court, shall be directed “To any Sheriff of the State of Ala- 
bama,” who shall either by self or deputy execute the same with dili- 
gence.- Provided, however, in any civil case or matter service of any 
process or processes issuing out of this Court may be by certified 
mail in lieu of any other service of process now or hereafter provided 
for by law, The procedure for service of process by certified mail under 
this Act shall be the same as now provided for under the general law 
for service by certified mail in lieu of registered mail, except that serv- 
ice of process under this Act by certified mail shall not be limited to 
cases and matters in which service is authorized by registered mail. 
Where service is to be by certified mail the clerk of the Court shall re- 
quire the party for whose benefit the process is issued to deposit with 
him sufficient funds to pay mailing costs and postal fees. 


Section 28. That the sheriff of said County shall in person or by 
his deputy or deputies attend on such Court at all times when the same 
is in session, to preserve order, to execute its processes, and to per- 
form such other duties in all respects as is required by the circuit courts 
of this State, and he shall furnish all such other subordinate officers 
as may be necessary to expedite the business of said Court, the same 
as are required under the laws governing him as an officer of the cir- 
cuit court. The Judge of such Court shall have authority to exercise 
general supervision of the sheriff and his deputies that they may attend 
strictly to the prompt and diligent discharge of their duties in all mat- 
ters pertaining to the proper dispatch of the business of the Court and 
the preservation of order therein. 


Section 29. That the sheriff shall receive for his services in said 
Court, in civil and in criminal cases the same fees as are now or may 
hereafter be provided by law for similar services in the circuit courts 
of this State, to be taxed as costs in such cases.

Section 36. That the owner of any judgment rendered by said 
Court for twenty-five dollars or over, may file in the office of the judge 
of probate of Montgomery County or of any other county of this State

AN ACT 


To amend, revise and re-enact Act No. 168, H. 287, approved March 
15, 1939, as amended, an act creating an inferior court designated as the 
Court of Common Pleas of Montgomery (Local Acts of 1939, p. 87). 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Act No. 168, H. 287, approved March 15, 1939, entitled 
“An Act To create, establish and regulate an Inferior Court or Court 
of Common Pleas for the County of Montgomery; to provide and define 
the jurisdiction of said Court, and the terms thereof; to provide for the 
judge and the officers of such Court, and their powers, duties and com- 
pensation; to fix the term of office for such judge, and to fix the fees 
and costs for such Court; to provide rules of procedure for said Court, 
and for the operation thereof; and for the transfer of cases to the court 
hereby created; and to provide for registering, and in lien of its judg- 
ments; and to abolish justices of the peace in all precincts lying within 
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or partly within the City of Montgomery,” (Local Acts of 1939, p. 87) as 
arended is further amended, revised and re-enacted to read as fol- 
OWS: 


“Section 1, There is hereby created and established an Inferior 
Court for Montgomery County. Such Court shall be known as and be 
called the Court of Common Pleas of Montgomery. All justices of the 
peace of the precincts lying within or partly within the city limits of 
the City of Montgomery are hereby abolished, and all Courts heretofore 
created in lieu of such justices of the peace are hereby also abolished, 
and the jurisdiction heretofore exercised by such justices of the peace 
and the Courts hereby abolished is hereby conferred upon the inferior 
court created by this act. 


“Section 2. Said inferior court, known as the Court of Common 
Pleas of Montgomery, shall have jurisdiction in all civil matters of 
which justices of the peace have jurisdiction under the general laws of 
the State throughout the County of Montgomery, and shall have ex- 
clusive jurisdiction concurrent with the Montgomery County Court cre- 
ated by act of the legislature enacted at the regular session, 1961, in all 
civil matters of which justices of the peace have jurisdiction in all pre- 
cincts lying within or partly within the limits of the City of Montgom- 
ery. Said Court shall have and exercise original and final jurisdiction

determine actions of libel, slander, assault and battery, ejectment or ac- 
tions in the nature of ejectment. 
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“Section 5. Said Court shall have jurisdiction of all bastardy cases

“Section 31. The fees of witnesses of said Court shall be fifty 
cents a day and five cents a mile for each mile travelled to and from 
the Court and place of residence of the witnesses by the usual travelled 
route, and shall be paid in misdemeanor cases in the same manner in 
which said fees are now paid in the Circuit Court of the State. The fees 
of all witnesses in all criminal cases where no conviction is had shall 
be governed by provisions of law applying to similar services in the Cir- 
cuit Courts or in preliminary hearings. 


“Section 32. When a forfeiture has been taken against a defend- 
ant and the sureties on his bail bond, it shall be the duty of the clerk 
to issue an alias warrant for the arrest of the defendant, upon which 
the same proceeding shall be had as upon the original warrant. 


“Section 33. The owner of any judgment rendered by said Court 
for twenty-five dollars or over, may file in the office of the judge of 
probate of Montgomery County or of any other county of this State a 
certificate of the clerk of said Court under the same procedure, and in 
the same manner as is now or may hereafter be provided for filing judg- 
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ments of the Circuit Courts of this State; and when so filed such judg- 
ments shall be a lien in the county where filed, on all property of the 
defendant which is subject to levy and sale under execution. The filing 
of such certificate of judgment, shall be notice to all persons of the ex- 
istence of the lien thereby created, such lien shall continue for ten years 
from the date of such judgment and no insolvency proceedings or dec- 
larations of insolvency shall affect or impair such lien, except bank- 
ruptcy proceedings instituted within four months after the filing of the 
certificate provided by law. Execution may be issued at any time within 
ten years from the date of such judgment, whether execution has been 
previously issued or not. The same fees that are now or may hereafter 
be allowed by law for the issuing of certificates of judgment in the Cir- 
cuit Courts of this State shall be taxed and collected by the clerk in 
such cases in said Court in the same manner as is now or may here- 
after be provided by law for taxing and collecting fees in the Circuit 
Courts, and when collected shall be paid by the clerk of said Court once 
a month into the treasury of said county. All judgments in civil cases 
rendered by this Court shall be barred within ten years after the ren- 
dition thereof unless renewed or revived under proper proceedings as 
is now or may hereafter be provided by law. 


“Section 34. The same provisions in reference to filing of interro- 
gatories to parties to suits and the same provisions in reference to tak- 
ing | of depositions as now or may hereafter be provided for in the filing 
of inierrogaiories and ine taking of depositions in the Circuit Courts 
of this State, shall apply to the filing County or of any other county 


of this ositions in this Court. 


“Section 35. If for any reason any section, clause, or provision 
of this act shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional, it shall not be 
deemed or held to affect any other section, clause or provision, but the 
same shall remain in full force and effect. 


“Section 36. All laws, whether local, general, or special, in con- 
flict with the provisions of this act be, and the same are hereby repealed, 
insofar as they may conflict with the provisions of this act. 


“Section 37. This act shall take effect on the first day of October, 
1961.”

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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The executive board of the Alabama Public Library 
Service (hereinafter referred to as the executive board) may award year- 
ly for a period of two years from effective date of this act, to persons of 
high integrity whom it may select, on the nomination of any committee 
or like group of its membership, or on the nomination and advice of the 
director or members of the staff of the public library service, as the 
executive board shall in its discretion elect to accept, any number of 
grants and/or scholarships in the field of library science on the graduate 
or undergraduate college level of education, the total yearly amount of 
all said grants and/or scholarships not to exceed $5,500.00 which can be 
adequately financed solely from funds not otherwise obligated which are 
available to the Alabama Public Library Service in accordance with the 
state plan provided for by United States Public Law 597, approved June 
19, 1956, the “Library Services Act,” as now or at any time hereafter 
amended. The executive board is authorized to spend any funds available 
in accordance with such state plan to finance such scholarships and no 
other funds shall be expended as full or part payment toward scholar- 
ships under this Act. 


Section 2. The scholarships may be awarded at any time during the 
applicant’s academic training or occupational experience and may in- 
clude the student’s tuition, books, laboratory fees, laboratory equipment, 
other fees and equipment, board, room rent and any other necessary ex- 
penses of attending the courses selected under the provisions of this Act. 


Section 3. Each recipient of a scholarship under this Act shall en- 
ter into an agreement with the executive board whereby he agrees to 
work in the field of library science for a period of not less than two 
years after the completion of his training under this Act in an area of 
locality in Alabama designated by the executive board, or else to forfeit 
and become liable immediately to the State for the amount granted him 
under his scholarship. If a recipient of a scholarship works in the field 
of library science in an area designated by the executive board for only 
a part of two years, he shall forfeit and be liable to the State only for 
such portion of the amount granted him as the executive board shall de- 
termine.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its passage 
and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To abolish the Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale County; pro- 
viding for the transfer of cases now pending in said Law and Equity 
Court to the Court hereby created and to the Lauderdale County Circuit 
Court, abolishing the criminal jurisdiction of justice of the peace courts 
in Lauderdale County, Alabama, and providing for the transfer of crim- 
inal cases pending in said courts to the court created by this Act; to 
create and establish in Lauderdale County a court to be known as the 
“Lauderdale County Court”: defining its criminal and civil jurisdiction; 
providing it with officers, defining their powers, duties, compensation, 
term of office and the manner of their selection; regulating its proced- 
ures and process; prescribing costs and fees therein; to direct the county 
governing body to furnish quarters, books, forms, stationery, equipment 
and supplies, requisite to the efficient function of the court. Be It En- 
acted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale County cre- 
ated by Act dated May 29, 1931, is hereby abolished. 


Section 2. All cases now pending in said Law and Equity Court 
hereby abolished shall be transferred to the court created by this Act 
and to the Circuit Court of Lauderdale County, Alabama, together with 
all papers and judgment entries pertaining to said cases, and fur- 
ther proceedings thereon had in said courts as if such case or cases had 
originated therein. 


Section 3. The criminal and quasi-criminal jurisdiction now con- 
ferred by law upon justice of the peace courts in Lauderdale County, 
Alabama, is hereby abolished. 


Section 4. All criminal cases and matters now pending in any 
justice of the peace court or before justices of the peace shall be trans- 
ferred to the Court created by this Act and further proceedings be had 
thereon as if such case or cases had originated in the court hereby cre- 
ated. The dockets, officials records, and papers relative to such criminal 
cases and matters in justice of the peace courts or before justices of the 
peace shall be delivered to the court created by this Act. 


Section 5. There is hereby established a court in and for said 
county which shall be called and known as Lauderdale County Court. 


Section 6. The court established by this Act shall have civil juris- 
diction in cases at law in which the matter in controversy does not ex- 
ceed Five Hundred ($500) Dollars, exclusive of interest and costs, said 
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jurisdiction to be concurrent with the jurisdiction of any other court 
in the county having jurisdiction in such cases. 


Section 7. The court established by this Act shall have original 
criminal jurisdiction of all misdemeanors committed in Lauderdale Coun- 
ty and all peace proceedings commenced in said county; and it shall 
have preliminary jurisdiction of all felony, bastardy, and peace proceed- 
ings cases and of all other criminal and quasi-criminal proceedings cog- 
nizable in justice of peace courts and of all cases arising under Article 
3, Chapter 4, Title 34, Code of Alabama, 1940. 


Section 8. In all criminal cases in this court hereby established, 
wherein justices of the peace formerly had jurisdiction there shall not 
be charged a sSolicitor’s fee. In all other criminal cases solicitor’s fees 
shall be taxed and collected as provided for under the general laws of 
the State of Alabama for criminal cases. 


Section 9. The judge of the Lauderdale County Court must be a 
resident and qualified elector of Lauderdale County, admitted to the 
practice of law in the State of Alabama and not less than 23 years of 
age. The county governing body shall immediately after this Act be- 
comes effective, and every four years thereafter, and at such times as 
a vacancy may occur appoint a judge of the Lauderdale County Court 
from among at least two persons nominated by the Lauderdale County 
Bar Association. Such nominations by the Lauderdale County Bar As- 
sociation shall be certified to the county governing body by letter over 
the signature of the duly elected president of said Lauderdale County 
Bar Association. Should the county governing body fail or refuse to ap- 
point a judge from among nominees submitted by the Lauderdale Coun- 
ty Bar Association within 14 days after receiving the names of such 
nominees, the presiding Circuit Judge of Lauderdale County Circuit 
Court is empowered and directed to make such appointment from among 
these persons nominated by the Lauderdale County Bar Association. The 
judge shall take and subscribe to the constitutional oath of office before 
he enters upon the discharge of the duties of his office. He shall take 
office on the day after his appointment. and shall hold office for a term 
of four years, and until his successor has been appointed and qualified. 
He shall be entitled to carry on a general practice of law; provided, 
however, that he shall not act as attorney in any matter previously heard 
in this court nor shall he practice criminal law in any court of Lauder- 
dale County, Alabama. 


Section 10. The judge of the Lauderdale County Court shall re- 
ceive a salary which shall be fixed by the county governing body of 
Lauderdale County, but in no event shall such salary be less than Forty- 
eight Hundred ($4,800) Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly 
installments out of the general fund of Lauderdale County, Alabama, 
upon warrant of the Probate Judge of Lauderdale County. The Probate 
Judge is hereby authorized and directed to issue such warrants monthly. 


Section 11. The Circuit Court Clerk of Lauderdale County shail be 
ex-officio clerk of the Lauderdale County Court. Said clerk shall have 
the power to issue search warrants and shall also have the powers and 
authority, both ministerial and judicial, which are now or which may 
hereafter be vested in the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Lauderdale 
County. Said clerk shall be entitled to fees in all civil causes as herein- 
after set out in section 15 and in all criminal cases the clerk shall be 
entitled to the same fees, and shall be paid in the same manner as are 
now or may hereafter be allowed to ex-officio clerks of county courts, 
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law and equity courts and courts of like jurisdiction under the general 
laws of the State of Alabama. The county governing body may require a 
bond of the clerk not to exceed Five Thousand ($5,000) Dollars. 


Section 12. The clerk of the Lauderdale County Court shall keep 
a docket book or books in which he shall make fair and accurate entries 
of all causes brought before the court, and shall keep minutes of all the 
proceedings, including the service and return of process, the appearance 
of such parties as may appear, the fact of trial, the judgment, including 
damages, fine and sentence, with costs separately stated, the issu- 
ing of execution and to whom issued, with the date thereof and the re- 
turn thereon, and a memorandum of the items of all costs, including 
witness fees, which shall be in the same amount and paid in the same 
manner as now exists in the Circuit Court of Lauderdale County. The 
docket or a certified copy thereof shall be evidence of the matters there- 
in stated. The clerk shall also be under the duty to do any and all other 
acts necessary or incident to the efficient operation of the court created 
by this Act. 


Section 13. Said court shall be in session continuously from day to 
day. Cases may be set for trial at any time. The clerk of said court shall 
keep and maintain a trial calendar and the placing of any case on said 
trial calendar with the date of trial shall be notice to all persons. 


Section 14. (a) A civil action shall be commenced by the filing of 
a statement of a claim, including the last known address of the defend- 
ant, in concise form and free from technicalities. 


(b) A notice to appear shall be served on the defendant to which 
shall be attached a copy of the verified statement of claim, and such 
service shall be sufficient to give the court jurisdiction of the premises. 
The time for appearance shall be not more than ten days from the date 
of the service of said notice, after which time a hearing on the claim 
shall be had. All processes issued by the court shall be served by the 
Sheriff of Lauderdale County or by Registered or Certified mail with 
return receipt, or by any person not a party to or otherwise interested 
in the suit, especially appointed by the judge for that purpose. For the 
service of such processes, the Sheriff shall receive the same fees as are 
aa by law to him for similar services performed in the Circuit 

‘ourt. 


(c) When notice is to be served by Registered or Certified mail, 
the clerk shall enclose a copy of the statement of claim, verification, if 
any there be, and notice in an envelope addressed to the defendant, at 
his last known address, prepay the postage and mail the same forthwith, 
noting on the record the day and hour of mailing. When the return 
receipt indicating that delivery has been made to the defendant is re- 
ceived, the clerk shall attach the same to the original statement of 
claim and it shall constitute prima facie evidence of service upon the 
defendant. 


(dA) When service is hy a nrivate individnal, as ahove nrovided, he 
shall make proof of service “py an affidavit, showing the time and place 
of service on the defendant. 


(e) The plaintiff shall be entitled to a judgment by default, with- 
out further proof, upon failure of defendant to appear as ordered by 
the court. When the claim of the plaintiff is verified and for a liquidated 
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amount damages may be assessed without further proof; when the 
amount is unliquidated, plaintiff shall be required to present proof of 
his damages. 


Section 15. The clerk shall be allowed a fee of $3.50 in all cases 
in which the matter in controversy does not exceed $100.00, and in all 
cases in which the matter in controversy exceeds $100.00, the clerk shall 
be allowed a fee of $6.00; provided, however, that in all proceedings of 
garnishment, replevin, and attachment the fee allowable to the clerk 
shall be $7.00. In addition to all other costs, the clerk shall collect the 
sum of Fifty cents ($.50) per case library tax. 


Section 16. (a) On the return day or within ten days thereafter, 
as the judge may designate, the trial shall be had. Immediately prior to 
the trial of any case, the judge shall make earnest effort to settle the 
controversy by conciliation. If the judge fails to induce the parties to 
settle their differences without a trial, he shall proceed with a hearing 
on the merits. 


(b) The judge shall conduct the trial in such manner as to do 
substantial justice between the parties according to the rules of sub- 
stantive law, and all rules and regulations relating to pleading, practice 
and procedure shall be liberally construed so as to administer justice. 


(c) If the plaintiff fails to appear, the suit may be dismissed for 
want of prosecution, or defendant may proceed to a trial on the merits, 
or the case may be continued, as the judge may direct. If both parties 
fail to appear, the judge may continue the case, or order the same dis- 
missed for want of prosecution, or may make any other just and proper 
disposition thereof as justice may require. 


Section 17. The judge of said court shall forthwith from time to 
time make rules for a simple, inexpensive and speedy procedure to ef- 
fectuate the purposes of this Act and shall have full power to prescribe, 
modify and improve the civil forms to be used therein, including forms 
of writs of attachment, garnishment and replevin. All rules and forms 
authorized by this section shall be effective upon approval of the pre- 
siding Judge of the Circuit Court of the Circuit in which Lauderdale 
County is located. 


Section 18. (a) Judgments of the Lauderdale County Court may 
be recorded in the same manner, under the same conditions and, when 
so registered, shall have the same effect as judgments in circuit courts. 


(b) Upon judgment being entered in any cause, execution may 
thereupon be issued against the party against whom the judgment is 
rendered for the amount of such judgment and costs, and such execu- 
tion shall be directed to any sheriff or constable of the State of Ala- 
bama, and shall be of full force throughout the State. 


Section 19. Prosecution for misdemeanors committed in Lauder- 
dale County may be commenced in this court by making an affidavit 
before the judge or clerk of said court, writ on said affidavit to be is- 
sued by the clerk and when the defendant is arrested on such affidavit, 
said cause shall go on the docket for trial, and be tried as though the 
defendant had been indicted by a grand jury. An amendment of the af- 
fidavit without the defendant’s consent shall entitle the defendant to a 
continuance. 
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Section 20. There shall be not right to trial by jury in the Lau- 
derdale County Court, either in civil or criminal cases. 


Section 21. Appeals may be had to the Circuit Court of Lauder- 
dale County from judgments returned in the Lauderdale County Court, 
in the same manner that appeals may be taken from judgments in jus- 
tice of the peace courts, and all provisions of law which apply to and 
govern appeals from justice of the peace courts shall also apply to and 
govern appeals from the Lauderdale County Court. 


Section 22. The county governing body shall furnish suitable quar- 
ters for the court hereby established and provide the necessary forms, 
books, records, stationery, equipment and supplies required for the ef- 
ficient functioning of the court. 


Section 23. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not effect the part which remains. 


Section 24. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 25. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 


passage and approval by the vernor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its pas- 
sage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for and create the Lowndes County Racing Commission 
for the regulation, licensing, and supervision of dog racing and wager- 
ing thereon; to prescribe the composition, appointment, powers, and du- 
ties of the commission; to provide for and regulate the parimutuel or 
certificate method of wagering within the enclosure of licensed race 
tracks; to provide for the distribution of license fees, taxes commis- 
sions, and other monies received under the provisions of the Act; and 
to provide certain penalties for the violation of this Act and for other 
purposes relative thereto, and to provide for the effective date of this 
Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Lowndes County Racing Commission is hereby cre- 
ated and established, and is vested with the powers and duties specified 
in this Act, and all other powers necessary and proper to enable it to 
execute fully and effectually the purposes of this Act. The Commission 
shall consist of three persons who shall be appointed by the Legislative 
Delegation of Lowndes County with the approval of the Lowndes County 
Board of Revenue or like governing body of Lowndes County. The com- 
missioners shall select from among their number a chairman and a sec- 
retary. The secretary shall keep a record of all proceedings of the 
commission and shall preserve all books, maps, documents, papers, and rec- 
ords entrusted to the commission’s care. The commission shall maintain an 
office in the city of Hayneville, Alabama, and may maintain branch of- 
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fices elsewhere when the proper functioning of the commission’s business 
so requires. A majority of the commission shall constitute a quorum for 
all purposes. 


Section 2. The members of the commission shall be qualified elec- 
tors not less than twenty-five years of age, who shall have resided in the 
county for the period of five years next preceding their appointment, and 
each shall hold office at the pleasure of the appointing officers, which 
term shall begin with the effective date of this Act. Each commissioner 
shall take the same constitutional oath of office as other county officers, 
and shall give bond payable to Lowndes County in the amount of five 
thousand dollars ($5,000.00); conditioned that he will faithfully and prop- 
erly perform the duties of his office. The premiums of such bonds shall 
be paid by the commission. Subject to the approval of the county gov- 
erning body, the commission may employ such assistants and employees 
as may be necessary, and fix their compensation in such amounts as the 
county governing body may approve. A member of the commission must 
not be an official, member of any board of directors or person financially 
interested in any race track or race meeting licensed by the commission, 
nor shall he race dogs in any race meeting licensed by the commission. 


Section 3. The compensation of each member of the commission 
shall be one-hundred dollars ($100.00) per month. One member of said 
commission shall be required to be in attendance at each racing event, 
and said designated member shali receive an additional thirty dollars 
($30.00) per diem while engaged in the performance of his duties. The 
above sums shall be paid out of the funds in the county treasury de- 
posited to the credit of the Lowndes County Racing Commission, and 
shall be paid to the commissioners in the same manner as the compensa- 
tion of other county officers is paid. 


Section 4. The probate judge of Lowndes County shall be ex-officio 
treasurer of the Lowndes County Racing Commission, 


(2) To make an annual report to the county board of revenue or 
like governing body of it operation, showing its own actions and rulings, 
the receipts derived under the provisions of this Act, and such sugges- 
tions as it may deem proper for the more effective accomplishment of 
the purpose of this Act. 


(3) To require of each applicant, who shall be a member or mem- 
bers in good standing in the Alabama Greyhound Breeders Association, 
Inc., seeking a license to operate a race meeting an application setting 
forth: 


(a) The full name of the person, association, or corporation, and 
if a corporation, the name of the State under which the same is incor- 
porated, and the name of the corporation’s agents for service of process 
within the State of Alabama. 


(b) If an association or corporation, the names of the stockholders 
and directors af the enrnoration ar the names of the officers and direc- 
tors of the association. 
and shall collect all the license fees, taxes, and monies provided in this 
Act, and shali supervise, check, and audit the operation of the pari-mu- 
tuel wagering pools and the conduct and distribution thereof. 


Section 5. The county solicitor shall act as attorney for the com- 
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mission, without additional salary therefor; he shall counsel and advise 
the commission and represent it in all proceedings. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Lowndes County Racing Com- 
mission to carry out the provisions of this Act; and it shall have the fol- 
lowing specific duties: 


(1) To fix and set the dates upon which race meetings may be held 
or operated. 


(c) The exact location where it is desired to conduct or hold a 
race meeting. 


(a) Whether the racing plant is owned or leased, and if leased, the 
name and address of the owner, or if the owner is a corporation, the 
names of the officers and directors thereof; provided, however, that 
nothing in this Act shall prevent any person, association, or corporation 
from applying to the commission for a permit to conduct races where 
the racing plant has not been constructed; provided, however, that such 
person, association, or corporation is a member or members in good 
standing of the Alabama Greyhound Breeders Association, Inc. 


(e) The kind of racing to be conducted and the dates requested. 
(f) Such other information as the commission may require. 


(4) To require an oath of every applicant, or by the president or 


executive officer of the association or corporation, stating that the infor- 
mation contained in the application is true. 


(5) To make uniform rules and regulations governing the holding, 
conducting, and operating of all race tracks, race meetings, and races 
held in Lowndes 


Section 7. All books, records, maps, documents, and papers of the 
commission, including those filed with the commission as well as those 
prepared by or for it, shall at all times be open for the personal inspec- 
tion of any officer of the State of Alabama, or of any county, munici- 
pality or other subdivision of the State, or of any official investigative 
body or committee, and no person having charge or custody thereof shall 
refuse this right to any officer or investigative body or committee, and 
it shall be the express duty of such person to assist such officer or com- 
mittee in locating records or information desired by them. Any member 
or employee of the commission who violates the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction, shall 
be fined no more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or imprisoned in the 
county jail not exceeding three months. If any member of the commis- 
sion violates the provisions of this section he shall be subject to re- 
moval from office. 


Section 8. Any person, association, or corporation desiring to op- 
erate a race track in this county shall have the right, subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act, to hold and conduct one or more race meetings at 
such track each year, prcevided that no such license shall be granted to 
any person, association or corporation, or to any track, for a period 
longer than one hundred twenty racing days in any one year. Any and 
all applicants for license to operate under this Act shall be a member 
or members, in good standing, in the Alabama Greyhound Breeders As- 
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sociation, Inc. No race or racing shall be permitted on Sundays; nor shall 
minors be permitted to be employed in any manner about said race track, 
except as exercise boys and grooms; nor shall minors be permitted to 
attend said races except when accompanied by their parents. 


Section 9. On or before the 15th day of October of each year, any 
person, association, or corporation possessing the qualifications prescribed 
in this Act shall have the right to apply to the commission for a permit 
or license to conduct race meetings and racing under this Act. On or be- 
fore the first day of December of each year, after the receipt of any 
such application, the commission shall convene to consider and act upon 
all permits or licenses applied for. Approved permits or licenses shall be 
granted for a period of not less than ten years from the date of issuance 
and shall set forth, in addition to any other information prescribed by 
the commission, the name of the licensee, the location of the race track, 
the duration of the race meeting and the kind of racing desired to be 
conducted, and shall show the receipt by the commission of the license 
fee hereinafter provided. No such license shall be transferable, nor shall 
it apply to any other place, track, or enclosure except the one specified 
in this license unless approved by the Alabama Greyhound Breeders As- 
sociation, Inc. 


Section 10. The commission may revoke the license of any licensee 
conducting a race meeting, upon the violation of any of the provisions of 
this Act, or any rule or regulation promulgated by the commission. 


Section 11. The commission is empowered to compel the production 
of any and all books, memoranda or documents showing the receipts and 
disbursements of any person, association or corporation licensed to con- 
duct race meetings under the provisions of this Act. The commission may 
at any time require the removal of any employee or official employed by 
any licensee hereunder whenever it has reason to believe that such em- 
ployee or official is guilty of any improper practice in connection with 
racing has failed to comply with any condition of the license, or has 
violated any rule adopted by the commission. The commission shali have 
the power to require that the books and financial or other statements of 
any licensee be kept in a manner and method provided by the commis- 
sion; and the commission shall be authorized to visit, investigate, and 
place auditors and inspectors in the offices, tracks, or place of business of 
any person, association or corporation licensed under this Act. The com- 
mission shall have power to summon witnesses before its meetings; to 
administer oaths to such witnesses, and to require testimony on any 
issue before it. Any person failing to appear before said commission, or 
failing to produce books, records, and documents ordered, or refusing to 
testify thereon, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction in a court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment not 
to exceed six months, or both fine and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court. 


Section 12. The commission shall have the power to grant, refuse 
suspend, or withdraw licenses to all persons connected with race tracks, 
Inciuding gale Keepers, announcers, users, starters, Uiiivials, ULivess, 
dog owners, agents, trainers, grooms, stable foremen, exercise boys, vet- 
connection with the wagering machines pursuant to such rules and reg- 
ulations as the commission may adopt and upon the payment of a license 
fee as fixed and determined by the commission in accordance with the 
position and compensation of such person. Any license may be revoked 
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by the commission, at its discretion, and any person whose license is re- 
voked shall be ineligible to participate in such occupation connected with 
racing unless the license is returned by the commission with permission 
to operate thereunder. The commission may deny or revoke a license to 
any person who has been refused or denied a license by any other state 
racing commission or racing authority. 


Section 13. The commission shall make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on dog races under the form of mutuel 
wagering by patrons known as “Pari-Mutuel Wagering,” which method 
shall be legal to the extent that, and so long as, the same is carried on 
and conducted strictly in conformity with this Act, and not otherwise. 
Only the persons, associations, or corporations receiving a license from the 
commission shall have the right or privilege to conduct this type of wag- 
ering, and the licenses shall restrict and confine this form of wagering to 
a space within the race meeting grounds. All other forms of wagering on 
the result of dog races shall continue to be illegal, and any or all wager- 
ing outside of the enclosure of such races, where such races shall have 
been licensed by the commission shall be illegal. 


No person or corporation shall directly or indirectly purchase pari- 
mutuel tickets or participate in the purchase of any part of a pari-mu- 
tuel pool for another for hire or for any gratuity and no person shall 
purchase any part of a pari-mutuel pool through another, wherein he 
gives or pays directly or indirectly such other person anything of value. 
Any person violating this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemean- 
or, and upon conviction in a court of competent jurisdiction, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00), or by 
imprisonment not to exceed six months or both fine and imprisonment 
in the discretion of the court. 


Section 14. Every licensee conducting race meetings under the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall pay to the Probate Judge in his capacity as ex 
officio treasurer of the Racing commission of Lowndes County, Alabama, 
for the use of the commission, a sum equal to seven percent (7%) of the 
total contributions to all pari-mutuel pools conducted or made on any 
race track licensed under this Act. The commission of a licensee on a pari- 
mutuel pool shall in no event exceed eighteen percent (18%) of the amount 
contributed thereto, which amount shall include the seven percent (7%) 
tax heretofore provided. After the deduction of 7% for the use of the 
commission and the percentage commission of the licensee, the remainder 
of the total contributions to each pool shall be divided among and redis- 
tributed to the contributors to such pools betting on the winning dog. 
The amount of each redistribution for each winning bet placed shall be 
determined by dividing the total amount remaining in the pool after the 
deductions hereinabove provided for by the number of bets placed on the 
winning dog. Each redistribution shall be made in a sum equal to the 
next lowest multiple of ten. The licensee is entitled to retain the odd 
cents of all redistributions to be known as the “breaks to a dime.” Under 
the pari-mutuel system of wagering herein provided the licensee shall 
be permitted to provide separate pools for bets, to win, place, and show, 
also a daily double pool, quiniela pool and double quiniela pool. Each 
pool shall be redistributed separately as herein provided. Should there 
be no ticket bet on the winning dog, the entire pool will be divided among 
the holders of tickets on the dog running next in line until the pool has 
been redistributed to the contributors. The licensee shall be required to 
use a totalizator machine to record the wagering and compute the odds. 
Rules and regulations governing the operation of each of the pools shall 
be set out in book form by the Lowndes County Racing Commission. The 
licensee shall collect from each person attending the race meetings under 
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the provisions of this Act fifteen percent (15%) of the established ad- 
mission price or ten cents, whichever sum is the greater, as an admission 
tax. Licensees shall make payment of such taxes every seventh day of 
any and every race meeting, which payment shall be accompanied by a 
report on the races covered by such report and such other information 
as the commission may require. 


Section 15. If any free passes or complimentary cards shall be is- 
sued to guests by any licensee, such licensee shall nevertheless be respon- 
sible for payment of the admission tax upon such complimentary admis- 
sion cards or passes as though they had been sold at the regular admis- 
sion price. However, nothing herein contained shall be construed to pro- 
hibit the issuance of tax-free passes to officials and actual employees of 
the licensee, or other persons actually engaged in working at such track, 
including persons actually employed and accredited by the press or other 
news service; provided, that the issuance of all such tax-free passes shall 
be governed by the regulations and orders of the commission and a list 
of all such officers, employees, and new service representatives shall be 
filed with the commission. 


Section 16. The license fees, commissions, and excise taxes imposed 
herein shall be in lieu of all license, excise, and occupational taxes to the 
State of Alabama, or any county, city, town, or other political subdivision 
thereof. 


Section 17. All fees, commissions, taxes, and other monies, including 
fines and forfeitures, received under the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid to the probate judge of the county, and remitted by him to the 
county treasurer for deposit in the county treasury to the account of the 
Lowndes County Racing Commission. All such monies remaining after 
payment of the expenses incurred in the administration of this Act, in- 
cluding the payment of the salaries and expenses of the members and 
employees of this commission shall be distributed as follows; forty per- 
cent (40%) of the remaining monies shall be remitted to the treasurer 
of Lowndes County for distribution as follows: Forty percent (40%) to 
the Lowndes County Department of Education, forty percent (40%) to 
the General Fund of the Board of Revenue of Lowndes County, ten 
(10%) percent to the incorporated municipalities of Lowndes County and 
division shall be on a population basis and ten percent (10%) to the 
Lowndes County Racing Commission for the specific use of Industrial 
development in Lowndes County; and the remaining sixty percent (60%) 
of such monies shall be remitted to the Alabama State Treasurer for 
equal distribution among the Alabama Special Education Trust Fund 
and the Alabama Public Welfare Trust Fund. 


Section 18. The provisions of this Act shall not apply to the run- 
ning of races conducted by any state fair association or county fair as- 
sociation which holds not more than one meeting annually and which 
restricts such annual meeting to three days or less. 


Section 19. Any corporation, association, or person who directly or 
indirectly holds any dog race without having procured a license as pre- 
scribed in this Act, shail be guilty of a misdemeanor. Any person wager- 
ing upon the results of such a race, except in the pari-mutuel or mutuel 
method of wagering when the same is conducted by a licensee and upon 
the grounds or enclosure of said licensee, shall be guilty of a misdemean- 
or. Any corporation, organization, association, or person who violates any 
provision of this Act, for which a penalty is not expressly provided shail 
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be guilty of a misdemeanor. Upon conviction of any of the above mis- 
demeanors in a court of competent jurisdiction, the penalty shall be a 
fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100.00), nor more than one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00), or by imprisonment of not less than five 
days nor more than six months, or both, such fine and imprisonment to 
be in the discretion of the court. 


Section 20. No person who engages in the practice of professional 
gambling on dog races, or in the practice of making gambling or wager- 
ing books on such races, or who knowingly takes any part in such prac- 
tices, shall be eligible as an applicant for any license or permit to op- 
erate a race track or a race meeting under the provisions of this Act, 
or to be connected therewith in any capacity; and any association or 
corporation which has as an officer, director, stockholder, executive, or 
employee any person who engages in such practices shall likewise be in- 
eligible as a licensee, and the commission is hereby empowered to in- 
quire into such matters in entertaining any such applications and other- 
wise in administering this Act. 


Section 21. Any person who shall influence or have any understand- 
ing or connivance with any owner, groom, or other person associated 
with or interested in any kennel, dog, or race in which any dog par- 
ticipates, to prearrange or predetermine the results of any such race, or 
any person who shall stimulate or depress a dog for the purpose of af- 
fecting the results of a race, shall be guilty of a felony and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be imprisoned in the state prison for not less than one 
year nor more than ten years, or shall be fined not less than one thou- 
sand dollars ($1,000.00), nor more than five thousand dollars ($5,000.00), 
or both, in discretion of the court. 


Section 22. It shall be unlawful for any person to transmit or com- 
municate to another by any means whatsoever the results, changing odds, 
track conditions, or any other information relating to any dog race from 
any race track in this county, between the period of time beginning one 
hour prior to the first race of any day and ending thirty minutes after 
the posting of the official results of each race, as to that particular race, 
except that this period may be reduced to permit the transmitting of the 
results of the last race each day not sooner than fifteen minutes after 
the official posting of such results. Provided, however, that the commis- 
sion may, by rule, permit the immediate transmission by radio, television, 
or press wire of any pertinent information concerning feature races.

(b) Declaration of Policy. The maintenance of the public health is 
of vital importance to the general welfare of the State and its people.

This can best be ac- 
complished and the enforcement thereof can best be policed by setting 
aside Sunday, which is generally recognized and observed as a day of 
rest.

Section 1. That Section 647, as amended, of Title 51, Code of Ala- 
bama 1940, be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 647. (a) Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer, storer, or 
user of gasoline shall collect and pay over to the state department of 
raveniie an exrise tay af sevan rente ner gallon unen the selling, use ar 
consumption, distributing, storing or ‘withdrawing from storage. in this 
state for any use, gasoline as defined or otherwise referred to in ar- 
ticle 5 of Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, and as amended; provided, 
that where the excise tax of seven cents per gallon upon the sale, use 
or consumption, distribution, storage, withdrawal from storage in this 
state of such gasoline shall have been paid to the state by a distributor, 
refiner, or by any retail dealer, storer, or user, such payments shall be 
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sufficient, the intent being that the tax shall be paid to the state but once. 
(b) The state department of revenue is hereby authorized to issue to 
the United States certificates of exemption, upon forms prescribed by 
the department for use by the United States in purchasing gasoline with- 
in the state of Alabama and which is paid for by the United States. Any 
person in reporting and paying the tax to the department may deduct 
the number of gallons of gasoline sold to the United States, as shown 
by such certificate of exemption duly executed by the United States 
and filed with such report; and the department is authorized to adopt 
rules and regulations with respect to the issuance and use of such cer- 
tificates. (c) The revenue, less the cost of collection, obtained from the 
taxes on gasoline, naphtha, and other liquid motor fuels, or any device 
or substitute therefor, commonly used in internal combustion engines, 
as is provided for in this section, shall not be used for any purposes 
other than the following, namely: (1) The revenue arising from the sale 
of gasoline, as herein defined for aviation fuel, shall be used exclusively 
for the purpose of paying the cost of acquiring, engineering, construc- 
tion, improvement and maintenance of existing or proposed airports and 
other air navigation facilities within the state, for the payment of the 
salary of the state director of aeronautics, the salaries of other em- 
ployees of the Alabama department of aeronautics, and for the payment 
of other administrative and aeronautical expenses of the Alabama de- 
partment of aeronautics and for the further purpose of creating a sink- 
ing fund for the payment of the interest and retirement of the princi- 
pal of all bonds which may be hereafter lawfully issued, sold and de- 
livered for funds to be used exclusively for the enumerated purposes. 
All gasoline or any substitute therefor, sold or delivered to any airport 
within the state for use as fuel to propel airplanes, is hereby classified 
as aviation fuel. (2) The revenue arising from the sale of gasoline sold 
or delivered to any marina and/or place of business selling gasoline, for 
consumption in the motor of a boat or vessel shall be paid into the 
“State Water Safety Fund” and “Seafoods Fund” as follows: Such reve- 
nue as is collected in the Counties of Baldwin and Mobile shall be paid 
into the “Seafoods Fund” and that collected in the other counties of 
the state shall be paid into the “State Water Safety Fund.” It shall be 
the duty of the Department of Revenue to certify and furnish to every 
distributor, refiner, retail dealer, or storer of gasoline a list showing the 
name and business address of each marina and/or place of business sell- 
ing gasoline for consumption in the motor of a boat or vessel at the 
beginning of each State fiscal year and supplement same throughout the 
year as the Department deems necessary. Such distributors, refiners, 
retail dealers or storer of gasoline shall file their reports with the De- 
partment of Revenue based on such certified list furnished to them by 
the Department of Revenue. (3) The revenue arising from the sale of 
gasoline, as herein defined, for all other purposes shall not be used for 
any purpose other than for the construction, improvement, maintenance 
and supervision of highways, bridges and streets, including the retire- 
ment of bonds for the payment of which such revenues have been or 
may hereafter be pledged. The payment of the per diem and mileage of 
members of county governing bodies when engaged in supervising the 
construction, improvement and maintenance of highways, bridges and 
streets, shall be construed as used in supervision. However, the govern- 
ing body of each county is authorized to expend an amount not to ex- 
ceed one-third of the total amount of such revenue that may be received 
by such county in the payment of any debt that may have been incurred 
by such county for the construction or maintenance of roads or bridges.

On the 20th day 
of each month following that quarter of any fiscal year, all revenue de- 
rived from the sale of gasoline purchased and used for aviation fuel, less

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 713, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, 
is amended further to read as follows: 


“Section 713. The money collected as motor vehicle and trailer li- 
cense taxes, less such amount of money as shall be appropriated for each 
fiscal year by the legislature to the department of revenue with which to 
pay the salaries, cost of operation, and the management of said depart- 
ment, shall be deducted, as a first charge thereon, from the taxes collect- 
ed under and pursuant to Article 8, Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Ala- 
bama 1940, shall be distributed as follows: In the case of all motor vehi- 
cles and trailers other than motor trucks and truck-tractors licensed 
under Section 697 of this title as trucks for-hire, thirty-seven per cent to 
the state and sixty-three per cent to the incorporated city or town in 
which the owner of the motor vehicle resides; in the case of motor trucks 
and truck-tractors licensed under Section 697 of this title as trucks for- 
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hire, an amount equal to one hundred thirty dollars ($130) for each ve- 
hicle weighing more than 24,000 pounds and not more than 30,000 pounds, 
one hundred sixty-five dollars ($165) for each vehicle weighing more 
than 30,000 pounds and not more than 36,000 pounds, two hundred dol- 
lars ($200) for each vehicle weighing more than 36,000 pounds and not 
more than 42,000 pounds, and three hundred dollars ($300) for each ve- 
hicle weighing more than 42,000 pounds, shall be paid to the state and 
the remainder of the license fees paid on such trucks for-hire shall be 
distributed thirty-seven per cent to the state and sixty-three per cent to 
the incorporated city or town in which the owner of the motor vehicle 
resides. All amounts of motor vehicle and trailer license taxes received 
by a city or town hereunder in excess of twenty per cent of such motor 
vehicle and trailer license taxes shall be used exclusively for the con- 
struction, improvement, and maintenance of highways or streets and ad- 
ministrative expenses in connection therewith, including the retirement of 
bonds for the payment of which such revenues may have been pledged, 
and for no other purposes. If the owner of a motor vehicle does not re- 
side in an incorporated city or town, then, in the case of all motor ve- 
hicles and trailers except motor trucks and truck-tractors licensed under 
Section 697 of this title as trucks for-hire, thirty-seven per cent shall go 
to the state and sixty-three per cent to the county in which the owner 
of the motor vehicle resides, and in the case of motor trucks and truck- 
tractors licensed under Section 697 of this title as trucks for-hire, an 
amount equal to one hundred thirty dollars ($130) for each vehicle 
weighing more than 44,U0U pounds and not more than 30,00U pounds, one 
hundred sixty-five dollars ($165) for each vehicle weighing more than 
30,000 pounds and not more than 36,000 pounds, two hundred dollars 
($200) for each vehicle weighing more than 36,000 pounds and not more 
than 42,000 pounds, and three hundred dollars ($300) for each vehicle 
weighing more than 42,000 pounds, shall be paid to the state and the 
remainder of such truck-for-hire licenses shall be paid thirty-seven per 
cent to the state and sixty-three per cent to the county in which the 
owner of the motor vehicle resides. The money collected as motor ve- 
hicle license taxes by the state, less appropriations for salaries and ex-

To authorize, direct and require the Commissioner of Rev- 
enue to collect any sales and use taxes now or hereafter levied by the 
City of Brewton, Escambia County, Alabama under the provisions of any 
ordinance or resolution duly promulgated and adopted by the governing 
body of said City; and to prescribe the powers, duties and authority of 
the Commissioner of Revenue, the State Department of Revenue and 
the State Comptroller with respect to the method or procedure for col- 
lecting such taxes and remitting the proceeds thereof. 


With notice and proof thereto attached and herewith exhibited as 
follows: 


LEGAL NOTICE 


Notice is hereby given that application will be made to the Legis- 
Jature of Alabama at its regular session which began in May, 1961, for 
the passage of the following Local Act: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize, direct and require the Commissioner of Revenue to 
collect any sales and use taxes now or hereafter levied by the City of 
Brewton, Escambia County, Alabama under the provisions of any ordi- 
nance or resolution duly promulgated and adopted by the governing body 
of said City: and to prescribe the powers, duties and authority of the 
Commissioner of Revenue, the State Department of Revenue and the 
State Comptroller with respect to the method or procedure for collecting 
such taxes and remitting the proceeds thereof. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Department of Revenue is hereby authorized, di- 
rected and required to collect any sales and use taxes which may be 
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levied by the City of Brewton, Escambia County, herein called the ‘“mu- 
nicipality,” under the provisions of any municipal ordinance or resolution 
imposing a levy identical with the state levy of sales and use taxes, ex- 
cept for the rate of such taxes, subject to all definitions, exceptions, ex- 
emptions, proceedings, requirements, rules, regulations, provisions, penal- 
ties, fines, punishments and deductions as will apply to the state sales 
and use taxes levied under Section No. 100, approved August 18, 1929, and 
Article 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, and all 
acts now or hereafter amendatory thereof or supplementary thereto, ex- 
cept where inapplicable or where herein otherwise provided, including 
the provisions for the enforcement and collection of such taxes when said 
ordinance or resolution is duly promulgated and adopted by the govern- 
ing body of the municipality and when a certified copy of said ordinance 
or resolution has been filed with the Department of Revenue; provided, 
however, that such taxes shall not be collected from or levied upon the 
State of Alabama or the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or 
ABC Liquor Stores. Such municipal sales and use taxes shall be collected 
by the Department at the same time and along with the collection by 
the Department of taxes levied and collected for the State of Alabama 
under the provisions of the laws referred to above and all laws amenda- 
tory thereof, and all reports required to be made to the Commissioner 
of Revenue hereunder shall, on request to the Department of Revenue, 
be made available for inspection by the governing body of the munici- 
pality or its designated agent at reasonable times during business hours. 


The Department of Revenue shall prepare and distribute such re- 
ports, forms and other information as may be necessary for the collection 
of such municipal sales and use taxes and shall have all the authority 
and duties hereunder that it has in connection with the collection of 
sales and use taxes due to the State. 


It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Revenue to pay into the 
state treasury all such taxes collected for the municipality; and on or 
before the 1st day of the following month the Commissioner shall certify 
to the State Comptroller the amount of taxes levied and collected under 
the provisions of this act for the use and benefit of the municipality dur- 
ing the calendar month immediately preceding the making of such certi- 
ficate; whereupon it shall be the duty of the Comptroller to issue his 
warrant on the State Treasurer for the amount, less expenses, so certi- 
fied by the Commissioner of Revenue as having been collected for the 
use of the municipality and paid into the state treasury; and the amount 
so certified by the Commissioner of Revenue as having been collected for 
the use of such municipality (less expenses) shall be paid to the treasurer 
of the municipality. 


The Department of Revenue shall charge the municipality for col- 
lecting such sales and use taxes, the cost of making such collections, pro- 
vided, however, that such charge shall not exceed Ten Percent (10%) of 
the amount collected. The State Comptroller shall each month draw his 
warrant on the funds collected hereunder payable to the Department of 
Revenue for the amount of such charges. 


The Department of Revenue shall have full authority to employ such 
special counsel as it deems necessary from time to time to enforce entec- 
tion of such municipal sales and use taxes and otherwise to enforce the 
provisions of the ordinance or resolution levying such taxes, including any 
litigation required, and the Department of Revenue shall pay such special 
counsel such fees as it deems necessary and proper from the proceeds of 
the taxes payable to the municipality under the provisions of this act. 
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Section 2. The duties hereby imposed upon the Commissioner of 
Revenue, the Department of Revenue and the State Comptroller shall be 
assumed and discharged by them after the making and filing with the 
Department of Revenue of a certified copy of the ordinance or resolution 
and amendments thereto levying sales or use taxes; but the duty to col- 
lect taxes levied thereby shall not be imposed upon the Department of 
Revenue until the 1st day of the month next following the expiraticn of 
thirty (30) days from the date of the filing with it of such certified copy 
of the ordinance or resolution and amendments thereto levying such 
taxes, which shall be the beginning period for the collection of such taxes 
as shall be due on and after said 1st day of the month. 


Section 3. If the municipality should decide by the adoption of a 
resolution of its governing body to discontinue availing itself of the 
methods prescribed by this act for the collection of sales and use taxes 
it shall file a certified copy of the resolution so declaring with the De- 
partment of Revenue, whereupon the duties imposed upon the Depart- 
ment hereby shall no longer be required of it. If the municipality should 
by ordinance or resolution repeal any existing ordinance or resolution 
levying sales or use taxes a certified copy thereof shall be filed with the 
Department of Revenue and if it be then collecting taxes in accordance 
with this act its duties hereunder shall terminate. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 6. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

Notice 
of the election shall be given not more than 45 nor Jess than 30 days 
before the date set for the election, by publication in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the county once a week for four successive weeks. The election 
shall be held on the same day as the next primary, general, or special 
election that is held in the county following the effective date of this 
enactment. The election shall be held and conducted in the manner pro- 
vided by law for holding other county elections, and the cost of the elec- 
tion, including the cost of publishing the notice, shall be paid by the 
county. The question to be voted on shall be stated on the ballots sub- 
stantially as follows: ‘Do you favor a one-cent county sales tax for 
schools and for general county revenue purposes?” 


Section 2. (a) The special county taxes levied pursuant to this act 
shall be privilege license and excise taxes in substance as follows: 


1. Upon every person, firm, or corporation (not including the State 
of Alabama or the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or ABC 
stores) engaged or continuing within Winston County in the business of 
selling at retail any tangible personal property whatsoever, including 
merchandise and commodities of every kind and character (not includ- 
ing, however, bonds or other evidence of debt or stocks), an amount 
equal to one percent of the gross proceeds of sales of the business except 
where a different amount is expressly provided herein. Any person en- 
gaging or continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber 
shall pay the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such 
businesses at the rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show 
separately the gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his 
books are not so kept he shall pay the tax as retailer, on the gross sales 
of the business. 


2. Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Winston County in the business of conducting or operating places 
of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving pic- 
ture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including 
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wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football 
and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or under 
the auspices of any educational institution, or any athletic association 
thereof, or other association whether such institution or association be 
denominational, a state, county, or a city school, or other institution, as- 
sociation, or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses or any other 
place at which any exhibition, display, amusement, or entertainment is 
offered to the public or place or places where an admission fee is charged, 
including public bathing places, public dance halls of every kind and de- 
scription, conducted or carried on within Winston County, an amount 
equal to one percent of the gross receipts of any such business. 


3. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Winston County in the business of selling at retail machines used 
in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manufacturing of 
tangible personal property, and the parts of such machines, attachments 
and replacements therefor which are made or manufactured for use on 
or in the operation of such machines, and which are necessary to the 
operation of such machines and are customarily so used, an amount 
equal to one-half of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of such 
machines, attachments, parts and replacements therefor. 


4. An excise tax may be imposed on— 

The storage, use, or other consumption in Winsion County of tangi- 
ble personal property purchased at retail, for storage, use or other con- 
sumption in Winston County, at the rate of one percent of the sale price 
of such property, regardless of whether the retailer is or is not engaged 
in business in Winston County or in this state, except as provided in para- 
graph a below; and a. The storage, use, or other consumption in Winston 
County of any machine used in mining, quarrying, compounding, process- 
ing and manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the parts 
of such machines, attachments, and replacements therefor which are 
made or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines, 
purchased at retail for storage, use, or other consumption in Winston 
County, at the rate of one-half of one percent of the sales price of such 
machine or the parts, attachments, or replacements therefor. 


(b) There are exempted from the provisions of this act and from 
the computation of the amount of the tax levied, assessed or payable un- 
der this act the gross proceeds of sales of television sets, the gross pro- 
eeeds of sales of refrigerators, the gross proceeds of sales of kitchen 
stoves, the gross proceeds of the sale of new and used automotive ve- 
hicles, trucks, trailer or semi trailers and there shall be exempted from 
the levy of such taxes the gross receipts of any business and the gross 
proceeds of all sales which are exempted under the state sales tax sta- 
tutes from the computation of the amount of the state sales tax. And 
there shall also be exempted from the levy the storage, use, or other 
consumption of property, the storage, use or other consumption of which 
is exempted under the state use tax statutes from the state use tax. Sub- 
ject to these exemptions, every person storing or using or otherwise 
consuming in Winston County tangible personal property purchased at 
retail shall he liable for the tax imposed, and the liability shall not be 
extinguished until the tax has been paid by such person; provided, how- 
ever, that a receipt from a registered seller given to the purchaser of any 
property to be used, stored, or consumed in Winston County shall he 
sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for the tax to 
which such receipt may refer. The term “registered seller” means the 
person registered with the state department of revenue pursuant to the 
state sales tax statutes. The term “state sales tax statutes’? means Act 
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No. 100, H. 94, approved August 18, 1959, which levies a retail sales tax 
for state purposes, and includes all statutes, including amendments to 
said Act No. 100 heretofore enacted which expressly set forth any exemp- 
tions from the computation of the tax levied in said Act No. 100, and all 
other statutes heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to 
affect, the administration of said Act No. 100 and the incidence and col- 
lection of the tax imposed therein. The term “state use tax statutes” 
means Article 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as here- 
tofore amended, including all statutes heretofore enacted which expressly 
set forth any exemptions from the computation of the tax levied in said 
Article 11 and all other statutes heretofore enacted which expressly apply 
to, or purport to affect, the administration of the said article and the inci- 
dence and collection of the tax imposed therein. 


Section 3. Unless otherwise expressly provided for in the order, ordi- 
nance, or resolution levying the taxes herein authorized, such taxes shall 
become effective on the first day of the second month next following the 
date of the order, ordinance, or resolution; provided, notice of the adop- 
tion of such an order, ordinance, or resolution must be given to the com- 
missioner of the state department of revenue not less than 45 days before 
the taxes are to become effective. The taxes levied and imposed shall be 
in addition to all other taxes now provided by law and shall be collected 
as hereinafter provided. 


Section 4. The sales tax levied pursuant to Section 2 shall be due 
and payable in monthly installments on or before the 20th day of the 
month next succeeding the month in which the tax accrues; the use tax 
levied pursuant to Section 2 shall be due and payable quarterly on or be- 
fore the 20th day of the month next succeeding each quarterly period 
during which the storage, use, or other consumption of the tangible per- 
sonal property became taxable, each such quarterly period to end on the 
last day of each of the months of March, June, September and December. 
All taxes levied pursuant to this act shall be paid to and collected by the 
state department of revenue at the same time and along with the collec- 
tion of the state sales tax and the state use tax. On or prior to the due 
dates of the taxes levied each person subject to such taxes shall file with 
the state department, of revenue a report or return in such form as may 
be prescribed by the department, setting forth with respect to all sales 
and business that are required to be used as a measurement of the tax 
levied, a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all such sales and the 
gross receipts of all such business, and setting forth with respect to the 
use tax levied, the total sales price of all property, the use, storage, or 
other consumption of which became subject to the tax during the then 
preceding quarterly period. Such reports shall include also such other 
items of information pertinent to the said taxes and the amount thereof 
as the state department of revenue may require. Any person subject to 
the taxes levied may defer reporting credit sales until after their collec- 
tion, and in the event he so defers reporting them, he shall thereafter in- 
clude in each monthly report all credit collections made during the 
month preceding, and shall pay the taxes due thereon at the time of filing 
such report. All reports or returns filed with the state department of 
revenue under this section shall be available for inspection by the govern- 
ing body of Winston County, or its designated agent, at reasonable times 
during business hours. 


Section 5. Every registered seller making sales of tangible personal 
property for storage, use, or other consumption in Winston County (which 
storage, use, or other consumption is not exempted from the tax imposed) 
shall at the time of making such sale, or, if the storage, use, or other 
consumption of such tangible personal property in Winston County is not 
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then taxable under this act, at the time such storage, use, or other con- 
sumption becomes taxable hereunder, collect the tax from the purchaser, 
and shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the manner and 
form prescribed by the state department of revenue. On the twentieth 
day of the month following the close of each quarterly period provided 
for in Section 4 hereof, each registered seller shall file with the state 
department of revenue a return for the preceding quarterly period in 
such form as may be prescribed by the department, showing the total 
sales of the tangible personal property sold by such registered seller, the 
storage, use, or other consumption of which became subject to the tax 
imposed during the then preceding quarterly period; and each return 
shall be accompanied by a remittance of the amount of the tax re- 
quired to be collected by such registered seller during the period followed 
by the return; provided, that any registered seller may defer collecting 
the tax with respect to credit sales until collection of the proceeds of 
such sales and may defer reporting credit sales until after their collec- 
tion, but shall thereafter collect the said taxes along with collection of 
said credit sales and shall include in each quarterly report all credit 
collections made during the preceding quarterly period, and shall omit 
the taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such report or return. 
Any person who has paid to a registered seller the tax with respect to 
the use, storage, or other consumption of tangible personal property in 
Winston County need not file a report or make any further payments of 


the said tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal property, 
the storage, use, or other consumption cf which is subject to the tax 


imposed, and who has not paid the tax due with respect thereto to a reg- 
istered seller, shall report and pay the tax as required by Section 4. 


Section 6. Each person engaging or continuing within Winston Coun- 
ty in a business subject to the taxes levied pursuant to Section 2 shall add 
to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the purchaser or the 
person paying the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer on 
account of said taxes; and every registered seller shall likewise add 
to the sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount of any 
tax which such registered seller is required to collect. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person subject to the tax levied to fail or refuse to 
add to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from the pur- 
chaser or person paying the admission fee the amount herein required 
to be so added to the sale or admission price and collected from the 
purchaser, and it shall likewise be unlawful for any person subject to 
said tax to refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so 
collected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or 
refund of said tax or any portion thereof. It shall likewise be unlawful 
for any registered seller to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and to 
collect from the purchaser the amount of the tax imposed or to refund 
or offer to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption of, said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 7. The taxes imposed pursuant to this act shall constitute a 
debt due Winston County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition 
to all other methods provided by law and in this act. The said taxes, to- 
gether with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute 
and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from whom 
said taxes are due or who 1s required to collect said taxes. Alii pruvisiuns 


of the revenue laws of this state which apply to the enforcement of liens 


for license taxes due the state shall apply fully to the collection of the 


county taxes levied, and the state department of revenue, for the use and 
benefit of Winston County shall collect such taxes and enforce this act 
and shall have and exercise for such collection and enforcement all rights 
and remedies that this state or the department has for collection of the 
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state sales tax and the state use tax. The state department of revenue 
shall have full authority to employ such special counsel as it deems neces- 
sary from time to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to 
be levied by this act, and to otherwise enforce the provisions of this act, 
including any litigation involving the act; and the department shall pay 
such special counsel such fees as it deems necessary and proper from the 
proceeds of the taxes collected by it for Winston County. 


Section 8. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with respect 
to payment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, making of re- 
ports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest 
after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports, or 
otherwise comply with the states sales tax statutes, the promulgation of 
rules and regulations with respect to the state sales tax, and the admin- 
istration and enforcement of the state sales tax statutes, which are not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act when applied to the tax levied 
pursuant to Section 2 hereof, shall apply to the county tax levied; and al! 
provisions of the state use tax statutes with respect to payment, assess- 
ment and collection of the state use tax, making quarterly reports and 
keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest after due 
date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports or otherwise 
comply with the state use tax statutes, the promulgation of rules and 
regulations with respect to the state use tax, and the administration and 
enforcement of the state use tax statutes, which are not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act when applied to the county use tax levied 
shall apply to the county tax. The commissioner of revenue and the state 
department of revenue shall have and exercise the same powers, duties 
and obligations with respect to the county taxes levied as are imposed on 
the commissioner and the department, respectively, by the state sales tax 
statutes and the state use tax statutes. All provisions of the state sales 
tax statutes and the state use tax statutes that are made applicable to 
this act to the county taxes levied and tg the administration of this act 
are incorporated herein by reference and made a part hereof as if fully 
set forth herein. 


Section 9. The state department of revenue shall charge Winston 
County for collecting the special county taxes levied such amount or per- 
centage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the commissioner 
of revenue and the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
like governing body of the county, but such charge shall not in any 
event exceed two percent of the total amount of special county taxes 
collected hereunder within the county. Such charge for collecting the 
special taxes for the county may be deducted each month from the special 
sales and special use taxes collected before certifying the amount of the 
proceeds thereof due Winston County for that month. The commissioner 
of revenue shall pay into the state treasury all county taxes collected 
under this act, as such taxes are received by the department of revenue; 
and on or before the first day of each successive month (commencing 
with the month following the month in which the department makes the 
first collections hereunder), the commissioner shall certify to the state 
comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions of this act 
and paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of Winston Coun- 
ty during the month immediately preceding the making of such certifi- 
cate. Provided, however, that before certifying the amount of the taxes 
paid into the state treasury for the benefit of Winston County during 
each month, the commissioner may deduct from the taxes collected in 
said month the charges due the department for the collection of the taxes 
for the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller, in his official 
capacity, to issue his warrant each month payable to the custodian of the 
public school funds of Winston County in an amount equal to fifty per- 
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cent of the amount so certified by the commissioner of revenue as having 
been collected for the use of the county and to issue his warrant each 
month payable to the county treasurer or other custodian of the general 
fund of Winston County in an amount equal to the remainder of such 
certified amount. The custodian of public school funds for Winston 
County shall deposit the revenue derived from the taxes levied herein for 
educational purposes in a special account separate and apart from other 
public school funds of the county, and shall maintain separate records of 
such special account. The ape f board of education shall require an ad- 
ditional bond of the custodian of public school funds, in an amount to be 
prescribed by the board of education and payable to the board and con- 
ditioned as prescribed by law. Such additional bond shall be filed and 
recorded in the office of the judge of probate of the county. The prem- 
iums on such bond shall be paid from any school funds derived there- 
under. The proceeds of the taxes levied pursuant to this act shall be used 
by the county board of education for any educational purposes autho- 
rized by law. 


Section 10. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 11. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise hecoming a 


law. eo

They shall an- 
nually elect from among their number a Chairman, a Vice Chairman, 
a Secretary and a Treasurer. They may elect or employ other officers 
and employes as they may deem necessary. All paid officers and em- 
ployes of the Commission shall be subject to the same provisions of law 
as regular employes of the City of Mobile. 


Section 4. The Commission is authorized to accept contributions 
and to expend the same for the purposes of carrying out its duties and 
obligations imposed by this Act, and to further spend for such purposes 
the sum of $10,000.00 per annum and such additional sums as authorized 
by the City of Mobile, including compensation and expenses of all mem- 
bers, officers and employes, and the City of Mobile shall pay such ex- 
penses when certified by the Chairman or Vice Chairman of the Com- 
mission, the total cost to the City of Mobile not to exceed, however, 
the sum of $10,000.00 per annum, unless the governing body of the City 
of Mobile shall authorize expenditures of additional sums for such pur- 
poses. The City of Mobile shall also furnish to the Commission suitable 
office space and utilities therefor. 


Section 5. The City of Mobile and other governmental subdivisions 
and agencies of the State, shall continue to be responsible for all trees 
on publicly owned property. 


Section 6. The Tree Commission shall cooperate with and coordi- 
nate its activities with the Street Department, the Department of Parks 
and Cemeteries and other departments of the City of Mobile; and all 
agencies of the City shall cooperate with the Tree Commission. 


Section 7. The Commission shall take active steps to: 


(a) Educate the public as to the economic and aesthetic benefits 
of trees to the City of Mobile and its citizens, both on publicly owned 
property and privately owned property; 


(b) Promote the planting, health and growth of trees in the City 
of Mobile, with the particular objective of establishing and protecting 
avenues of live oak trees and other trees deemed suitable by the Com- 
mission; 


(c) Promote the care, feeding, fertilization and other measures 
desirable for the health and growth of existing trees in street rights- 
of-way in the City of Mobile, and, 


(d) Protect trees located in street rights-of-way in the City of 
Mobile from damage, removal, lack of sustenance or any other act or 
condition which might threaten the health and growth of such trees. 


Section 8. The Commission may adopt by-laws and rules and reg- 
ulations not in conflict herewith, shall meet regularly at least once each 
month and specially as it deems necessary and may be provided in such 
by-laws, may provide such printed forms to be used as shall be neces- 
sary to govern its proceedings and to effectuate the provisions of this 
Act, may cause such studies to be made as it deems necessary, may per- 
form its functions directly through its own agents or employes, or may 
contract with others for specific or general services to carry out its 
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purposes hereunder. It shall keep a record of its proceedings and a reg- 
ister of all applications made to it and its action thereon, all of which, 
shall be public records. Any person desiring a copy of any act or pro- 
ceeding of the Commission may obtain the same by paying a fee of 
One Dollar ($1.00) for each and every page or portion thereof. 


Section 9. No person shall cut, remove, trim, or in any way dam- 
age any tree in any street right-of-way in the City of Mobile or shall 
create any condition injurious to any such tree without having first made 
a written application to do so to the Commission and having obtained 
advance written permission from the Commission. For the purposes of 
this Act any paving or covering the surface of the ground within ten 
(10) feet of the main trunk of a tree shall prima facie be damaging 
and injurious. Any governmental body, utility or other person may ob- 
tain a continuing or blanket permission. The Commission may approve 
part of an application or may approve an application upon such terms 
and conditions as the Commission may fix. The form of application shall 
be as established from time to time by the Commission, and the Com- 
mission may delegate to one or more of its members or officers the 
power to grant such permission in accordance with standards set by it. 
The Commission may in its discretion hold public hearings on any ap- 
plication. In considering any application before it the Commission shall 
base its decision on whether the public or private benefit that will re- 
sult from granting the application outweighs the public and private 


benefit that will result from denying it. 


Section 10. Any person aggrieved by any decision of any officer 
or agent of the Commission to whom its duties are delegated may appeal 
to the Commission under such rules and regulations as the Commission 
may fix. Any person aggrieved by any decision of the Commission may, 
within fifteen (15) days thereafter, appeal to the Circuit Court of Mo- 
bile County, Alabama, by filing with the Commission a written notice 
of appeal and making and filing with the Clerk of such Court a bond ap- 
proved by such Clerk conditioned to pay the costs of such appeal. The 
hearing and trial in the Circuit Court shall be de novo. No such appeal 
shall authorize any person to take any action pending appeal, applica- 
tion for which has been denied by the Commission. 


Section 11. Any person who shall violate the provisions of this Act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, on conviction, be 
fined not less than $100, nor more than $10,000.00, and may also be im- 
prisoned in the county jail, or sentenced to hard labor for the county, 
for not more than one (1) year. 


Section 12. All laws or parts of law which conflict with this Act 
arc repealed, 


Section 13. Should any section, provision or part of this Act be 
declared unconstitutional or void by any Court of competent jurisdiction, 
it shall not affect the validity of the remaining sections, provisions or 
parts of this Act. 


Section 14. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

That the Clerk 
of the Circuit Court of Lauderdale County shall be Ex-Officio Clerk of 
said court, and shall have the power to discharge the duties which will

Section 1. A municipality whose corporate limits do not lie within 
or exiend into and embrace and include a partinn of Morgan County shall 
not have or exercise police jurisdiction within Morgan County; nor shall 
any such municipality exercise police jurisdiction, police powers or taxing 
powers within Morgan County, or over or on any person in Morgan Coun- 
ty or property or business or trade or profession in Morgan County; nor

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To define, regulate and license barbers and barber colleges, and 
other like businesses in Morgan County; to create a Barbers Commission 
for said county; to fix the powers and duties of said Commission; and 
to provide a penalty for the violation of the provisions hereof. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. After this Act takes effect it shall be unlawful for any 
person, co-partnership, association or corporation to act as a barber, ope- 
rate a barber college, barber shop or other like business, to advertise or 
assume to act as such without a license issued by the Barber’s Commis- 
sion of Morgan County. No co-partnership, association or corporation 
shall be granted a license, unless every member or officer of said co-part- 
nership, association or corporation, who actively engages in the barber 
business, barber college or like business of such co-partnership, associa- 
tion or corporation, shall hold a license as a barber as hereinafter pro- 
vided for. 


Section 2. A barber, barber shop, barber college or other like busi- 
ness within the meaning of this Act is any person, firm, partnership, co- 
partnership, association or corporation, who, for a valuable consideration 
or hire, shaves or trims the beard; gives facial or scalp massages, or treats 
the same with oils or other preparations, singes, shampoos, cuts or dyes the 
hair of a human being, or applies hair tonic or other cosmetic prepara- 
tions, clays, or lotions to the scalp, neck or face, or engages in the teach- 
ing of any person or persons in the art of barbering as in this paragraph 
defined. Provided, however, the provisions of this Act shall not apply to 
(1) persons engaged in the practice of medicine, surgery or beauty cul- 
ture, (2) persons actively engaged in the military service of the United 
States Government while acting in line of duty, (3) registered nurses in 
the course of their employment as such, (4) persons who render any of 
said services to members of their immediate families, or other persons who 
receive such services without charge therefor. 


Section 3. There is hereby created a Barbers’ Commission for Mor- 
gan County, State of Alabama. The Governor shall appoint three persons, 
each of whom immediately prior to the date of his appointment has been 
a resident of Morgan Couniy, Siaie uf Alabama, for three years and who 
has had at least five years’ experience as a barber, one member to be 
appointed for a term of one year, one member to be appointed for a 
term of two years, and one member to be appointed for a term of three 
years, and thereafter the term of any member appointed and qualified 
to succeed the members of the Barbers’ Commission for Morgan County 
first appuinted sna be for three years and until their sueressors are 
appointed and qualified. Members to fill vacancies shall be appointed and 
vacancies caused hy the expiration of the term of any person appointed 
shall be selected in the manner following: The Commission shall, sixty 
days prior to the expiration of the term of any commissioner or the Chair- 
man of the Barbers’ Commission for Morgan County, give notice in writ- 
ing to the licensed barbers of Morgan County that such vacancy will be 
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created on the date of the expiration of the term of the commissioner 
whose term is about to expire; or if a vacancy be caused for any reason 
other than the expiration of the term the Barbers’ Commission for Mor- 
gan County shall within thirty days after such vacancy is created give 
notice to the licensed barbers of Morgan County of such vacancy, calling 
upon the said barbers to suggest to the Barbers’ Commission for Morgan 
County the names of three barbers to fill the vacancy or vacancies thus 
occasioned; to that end a ballot shall be prepared and enclosed in the 
letter notifying the barbers of the vacancy or vacancies thus created, 
the said ballot reading: ‘I hereby nominate for appointment by the 
Governor of the State of Alabama to the Barbers’ Commission for Mor- 
gan County, Alabama, one of the following named three persons: 


The ballots shall be numbered and identified in such manner as to pre- 
vent anyone employing any ballot other than that forwarded the licensed 
barber entitled to vote and in addition to the ballot the Barbers Com- 
mission for Morgan County shall forward the licensed barber an enve- 
lope addressed to the Barbers’ Commission for Morgan County and prop- 
erly stamped with postage of the United States Government. When the 
ballots are returned to the Barbers’ Commission for Morgan County 
they shall be opened on a day designated in the notification forwarded 
the duly licensed barbers of Morgan County in the presence of the com- 
missioners of the Barber’s Commission for Morgan County then serving, 
and the ballots shall be counted, and the names of the three barbers who 
shall receive the greatest number of votes shall be selected as the three 
nominees of the Barbers’ Commission for Morgan County and the Bar- 
bers’ Commission for Morgan County shall then certify to the Governor 
of the State of Alabama the names of the three barbers receiving the 
highest number of votes, and the Governor shall appoint one of the three 
persons thus designated to fill the vacancy created. If more than one va- 
cancy exists at any time there shall be nominated in the manner herein- 
above designated and certified to the Governor three nominees for each 
such vacancy so that if there be one vacancy there shall be three nomi- 
nees, if there be two vacancies there shall be six nominees, and if there 
be three vacancies there shall be nine nominees certified to the Governor 
of Alabama, who shall select for appointment one nominee from each 
group thus nominated. The Commission immediately upon the qualifica- 
tion of the member appointed each year shall organize by selecting from 
its members a Chairman, and may do all things necessary or convenient 
for carrying into effect the provisions of this Act. Each member of the 
Commission shall receive as full compensation for each day actually spent 
in the work of said Commission the sum of six dollars per day and his 
actual and necessary expenses thereby incurred. The Commission shall 
appoint and at its pleasure discharge, a secretary-treasurer and such 
assistants as may be deemed necessary to discharge the duties imposed 
by the provisions of this Act: The Treasurer so appointed shall be re- 
quired to enter into a bond to be approved by the Commission in the 
sum of not less than One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) conditioned to pay 
any shortage or loss of funds on hand by said Treasurer during his term 
of office or at the time that he is holding office. Said Commission shall 
outline the duties and fix the compensation of the Treasurer. The Com- 
mission shall obtain such office space, furnishings, and other proper 
conveniences as shall be reasonably necessary for carrying out of the pro- 
visions of this Act. The principal office of said Commission shall be lo- 
cated in the City of Decatur, provided, however, that upon the request 
of said Commission, the Board of Revenue and Control shall furnish an 
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office in the Court House without charge. The Commission shall adopt a 
seal with such design as it may prescribe, engraved thereon, by which it 
shall authenticate its proceedings. The Commission shall make appro- 
priate rules and regulations for the administration of the office of the 
Commission and for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this 
Act. In addition thereto, the Commission is empowered to make reason- 
able inspection of the barbers and barber shops of Morgan County to the 
end that they observe proper methods of sanitation and sterilization in 
and about the conduct of their business. Copies of all records and papers 
in the office of the Commission duly certified and authenticated by its 
seal shall be received in evidence in all courts with like effects as the 
original. All records kept in the office of the Commission under authority 
of this act shall be open to public inspection under such rules and regula- 
tions as shall be prescribed by the Commission. All fees and charges 
collected by the Commission under the provisions of this Act, shall be 
paid into the Treasury of the Commission; said funds shall be used and 
kept exclusively in the hands of the Treasurer of this Commission, and 
shall be used under the direction of the Commission, not inconsistent 
with this Act. Funds may be disbursed by an order of the Commission on 
a check being drawn by the Treasurer against such funds, as may be on 
hand, and approved by the Chairman of the Board for the purpose of pay- 
ing all expenses incurred by the Commission, including the compensation 
of members and their employees and their assistants and the Treasurer, 
provided the total expenses for every purpose incurred shall not exceed 
the total fecs and charges collected and paid into the Treasury of this 
Commission, and all monies remaining in said separate fund at the end of 
the fiscal year not expended as herein provided, shall become a part of 
the funds of said Commission and shall be retained by the said Commis- 
sion and may be deposited in any bank on Savings Account or otherwise. 


Section 4. A barber’s college or school, before it shall be issued a 
license by the Barbers’ Commission, must comply with the requirements 
and standards as follows: 


a. Require as a prerequisite to admission, a diploma or other proof 
of graduation from a grammar school, or satisfactory completion of an 
examination devised or approved by the Commission, showing knowledge 
equal to such education. 


b. Require as a prerequisite to graduation, satisfactory completion 
of a course of instruction of not less than one thousand (1,000) hours, to 
be completed over a period of not less than nine months of continuous 
instruction of not more than eight hours in any one day. 


ce. Such course of instruction shall include the following or like and 
equal, subjects: scientific fundamentals of barbering; hygienic vacierivio- 
gy; histology of the hair, skin, muscles, and nerves; structure of the 
head, face, and neck; elementary chemistry relating to sterilization and 
antiseptics; diseases of the skin and hair; massaging and manipulating 
the muscles of the scalp, face, and neck; and haircutting, shaving, and 
bleaching and dyeing of the hair. 


In order to receive a license as an apprentice barber an applicant 
must meet the following requirements: 


a. He must have graduated from a barber’s school or college that 
is approved by the Commission. 
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b. Be seventeen years of age, or older. 
ec. Be of good moral character and temperate habits. 


d. Pass an examination conducted by the Commission to determine 
his fitness to practice as an apprentice barber. 


e. Meet all the other requirements of this Act as it applies to ap- 
prentice barbers, 


In order to receive a license as a barber an applicant must meet the 
following requirements: 


a. He must be a licensed apprentice barber and have practiced as 
such under the immediate personal supervision of a licensed barber for 
a period of not less than twelve months. 


b. Be eighteen (18) yars of age, or older. 
c. Be of good moral character and temperate habits. 


d. Pass an examination conducted by the Commission to determine 
his fitness to practice barbering, such examination to include factors to 
determine the applicants general educational level as well as his know- 
ledge and skill of barbering. The examination shall be conducted with a 
view of determining whether the applicant has general knowledge equal 
to an elementary school education or its equivalent, whether he has a 
thorough knowledge of the subjects required to be taught in barber’s 
school or college, and in examining him as to his knowledge of barbering 
he shall be taken to a barbers chair in a barber shop where barbers li- 
censed under this Act are practicing barbering and given an examination 
that will determine his skill as a barber, by requiring him to perform any 
act or acts of barbering and to name any of the instruments and their 
parts which are used in a barber shop. 


e, Meet all the other requirements of this Act as it applies to a 
barber. 


A barber’s license shall be issued without examination by the Com- 
mission to any person who, for two years immediately preceding the 
effective date of this Act, has been continuously engaged in the practice 
of barbering at one or more established places of business in Morgan 
County, provided he shall make application before the expiration of three 
years after the effective date of this Act, which application shall be ac- 
companied by the recommendations of at least two licensed barbers doing 
business in Morgan County, not related to the applicant by blood or mar- 
riage, certifying that the applicant is of good reputation and qualified to 
practice barbering. 


A licensed apprentice barber shall not independently practice barber- 
ing, but may do any and all acts constituting the practice of barbering: 
under the immediate personal supervision of a licensed barber. 


Section 5. Words used in the masculine gender in this Act include 
the feminine gender. 
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Every applicant for a barber’s license, apprentice barber’s license, 
or for a license to operate a barber shop, barber college or other like 
business shall apply therefore in writing on blanks prepared and furnished 
by the Commission. Such application shall be accompanied by the recom- 
mendation of at least two licensed barbers doing business in Morgan 
County, not related to the applicant by blood or marriage, certifying 
that the applicant is of good reputation, is qualified to practice the trade 
of barbering, and recommending that a license be granted him. The appli- 
cation shall be accompanied by a doctor’s certificate certifying that the 
applicant has no communicable, contagious, or infectious disease. 


An applicant for any license provided for under this Act who is re- 
fused such license shall be so notified in writing, along with the reason 
or reasons therefor, such notice to be personally delivered to the appli- 
cant or sent to his last known address by registered mail. 


An applicant for a license who fails to satisfactorily complete an 
examination conducted by the Commission may apply for re-examination 
at any future meeting of the Commission. 


When an applicant shall pass the examination and meet the other 
requirements provided for in this Act the Commission shall issue a license, 
the farm and contents to be prescribed by the Commission, showing the 


license shall be publicly displayed in the place of business where the 
licensee works or operates. The Commission shall also issue to each li- 
censee a pocket card on which shall be imprinted the Seal of the Com- 
mission and certifying that the person whose name appears thereon is a 
licensed barber, apprentice barber, or operator of one of the businesses 
named herein. 


The original and annual renewal fee for each apprentice barber's 
and barber’s license shall be ten dollars ($10.00). The original and any 
subsequent examination fee for apprentice barber or barber shall be fif- 
teen dollars ($15.00). The original and annual renewal fee for operating 
a barber college or school shall be two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00). 


Any licensed barber or apprentice barber who retires from the 
practice of barbering and fails to keep his license renewed, may, for a 
period of two years after the expiration date of his last license, renew his 
license upon payment of a restoration fee of ten dollars ($10.00) in addi- 
tion to the license fee, and by furnishing the proper health certificate and 
meeting the other requirements of this Act; provided, that he need not 
take another examination unless more than two years has elapsed. 


Every license shall expire on the thirty-first day of December of 
each year. A licensee whose license has expired may, within thirty (30) 
days thereafter, have his license renewed upon making a satisfactory 
showing to the Commission, supported by his personal affidavit, which, 
in the opinion of the Commission will excuse the applicant for having 
failed to renew his Hicense within the time required by this Act. 


The Commission shall issue a new license to each applicant for the 
ensuing year, in the absence of any reason or condition that might war- 
rant the refusal of granting the license upon the receipt of the written 
request of the applicant, accompanied by the annual fee therefor and the 
proper physicians certificate. 
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The Commission may upon its own motion, and shall upon the writ- 
ten complaint of any three persons making out a prima facie case, in- 
vestigate the actions of any licensee, and shall have the power to suspend 
or revoke any license issued under the provisions of this Act where the 
licensee has fraudulently obtained his license, or where the licensee is 
guilty of the violation of any state, county, or city statute or ordinance 
pertaining to barbering or the operation of a business affected hereby, 
the violation of any provision of this Act, or the violation of any rule or 
regulation established by the Commission. 


The Commission shall, before denying an application for a license, or 
before suspending or revoking any license, set the matter down for hear- 
ing, and at least ten days prior to the date set for the hearing notify the 
applicant or licensee in writing, which notice shall contain an exact state- 
ment of the charges made, and the date and place of hearing. Such no- 
tice shall be personally delivered to the applicant or licensee or by mail- 
ing the same by registered mail to the last known address of such appli- 
cant or licensee. At all hearings the applicant or licensee shall have 
the opportunity to be heard in person or by counsel or both and shall 
have the right of attendance of witnesses in his behalf. In the preparation 
and conduct of the hearings, the Commission shall have the power to re- 
quire by subpoena the appearance and testimony of witnesses and the 
production of papers, and any member of the Commission may issue sub- 
poenas, administer oaths, and examine witnesses. The fees and mileage 
shall be the same as prescribed by law in judicial procedure in the courts 
of the State in civil cases. In case of disobedience to a subpoena, any 
member of the Commission may invoke the aid of any court of competent 
jurisdiction in requiring the attendance and testimony of witnesses and 
the production of papers, and such court may issue an order requiring 
the persons to appear before the Commission, and give evidence, or pro- 
duce papers, as the case may be, and any failure to obey such order of 
the court may be punished by the court as a contempt thereof. Any per- 
son so refusing to appear and give testimony required by such Commis- 
sion shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished as provided by law. If 
the Commission shall determine that any applicant is not qualified to re- 
ceive a license, or that any licensee is guilty of a violation of any of the 
provisions of this Act, a license shall not be granted, or the same shall be 
revoked as the case may require. Upon the request of the applicant or 
licensee in writing, the Commission shall furnish said party with a defi- 
nite statement of its findings of facts and its reason or reasons for re- 
fusing to grant the license or for its suspension or revocation of same. 
The findings of the Commission may be appealed to the Circuit Court of 
Morgan County, provided an appeal is taken within ten days after such 
final determination of the Commission. Any person desiring to appeal 
under this section shall file with the Commission or some member there- 
of, a notice in writing that he appeals to the Circuit Court with at least 
one solvent surety payable to the County of Morgan, conditioned to pro- 
secute such appeal to effect, and upon failure to do so, to pay all costs 
and damages which may be taxed against him by the Circuit Court of 
Morgan County, and any cause so appealed shall be tried de novo in said 
Circuit Court. In any of the aforesaid Commission hearings or court 
cases the Commission shall be represented by the County or Circuit 
Solicitor. 


The Commission shall at least every three months hold an examina- 
tion for the purpose of determining the qualifications of any apprentice 
barbers, and shall conduct said examination in accordance with the pro- 
visions hereof and in accordance with the rules and regulations promul- 
gated by said Commission not inconsistent with this Act. Said examina- 
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tion to be conducted in the city, town, or village where the principal of- 
fice of the Commission is located. 


Section 6. Any person violating the provisions of this Act shall upon 
conviction be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment for a term not to exceed six months or by both fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the Court. This provision shall have 
application to any officer or agent of a corporation, co-partnership or 
association operated in violation of this Act. Any court of competent 
jurisdiction in said county shall have full power to try any violation of 
this Act, and upon conviction the Court may at its discretion revoke the 
license of the person, co-partnership, association or corporation violating 
the terms hereof. Before the Commissioners herein provided for shall re- 
ceive a commission and enter upon the discharge of their duties each 
shall take and subscribe the oath provided by law to be taken by elective 
officers of the State of Alabama. 


Section 7. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase or re- 
quirement of this Act is for any reason held to be unconstitutional, such 
decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions thereof.

Section 8. All laws, or parts of laws, in conflict with this Act be, 
and the same are hereby repealed. 


Section 9. Nothing in this Act contained shall affect the power of 
the State, County or municipality to tax, license and regulate persons, 
co-partnerships, associations or corporations, operating barber shops, bar- 
ber colleges, or other like businesses. The requirements hereof shall be

He may be removed from office for any cause 
enumerated in Section 173 of the Constitution and in the manner pre-, 
scribed by law. No person shall be eligible to the office of judge unless 
he is at the time of his appointment or election a qualified elector of 
Limestone County, learned in the law and admitted to the practice of 
law by the Supreme Court of Alabama, for a period of at least three 
years prior to such election or appointment, and over the age of twenty- 
five years. The judge shall not engage in the practice of law during his 
term of office; and he shall be subject to the same penalties and obliga- 
tions as circuit judges.

Relating to Elmore County; levying a license tax on persons and others 
engaging in selling tangible personal property at retail and on persons and 
others conducting places of amusement in said county, the said tax to be 
measured by the gross receipt or gross proceeds of such businesses; levy- 
ing an excise tax on the storage, use or other consumption in said county 
of tangible personal property purchased for use, storage or other con- 
sumption in said county; specifying sales and transactions that are ex- 
empt from the measurement of the said license tax; specifying property 
the use, storage or other consumption of which is exempt from the said 
excise tax; providing for payment of said taxes, making reports and 
maintaining records with respect thereto, the collection of the said taxes, 
and the enforcement of the provisions of this act; making applicable 
to the taxes herein levied, and adopting by reference, certain provisions 
of Act No. 100 adopted at the 1959 Second Special Session of the Legis- 
lature of Ala. and of Article 11 of Chap. 20 of Title 51 of the Code of 
Alabama, as amended; providing that the Commissioner of Revenue 
and the State Department of Revenue shall have all powers and duties 
respecting the taxes herein levied and the collection thereof that they 
have under said Act No. 100 and said Article 11, as amended as afore- 
said; providing for collection of said excise tax by sellers registered under 
Section 790 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended; 
providing that the said license tax shall be added to the sales price or 
admission fee and passed on to the purchaser or person paying the said 
admission fee; providing for a discount to persons subject to the said li- 
cense tax and to such registered sellers; providing for a charge by the 
State Department of Revenue for collecting the taxes herein levied; and 
providing for the use of the revenues from said taxes. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Meaning of Terms Used in This Act. The following words, 
terms and phrases where used in this act shall have the following re- 
spective meanings, except where the context clearly indicates a different 
meaning: “this State’ means the State of Alabama: “Elmore County” 
means Elmore County in this State: ‘State Sales Tax statutes” means 
Act No. 100 adopted at the 1959 Second Special Session of the Legislature 
of Alabama; “State Sales Tax’ means the tax imposed by the State Sales 
Tax statutes; ‘State Use Tax statutes’ means Article 11 of Chapter 20 of 
Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 as the said Article 11 has been 
amended; “State Use Tax” means the tax imposed by the State Use Tax 
statutes; “registered seller’’ means the person registered with the State 
Department of Revenue pursuant to Section 790 of Title 51 of said Code, 
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as heretofore amended; “month” means a calendar month; “quarterly 
period” means the period of three months ending on the last day of each 
March, June, September, or December; “fiscal year’ means the period 
commencing on October 1 of each calendar year and ending on September 
30 of the next succeeding calendar year. In addition to the foregoing 
definitions, all words, terms and phrases that are defined in the State 
Sales Tax statutes or in the State Use Tax statutes shall, where used in 
this act, have the meanings respectively ascribed to them in the State 
Sales Tax statutes or in the State Use Tax statutes, as the case may be, 
except where the context herein clearly indicates a different meaning. 


Section 2. Levy of License Tax Measured by Gross Sales or Gross 
Receipts. There is hereby levied in Elmore County, in addition to all 
other taxes of every kind now imposed by law, and shall be collected as 
herein provided, a privilege or license tax against the person on account 
of the business activities and in the amount to be determined by the 
application of rates against gross sales, or gross receipts, as the case may 
be, as follows: 


(a) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Elmore County, in the business of selling at retail any tangible 
personal property whatsoever, including merchandise and commodities 
of every kind and character (not including, however, bonds or other evi- 
dences of dcbts or stecks), an amount equal to one per cent (1%) of the 
gross proceeds of sales of the business except where a different amount 
is expressly provided herein; provided, however, that any person en- 
gaging or continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber 
shall pay the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such 
business at the rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show 
separately the gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his 
books are not so kept he shall pay the tax as a retailer, on the gross sales 
of the business. 


(b) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing, 
within Elmore County, in the business of conducting or operating places of 
amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving pic- 
ture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including 
wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football 
and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or under 
the auspices of any educational institution within this State, or any 
athletic association thereof, or other association whether such institu- 
tion or association be a denominational, a state, a county, or a municipal 
institution, or association, or a state, county, or city school, or other in- 
stitution, association or school) skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses, or 
any other place at which any exhibition, display, amusement or enter- 
tainment is offered to the public ur place or places where an admission 
fee is charged, including public bathing places, public dance halls of 
every kind and description within Elmore County, an amount equal to one 
per cent (1%) of the gross receipts of any such business; 


provided, that there are exempted from the provisions of this section and 
from the computation of the amuunt uf the tax imposed in this section 
the gross receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales 
which are cxempted under the State Sales Tax statutes from com- 
putation of the amount of the State Sales Taxes; and there are 
likewise exempted the gross proceeds of sales of automotive vehicles, 
truck trailers and semi-trailers, machines and machinery used in the 
mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manufacturing of tan- 
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gible personal property, and the parts of such machines and machinery 
and the attachments and replacements therefor which are made or manu- 
factured for use on or in the operation of such machines and machinery 
and are customarily used in the operation thereof. 


Section 3. Levy of Excise Tax on Use, Storage and Consumption of 
Tangible Personalty. An excise tax is hereby imposed on the storage, 
use or other consumption in Elmore County of tangible personal property 
purchased at retail, on or after the first day of October, 1961, for stor- 
age, use or other consumption in Elmore County, at the rate of one per 
cent (1%) of the sales price of such property, regardless of whether the 
retailer is or is not engaged in business in Elmore County or in this 
State; provided, however, that there are exempted from the provisions of 
this section and the tax imposed in this section the storage, use or other 
consumption of property the storage, use or other consumption of which 
are exempted under the State Use Tax statutes from the State Use Tax; 
and there are likewise exempted the storage, use or other consumption of 
any automotive vehicles, truck trailer or semi-trailer purchased at retail, 
and any machine or machinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, 
processing or manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the 
parts of such machines or machinery and attachments and replacements 
therefor. Subject to the exemptions provided for in the preceding sen- 
tence, every person storing, using or otherwise consuming in Elmore 
County tangible personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for 
the tax imposed by this section, and the liability shall not be extinguished 
until the said tax has been paid by such person as herein provided; pro- 
vided, however, that a receipt from a registered seller given, pursuant to 
Section 5 of this act, to the purchaser of any property to be used, stored 
or consumed in Elmore County shall be sufficent to relieve the pur- 
chaser from further liability for a tax to which such receipt may refer. 


Section 4. Due Dates and Payment of, and Reports Respecting, the 
Taxes herein Levied. All taxes levied in this act shall be paid to and col- 
lected by the State Department of Revenue at the same time and along 
with the collection of the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax. On or 
prior to the due dates of the taxes herein ievied each person subject to 
said taxes shall file with the State Department of Revenue a report or 
return in such form as may be prescribed by the department, setting 
forth, with respect to all sales and business that are provided in Section 
2 hereof to be used as a measurement of the tax levied in said Section 2, 
a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all such sales and the gross 
receipts of all such business and setting forth, with respect to the tax 
levied in Section 3 hereof, the total sales price of all property, the use, 
storage, or other consumption of which became subject to the tax im- 
posed by said Section 3 during the then preceding quarterly period; pro- 
vided, however, that said reports shall include also such other items of 
information pertinent to the said taxes and the amount thereof as the 
State Department of Revenue may require. Any person subject to the 
taxes levied in Section 2 hereof may defer reporting credit sales until 
after their collection and, in the event he so defers reporting them, he 
shall thereafter include in each monthly report all credit collections 
made during the month preceding, and shall pay the taxes due thereon at 
the time of filing such report. All reports or returns filed with the State 
Department of Revenue under this section shall be available for inspec- 
tion by the governing body of Elmore County, or its designated agent, at 
reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 5. Collection, Payment and Report by Registered Sellers of 
Tax Levied in Section 3 hereof. Every registered seller regularly and con- 
tinually making sales of tangible personal property for storage, use or 
other consumption in Elmore County (which storage, use or other con- 
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sumption is not herein exempted from the tax imposed in Section 3 here- 
of) shall at the time of making such sales or, if the storage, use or otner 
consumption of such tangible personal property in Elmore County is 
not then taxable under this act, at the time such storage, use or other 
consumption becomes taxable hereunder, collect the tax imposed by 
Section 2 of this act from the purchaser, and shall give to the pur- 
chaser a receipt therefor in the manner and form prescribed by the State 
Department of Revenue. On the twentieth day of the month following 
the close of each quarterly period provided for in Section 4 hereof, each 
registered seller shall file with the State Department of Revenue a re- 
turn for the preceding quarterly period in such form as may be pre- 
scribed by the department, showing the total sales price of the tangible 
personal property sold by such registered seller, the storage, use or other 
consumption of which became subject to the tax imposed by Section 3 
of this act during the then preceding quarterly period; and each return 
shall be accompanied by a remittance of the amount of the tax herein 
required to be collected by such registered seller during the period cov- 
ered by the return; provided, that any registered seller may defer col- 
lecting the tax with respect to credit sales until collection of the proceeds 
of such sales and may defer reporting credit sales until after their col- 
lection, but shall thereafter collect the said taxes along with collection 
of said credit sales and shall include in each quarterly report all credit 
collections made during the preceding quarterly period, and shall remit 
the taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such report or return. 
Any persuin who has paid tc a registered seller the tax with respect to the 
use, storage or other consumption of tangible personal property in EI- 
more County need not file a report or make any further payment of 
the said tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal property, 
the storage use or other consumption of which is subject to the tax im- 
posed by Section 3 of this act and who has not paid the tax due with 
respect thereto to a registered seller, shall report and pay the tax as re- 
quired by Section 4 hereof. 


Section 6. Tax to be Passed on to Purchaser, User or Consumer. 
Each person engaging or continuing within Elmore County in a business 
subject to the taxes levied in Section 2 of this act shall add to the sales 
price or admission fee and collect from the purchaser or the person pay- 
ing the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer on account of said 
taxes levied in said Section 2; and every registered seller shall likewise 
add to the sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount of any 
tax which such registered seller is required by Section 5 hereof to collect. 
It shall be unlawful for any person subject to the tax levied in said Sec- 
tion 2 to fail or refuse to add to the sales price or admission fee and 
to collect from the purchaser or person paying the admission fee the 
amount herein required to be so added to the sales or admission price 
and collected from the purchaser, and it shall likewise be unlawful for 
any person subject to said tax to refund or offer to refund all or any 
part of the amuunt so collected or to absorh or advertise directly or 
indirectly the absorption or refund of said tax or any portion thereof. 
It shall likewise be unlawful for any registered seller to fail or refuse 
to add to the sales price and to collect from the purchaser the amount 
of the tax imposed by Section 3 of this act or to refund or offer to 
refund or absorb or to advertise directly or indirectly the absorption of, 
said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 7. Enforcement and Collection of Taxes herein Levied. Tax- 
imposed by this act shall constitute a debt due Elmore County and may 
be collected by civil suit, in addition to all other methods provided by law 
and in this act. The said taxes, together with interest and penalties 
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with respect thereto, shall constitute and be secured by a lien upon the 
property of any person from whom said taxes are due or who is re- 
quired to collect said taxes. All of the provisions of the revenue laws of 
this State which apply to the enforcement of liens for license taxes due 
this State shall apply fully to the collection of the taxes herein levied, 
and the State Department of Revenue, for the use and benefit of Elmore 
County shall collect such taxes and enforce this act and shall have 
and exercise for such collection and enforcement all rights and remedies 
that this State or the department has for collection of the State Sales 
Tax and the State Use Tax. The State Department of Revenue shall 
have full authority to employ such special counsel as it deems necessary 
from time to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be 
levied by this act, and to otherwise enforce the provisions of this act, 
including any litigation involving this act; and the department shall pay 
such special counsel such fees as it deems necessary and proper from 
the proceeds of the taxes collected by it for Elmore County. 


Section 8. Adoption by Reference of State Sales Tax Statutes and 
State Use Tax Statutes, where Applicable. All provisions of the State 
Sales Tax statutes with respect to payment, assessment and collection of 
the State Sales Tax, making of monthly reports and keeping and pre- 
serving records with respect thereto, interest after due date of tax, 
penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports or otherwise comply with 
the State Sales Tax statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations 
with respect to the State Sales Tax, and the administration and enforce- 
ment of the State Sales Tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act when applied to the tax levied in Section 2 hereof, 
shall apply to the tax levied in the said Section 2; and all provisions of 
the State Use Tax statutes with respect to payment, assessment and col- 
lection of the State Use Tax, making quarterly reports and keeping and 
preserving records with respect thereto, interest after due date of tax, 
penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports or otherwise comply with 
the State Use Tax statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations 
with respect to the State Use Tax, and the administration and enforce- 
ment of the State Use Tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act when applied to the tax levied in Section 3 hereof, 
shall apply to the tax levied in the said Section 3. The State Commis- 
sioner of Revenue and the State Department of Revenue shall have and 
exercise all of the same powers, duties and obligations with respect to 
the taxes levied in Section 2 and 3 hereof that are imposed on the com- 
missioner and the department, respectively, by the State Sales Tax 
statutes and the State Use Tax statutes. All provisions of the State 
Sales Tax statutes and the State Use Tax statutes that are made ap- 
plicable in this act to the taxes herein levied and to the administration 
of this act are hereby incorporated herein by reference and made a part 
hereof as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 9. Discounts allowed Retailers and Registered Sellers. Each 
person subject to the license tax provided for in Section 2 hereof shall 
be allowed and may retain, out of the taxes levied by said Section 2 
and payable by such retailer, a discount equal to two per cent (2%) 
thereof. Each registered seller shall be allowed and may retain, out of 
the taxes herein required to be collected by such registered seller, a dis- 
count equal to three per cent (3%) thereof. 


Section 10. Disposition of Revenues from Taxes herein Levied. The 
state department of revenue shall charge Elmore County for collecting 
the special county taxes levied such amount or percentage of total col- 
lections as may be agreed upon by the commissioner of revenue and the 
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court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like governing body 
of the county, but such charge shall not in any event exceed three per 
cent of the total amount of special county taxes collected hereunder 
within the county. Such charge for collecting the special taxes for the 
county may be deducted each month from the special sales and special 
use taxes collected before certifying the amount of the proceeds thereof 
due Elmore County for that month. The Commissioner of revenue shall 
pay into the state treasury all county taxes collected under this act, 
as such taxes are received by the department of revenue; and on or 
before the first day of each successive month (commencing with the 
month following the month in which the department makes the first col- 
lections hereunder), the commissioner shall certify to the state comptrol- 
ler the amount of taxes collected under the provisions of this act and 
paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of Elmore County 
during the month immediately preceding the making of such certificate. 
Provided, however, that before certifying the amount of the taxes paid 
into the state treasury for the benefit of the county during each month, 
the commissioner may deduct from the taxes collected in said month 
the charges due the department for the collection of the taxes for the 
county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller to issue his warrant each 
month payable to the custodian of the public funds of Elmore County 
in an amount equal to the amount so certified by the commissioner 
of revenue as having been collected for the use of the county. The 
custodian of public funds for Elmore County shall deposit the revenue 
derived from the taxes levied herein a special account separate and 
apart from other county funds, and shall maintain separate records of 
such special account. The net revenue derived by Elmore County from 
the taxes levied in this act shall be used exclusively for public school 
purposes within the county. 


Section 11. Termination of Levy. The levy of taxes herein made 
shall terminate at midnight on September 30, 1965. All of the provisions 
of this act pertaining to payment and collection of the taxes herein levied, 
the making of reports and maintenance of records with respect thereto, 
and in general the enforcement of this act shall thereafter continue to 
be effective with respect to the taxes herein levied that shall have accrued 
hereunder prior to October 1, 1965. 


Section 12. Severability Clause. In the event any section, sentence, 
clause or portion of this act should be declared invalid by any court of 
competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect the validity of 
any of the remaining sections, sentences, clauses or portions of this 
act, which shall continue effective. 


Section 13. Effective Date of Act. This act shall become effective 
October 1, 1961.

ball and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or 
under the auspices of any educational institution, or any athletic associa- 
tion thereof, or other association whether such institution or associa- 
tion be denominational, a state, county, or a city school, or other insti- 
tution, association, or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses 
or any other place at which any exhibition, display, amusement, or en- 
tertainment is offered to the public or places charged, including public 
bathing places, public dance halls of every kind and description, con- 
ducted or carried on within the county, an amount equal to one per- 
cent of the gross receipts of any such business. 


3. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail machines or ma- 
chinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manu- 
facturing of tangible personal property, and the parts of such machines 
or machinery, attachments and replacements therefor which are made 
or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines or 
machinery, and which are necessary to the operation of such machines or 
machinery, and are customarily so used, an amount equal to one-half 
of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of such machines or 
machinery, attachments, parts and replacements therefor. 


4, Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail any automotive 
vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount equal to one-half 
of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said automotive ve- 
hicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer. Provided, that where any used 
automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, or 
in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment of the sale of a new or 
used vehicle, the tax levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, 
that is, the price of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the 
used vehicle taken in trade. 


5. An excise tax may be imposed on— 


The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of tangible 
personal property purchased at retail, for storage, use or other consump- 
tion in the county, at the rate of one percent of the sale price of such 
property, regardless of whether the retailer is or is not engaged in 
business in the county or in this state, except as provided in paragraphs 
a and b below; and 


a) The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any 
new or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer, or semi-trailer purchased 
at retail for storage, use, or other consumption in the county, at the rate 
of one-half of one percent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, 
truck trailer, or semi-trailer. Where any used automotive vehicle or 
truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, 
as a credit or part payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the 
tax levied shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the difference in 
the price of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used ve- 
hicle taken in trade; and 


b) The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any 
machines or machinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, proc- 
essing and manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the 
parts of such machines or machinery, attachments, and replacements 
therefor which are made or manufactured for use on or in the opera- 
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tion of such machines or machinery, purchased at retail for storage, 
use, or other consumption in the county, at the rate of one-half of one 
percent of the sales price of such machines or machinery or the parts, 
attachments, or replacements therefor. 


(b) There shall be exempted from the levy of such taxes the gross 
receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are 
exempted under the state sales tax statutes from the computation of 
the amount of the state sales tax. And there shall also be exempted 
from the levy the storage, use, or other consumption of property, the 
storage, use, or other consumption of which is exempted under the state 
use tax statutes from the state use tax. Subject to these exemptions, 
every person storing or using or otherwise consuming in the county tan- 
gible personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax 
imposed, and the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has 
been paid by such person; provided, however, that a receipt from a reg- 
istered seller given to the purchaser of any property to be used, stored, 
or consumed in the county shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser 
from further liability for the tax to which such receipt may refer. The 
term “registered seller’ means the person registered with the state de- 
partment of revenue pursuant to the state sales tax statutes. The 
term “state sales tax statutes’ means Act No. 100, H. 94, approved 
August 18, 1959, which levies a retail sales tax for state purposes, and 
includes all statutes, including amendments to said Act No. 100 here- 
tofore enacted which expressly set forth any exempiions froin the com- 
putation of the tax levied in said Act No. 100, and all other statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the 
administration of said Act No. 100 and the incidence and collection of 
the tax imposed therein. The term “state use tax statutes’ means Ar- 
ticle 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore 
amended, including all statutes heretofore enacted which expressly set 
forth any exemptions from the computation of the tax levied in said 
Article 11 and all other statutes heretofore enacted which expressly 
apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of the said article and 
the incidence and collection of the tax imposed therein. 


Section 4. Unless otherwise expressly provided for in the order, 
ordinance, or resolution levying the taxes herein authorized, such taxes 
shall become effective on the first day of the second month next follow- 
ing the date of the order, ordinance, or resolution; provided, notice of 
adoption of such an order, ordinance, or resolution must be given to 
the commissioner of the state department of revenue not less than 45 
days before the taxes are to become effective. The taxes levied and 
imposed shall be in addition to all other taxes now provided by law and 
shall be collected as hereinafter provided. 


Section 5. All taxes ievied pursuant io this Act shall be paid te an 
collected by the state department of revenue at the same time and along 
with the collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax. On or 
before the due dates of the taxes levied each person subject to such 
taxes shall file with the state department of revenue a report or return 
in such form as may. be prescribed by the department, setting forth 
with respect to aii saies aud business that arc required to he usad as 
a measurement of the tax levied, a correct statement of the gross pro- 
ceeds of all such sales and the ernss receipts of all such business, and 
setting forth with respect to the use tax levied, the total sales price 
of all property, the use, storage, or other consumption of which became 
subject to the tax during the then preceding quarterly period. Such re- 
ports shall include also such other items of information pertinent to the 
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said taxes and the amount thereof as the state department of revenue 
may require. Any person subject to the taxes levied may defer report- 
ing credit sales until after their collection, and in the event he so de- 
fers reporting them, he shall thereafter include in each monthly report 
all credit collections made during the month preceding, and shall pay 
the taxes due thereon at the time of filing such report. All reports or 
returns filed with the state department of revenue under this section 
shall be available for inspection by the governing body of Lamar Coun- 
ty, or its designated agent, at reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 6. Every registered seller regularly and continually making 
sales of tangible personal property for storage, use, or other consump- 
tion in Lamar County (which storage, use, or other consumption is not 
exempted from the tax imposed) shall at the time of making such sale 
or, if the storage, use, or other consumption of such tangible personal 
property in the county is not then taxable under this Act, at the time 
such storage, use, or other consumption becomes taxable hereunder, col- 
lect the tax from the purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser a re- 
ceipt therefor in the manner and form prescribed by the state depart- 
ment of revenue. On the twentieth day of the month following the close 
of each quarterly period, each registered seller shall file with the state 
department of revenue a return for the preceding quarterly period in 
such form as may be prescribed by the department, showing the total 
sales of the tangible personal property sold by such registered sellers, 
the storage, use, or other consumption of which became subject to the 
tax imposed during the then preceding quarterly period; and each re- 
turn shall be accompanied by a remittance of the amount of the tax re- 
quired to be collected by such registered seller during the period fol- 
lowed by the return; provided, that any registered seller may defer 
collecting the tax with respect to credit sales until collection of the pro- 
ceeds of such sales and may defer reporting credit sales until after their 
collection, but shall thereafter collect the said taxes along with collec- 
tion of said credit sales and shall include in each quarterly report all 
credit collections made during the preceding quarterly period, and shall 
omit the taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such report or 
return. Any person who has paid to a registered seller the tax with re- 
spect to the use, storage, or other consumption of tangible personal prop- 
erty in Lamar County need not file a report or make any further pay- 
ment of the said tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal 
property, the storage, use, or other consumption of which is subject to 
the tax imposed, and who has not paid the tax due with respect thereto 
to a gaa seller, shall report and pay the tax as required by Sec- 
tion 5. 


Section 7. Each person engaging or continuing within Lamar Coun- 
ty in a business subject to the taxes levied pursuant to Section 3 shall 
add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the purchaser 
or the person paying the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer 
on account of said taxes; and every registered seller shall likewise add 
to the sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount of any 
tax which such registered seller is required to collect. It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person subject to the tax levied to fail or refuse to add to 
the sales price or admission fee and to collect from the purchaser or 
person paying the admission fee the amount herein required to be so 
added to the sales or admission price and collected from the purchaser, 
and it shall likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said tax to 
refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so collected or 
to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or refund 
of said tax or any portion thereof. It shall likewise be unlawful for 
any registered seller to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and to 
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coliect from the purchaser the amount of the tax imposed or to refund 
or offer to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption of, said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 8. The taxes imposed pursuant to this Act shall constitute 
a debt due Lamar County and may be collected by civil suit, in addi- 
tion to all other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, 
together with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall consti- 
tute and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from 
whom said taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All 
provisions of the revenue laws of this state which apply to the enforce- 
ment of liens for license taxes due the state shall apply fully to the 
collection of the county taxes levied and that state department of reve- 
nue, for the use and benefit of Lamar County shall collect such taxes 
and enforce this Act and shall have and exercise for such collection and 
enforcement all rights and remedies that this state or the department 
has for collection of the state sales tax & the state use tax. The state 
department of revenue shall have full authority to employ such special 
counsel as it deems necessary from time to time to enforce collection 
of the taxes authorized to be levied by this Act, and to otherwise en- 
force the provisions of this Act, including any litigation involving the 
Act; and the department shall pay such special counsel such fees as it 
deems necessary and proper from the proceeds of the taxes collected 
by it for Lamar County. 


Section 9. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with re- 
spect to payment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, mak- 
ing of reports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, 
interest after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make 
reports or otherwise comply with the State Sales Tax and the admin- 
istration and enforcement of the state sales tax statutes, which are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when applied to the 
tax levied pursuant to Section 3 hereof, shail apply to the county tax 
levied; and all provisions of the state use tax statutes with respect 
to payment, assessment and collection of the state use tax, making 
quarterly reports and keeping and preserving records with respect there- 
to, interest after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make 
reports or otherwise comply with the state use tax statutes, the pro- 
mulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the state use tax, 
and the administration and enforcement of the state use tax statutes, 
which are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when applied 
to the county use tax levied shall apply to the county tax. The commis- 
sioner of revenue and the state department of revenue shall have and 
exercise the same powers, duties and obligations with respect to the coun- 
ty taxes levied as are imposed on the commissioner and the department, 
respectively, by the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax stat- 
utes. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax 
statutes that are made appiicabie ui this Act to the county taxes levied 
and to the administration of this Act are incorporated herein by ref- 
erence and made a part hereof as it fully set forth herein. 


Section 10. The state department of revenue shall charge Lamar 
County for collecting the special county taxes levied such amount or per- 
centage of total collections as may ve agreed upuin bY the Commissioner 
of revenue and the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
like poverning body of the county, but such charge shall not in any 
event exceed three percent of the “total amount of special county taxes 
collected hereunder within the county. Such charge for collecting the 
special taxes for the county may be deducted each month from the spe- 
cial sales and special use taxes collected before certifying the amount 
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of the proceeds thereof due Lamar County for that month. The com- 
missioner of revenue shall pay into the state treasury all county taxes 
collected under this Act, as such taxes are received by the department 
of revenue; and on or before the first day of each successive month 
(commencing with the month following the month in which the depart- 
ment makes the first collections hereunder), the commissioner shall cer- 
tify to the state comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the 
provisions of this Act and paid by him into the state treasury for the 
benefit of Lamar County during the month immediately preceding the 
making of such certificate. Provided, however, that before certifying the 
amount of the taxes paid into the state treasury for the benefit of the 
county during each month, the commissioner may deduct from the taxes 
collected in said month the charges due the department for the collec- 
tion of the taxes for the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller 
to issue his warrant each month payable to the custodian of the public 
funds of Lamar County in an amount equal to the amount so certified 
by the commissioner of revenue as having been collected for the use 
of the county. The custodian of public funds for Lamar County shall 
deposit the revenue derived from the taxes levied herein in a special 
account separate and apart from other county funds, and shall main- 
tain separate records of such special account. 


Section 11. The net revenue derived by the county from the taxes 
levied under this Act shall be paid over to the board of education of 
Lamar County and shall be spent by the board for the operation and 
maintenance of the schools in the county school system. 


Section 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 13. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 14. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. This Act shall apply only in Covington County. 


Section 2. (a) If approved by a majority of the qualified voters of 
Covington County who vote thereon at the referendum election provided 
for in subsection (b), the court of county commissioners, board of reve- 
nue, or like governing body of said county may adopt an order, ordinance, 
or resolution levying special county taxes, to parallel state sales and 
use taxes, in the manner and at the rates prescribed in this Act. 


(b) The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like 
governing body of Covington County shall call and provide for holding 
an election for the purpose of determining whether or not such special 
county taxes shall be levied and imposed as provided in this Act. The 
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election shall be held on a day not less than 30 nor more than 60 days 


after the date of this enactment. Notice of the election shall be given 
not more than 30 nor less than 15 days before the date set for the elec- 
tion, by publication in a newspaper published in the county once a week 
for two successive weeks. The election shall be held and conducted in 
the manner provided by law for holding other county elections; and the 
cost of the election, including the cost of publishing the notice, shall be 
paid by the county board of education. The question to be voted on 
shall be stated on the ballots substantially as follows: “Do you favor 
a county sales tax for educational purposes?” : 


Section 3. (a) The special county taxes levied pursuant to this Act 
shall be privilege license and excise taxes in substance as follows: 


1. Upon every person, firm, or corporation (not including the State 
of Alabama or the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or ABC 
stores) engaged or continuing within the county in the business of sell- 
ing at retail any tangible personal property whatsoever, including mer- 
chandise and commodities of every kind and character (not including, 
however, bonds or other evidence of debt or stocks), an amount equal 
to one per cent of the gross proceeds of sales of the business except 
where a different amount is expresly provided herein. Any person en- 
gaging or continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or johher 
shall pay the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such 
businesses at the rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show 
separately the gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his 
books are not so kept he shall pay the tax as retailer, on the gross sales 
of the business. 


2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of conducting or operating places of 
amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving pic- 
ture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including 
wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, foot- 
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ball and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or un- 
der the auspices of any educational institution, or any athletic associa- 
tion thereof, or other association whether such institution or association 
be denominational, a state, county, or a city school, or other institution, 
association, or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses or any 
other place at which any exhibition, display, amusement, or entertain- 
ment is offered to the public or place or places where an admission fee 
is charged, including public bathing places, public dance halls of every 
kind and description, conducted or carried on within the county, an 
amount equal to one percent of the gross receipts of any such business. 


3. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail machines or ma- 
chinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manu- 
facturing of tangible personal property, and the parts of such machines 
or machinery, attachments and replacements therefor which are made 
or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines or ma- 
chinery, and which are necessary to the operation of such machines or 
machinery, and are customarily so used, an amount equal to one-half of 
one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of such machines or ma- 
chinery, attachments, parts and replacements therefor. 


4. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail any automotive ve- 
hicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount equal to one-half of 
one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said automotive vehicle 
or truck trailer and semi-trailer. Provided, that where any used auto- 
motive vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, or in a 
series of trades, as a credit or part payment of the sale of a new or used 
vehicle, the tax levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, 
the price of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used ve- 
hicle taken in trade. 


5. An excise tax may be imposed on— 


The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of tangible 
personal property purchased at retail, for storage, use or other consump- 
tion in the county, at the rate of one percent of the sale price of such 
property, regardless of whether the retailer is or is not engaged in busi- 
ness in the county or in this state, except as provided in paragraphs a 
and b below; and 


a. The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any new 
or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi-trailer purchased at 
retail for storage, use, or other consumption in the county, at the rate 
of one-half of one percent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, 
truck trailer, or semi-trailer. Where any used automotive vehicle or truck 
trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as a 
credit or part payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax 
levied shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the difference in the 
price of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used vehicle 
taken in trade; and 


b. The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any ma- 
chines or machinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, process- 
ing and manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the parts 
of such machines or machinery, attachments, and replacements therefor 
which are made or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such 
machines or machinery, purchased at retail for storage, use, or other 
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consumption in the county, at the rate of one-half of one percent of the 
sales price of such machines or machinery or the parts, attachments, 
or replacements therefor. 


(b) There shall be exempted from the levy of such taxes the gross 
receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are 
exempted under the state sales tax statutes from the computation of 
the amount of the state sales tax. And there shall also be exempted from 
the levy the storage, use, or other consumption of property, the storage, 
use, or other consumption of which is exempted under the state use 
tax statutes from the state use tax. Subject to these exemptions, every 
person storing or using or otherwise consuming in Covington County 
tangible personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax 
imposed, and the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has 
been paid by such person; provided, however, that a receipt from a reg- 
istered seller given to the purchaser of any property to be used, stored, 
or consumed in Covington County shall be sufficient to relieve the pur- 
chaser from further liability for the tax to which such receipt may re- 
fer. The term “registered seller’? means the person registered with the 
state department of revenue pursuant to the state sales tax statutes. 
The term “state sales tax statutes” means Act No. 100, H. 94, approved 
August 18, 1959, which levies a retail sales tax for state purposes, and 
includes all statutes, including amendments to said Act No. 100 here- 
tofore enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions from the com- 
putation of the tax levied in said Act No. i00, and all other statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the 
administration of said Act No. 100 and the incidence and collection of 
the tax imposed therein. The term “state use tax statutes” means Ar- 
ticle 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore 
amended, including all statutes heretofore enacted which expressly set 
forth any exemptions from the computation of the tax levied in said 
Article 11 and all other statutes heretofore enacted which expressly ap- 
ply to, or purport to affect, the administration of the said article and 
the incidences and collection of the tax imposed therein. 


(c) For the purpose of this Act, the location of the place of busi- 
ness of the seller shall determine the liability of the seller for the tax 
levied under the Act. 


Section 4. Unless otherwise expressly provided for in the order, 
ordinance, or resolution levying the taxes herein authorized, such taxes 
shall become effective on the first day of the second month next fol- 
lowing the date of the order, ordinance, or resolution; provided, notice 
of the adoption of such an order, ordinance, or resolution must be given 
to the commissioner of the state department of revenue not less than 45 
days before the taxes are to become effective. The taxes levied and im- 
posed shall be in addition to all cther taxes now provided by law and 
shall be collected as hereinafter provided. 


Section 5. All taxes levied pursuant to this Act shall be paid to and 
collected by the state department of revenue at the same time and 
along with the collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax. 
On or prior to the due dates Of ihe iaxes levied cach porson subject 
to such taxes shall file with the state department of revenue a report 
or return in such form as may he prescrihed hy the department, setting 
forth with respect to all sales and business that are required to be used 
as a measurement of the tax levied, a correct statement of the gross 
proceeds of all such sales and the gross receipts of all such business, 
and setting forth with respect to the use tax levied, the total sales price 
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of all property, the use, storage, or other consumption of which became 
subject to the tax during the then preceding quarterly period. Such 
reports shall include also such other items of information pertinent to 
the said taxes and the amount thereof as the state department of reve- 
nue may require. Any person subject to the taxes levied may defer re- 
porting credit sales until after their collection, and in the event he so 
defers reporting them, he shall thereafter include in each monthly re- 
port all credit collections made during the month preceding, and shall 
pay the taxes due thereon at the time of filing such report. All reports 
or returns filed with the state department of revenue under this section 
shall be available for inspection by the governing body of Covington 
County, or its designated agent, at reasonable times during business 
hours. 


Section 6. Every registered seller regularly and continually mak- 
ing sales of tangible personal property for storage, use, or other con- 
sumption in Covington County (which storage, use, or other consumption 
is not exempted from the tax imposed) shall at the time of making 
such sale or, if the storage, use, or other consumption of such tangible 
personal property in the county is not then taxable under this Act, at 
the time such storage, use, or other consumption becomes taxable 
hereunder, collect the tax from the purchaser, and shall give to the pur- 
chaser a receipt therefor in the manner and form prescribed by the 
state department of revenue. On the twentieth day of the month follow- 
ing the close of each quarterly period, each registered seller shall file

ceeds of such sales and may defer reporting credit sales until after their 
collection, but shall thereafter collect the said taxes along with collection 
of said credit sales and shall include in each quarterly report all credit 
collections made during the preceding quarterly period and shall omit 
the taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such report or return. 
Any person who has paid to a registered seller the tax with respect to the 
use, storage, or other consumption of tangible personal property in Cov- 
ington County need not file a report or make any further payment of 
the said tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal property, 
the storage, use or other consumption of which is subject to the tax im- 
posed, and who has not paid the tax due with respect thereto to a regis- 
tered seller, shall report and pay the tax as required by Section 5. 


Section 7. Each person engaging or continuing within Covington 
County in a business subject to the taxes levied pursuant to Section 3 
shall add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the pur- 
chaser or the person paying the admission fee the amount due by the 
taxpayer on account of said taxes; and every registered seller shall like- 
wise add to the sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount 
of any tax which such registered seller is required to collect. It shall be 
unlawful for any person subject to the tax levied to fail or refuse to add 
to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from the purchaser 
or person paying the admission fee the amount herein required to be so 
added to the sales or admission price and collected from the purchaser, 
and it shall likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said tax to 
refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so collected or to 
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absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or refund of 
said tax or any portion thereof. It shall likewise be unlawful for any 
registered seller to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and to collect 
from the purchaser the amount of the tax imposed or to refund or offer 
to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly the absorption 
of, said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 8. The taxes imposed pursuant to this Act shall constitute a 
debt due Covington County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition 
to all other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, to- 
gether with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute 
and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from whom 
said taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All provisions 
of the revenue laws of this state which apply to the enforcement of liens 
for license taxes due the state shall apply fully to the collection of the 
county taxes levied and the state department tof revenue, for the use 
and benefit of Covington County shall collect such taxes and enforce 
this Act and shall have and exercise for such collection and enforcement 
all rights and remedies that this state or the department has for collec- 
tion of the state sales tax and the state use tax. The state department 
of revenue shall have full authority to employ such special counsel as 
it deems necessary from time to time to enforce collection of the taxes 
authorized to be levied by this Act. and to otherwise enforce the pro- 
visions of this Act, including any litigation involving the Act; and the 
department shall pay such speciai council such fees as it deems necessary 
ee proper from the proceeds of the taxes collected by it for Covington 

‘ounty. 


Section 9. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with respect 
to payment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, making of 
reports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest 
after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports, or 
otherwise comply with the state sales statutes, the promulgation of rules 
and regulations with respect to the state sales tax, and the administration 
and enforcement of the state sales tax statutes, which are not inconsist- 
ent with the provisions of this Act when applied to the tax levied pur- 
suant to Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the county tax levied; and all 
provisions of the state use tax statutes with respect to payment, assess- 
ment and collection of the state use tax, making quarterly reports and 
keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest after due 
date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports or otherwise 
comply with the state use tax statutes, the promulgation of rules and 
regulations with respect to the state use tax, and the administration and 
enforcement of the state use tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act when applied to the county use tax levied shall 
apply to the county tax. The commissioner of revenue and the state de- 
partment of revenue shall have and exercise the same powers, duties and 
obligations with respect to the county iaxes levied as arc imposed on 
the commissioner and the department, respectively, by the state sales tax 
statutes and the state use tax statutes. All provisions of the state sales 
tax statutes and the state use statutes that are made applicable in this Act 
to the county taxes levied and to the administration of this Act are incor- 
porated herein by reference and made a part hereof as if fully set forth 
herein. 


Section i0. The state department of revenue shall charge Coving- 
ton County for collecting the special county taxes levied such amount or 
percentage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the commis- 
sioner of revenue and the court of county commissioners, board of rev- 
enue, or like governing body of the county, but such charge shall not in 
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any event exceed three percent of the total amount of special county 
taxes collected hereunder within the county. Such charge for collecting 
the special taxes for the county may be deducted each month from the 
special sales and special use taxes collected before certifying the amount 
of the proceeds thereof due Covington County for that month. The com- 
missioner of revenue shall pay into the state treasury all county taxes 
collected under this Act, as such taxes are received by the department of 
revenue; and on or before the first day of each successive month (com- 
mencing with the month following the month in which the department 
makes the first collections hereunder), the commissioner shall certify to 
the state comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions 
of this Act and paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of 
Covington County during the month immediately preceding the making 
of such certificate. Provided, however, that before certifying the amount 
of the taxes paid into the state treasury for the benefit of the county 
during each month, the commissioner may deduct from the taxes col- 
lected in said month the charges due the department for the collection 
of the taxes for the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller to 
issue his warrant each month payable to the custodian of the public 
funds of Covington County in an amount equal to the amount so certified 
by the commissioner of revenue as having been collected for the use of 
the county.

Commissioners from 
districts two and four shall be elected at the general election to be held 
in 1962, and every four years thereafter. The commissioners shall hold 
office for terms of four years from the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January next succeeding their election and until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. In the event of a vacancy on the board, 
the vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the Governor for the un- 
expired term. The present members of the Court of County Commis- 
sioners shall serve as members of the Board of Commissioners until 
their successors are elected and qualified as provided in this Act. 


Section 4. Except as otherwise provided herein, the Board of Com- 
missioners provided for in this Act shall have and exercise all the ju- 
risdiction and powers which are, or hereafter may be, vested in courts 
of county commissioners or like county governing bodies by the general 
laws of the State, or vested in the governing body of Clay County by 
local law; and the members of the board shall perform ail the duties 
and services and exercise all the powers which are, or which hereafter 
may be, provided by law for members of courts of county commissioners 
or like county governing bodies, or for members of the Board of Com- 
missioners of Clay County. 


Section 5. Each commissioner shall receive an annual salary of 
three thousand dollars ($3,000), which shall be his entire compensation 
for the services required of him by this Act. The salary of each com- 
missioner shall be paid in equal monthly installments on warrants drawn 
on the funds of the county in accordance with the orders of the Board. 


Section 6. The Board shall hold regular meetings on the second 
Monday of each month and may hold special meetings upon the call of 
the chairman or two commissioners. A majority of the members of the 
Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. The 
Board shall keen eamplete and accurate written minutes of all meetings, 
business transacted, and resolutions adopted; and there shali be recurded 
therein the vote of each member. At each meeting the minutes of the 
previous meeting shall be read and ali minutes shall be open to nuhlic 
inspection at reasonable times. : 


Section 7. Before entering upon the discharge of their duties the

county commissioners shall each execute a bond in the sum of three 
thousand dollars ($3,000). The bonds shall be payable to Clay County, 
with good and sufficient surety, and shall be conditioned upon the faith- 
ful discharge of their duties of office. The bonds shall be filed and re- 
corded in the office of the Judge of Probate of Clay County, and the 
premiums thereon shall be paid by the county. 


Section 8. Subject to the supervision, regulation, and control of 
the Board of Commissioners of Clay County, and any rules and regula- 
tions which such body may promulgate from time to time in the ex- 
ercise of its authority under this Act, the judge of probate, as chairman 
of the Board of Commissioners, shall function as purchasing agent for 
the county. He shall make all purchases or lease rentals of all materials, 
tools, machinery, motor vehicles, supplies, equipment, and contractural 
services (which term as used in this Act shall not include contracts for 
professional or other personal services) for the county, or any depart- 
ment, board, or officer thereof, including the county board of education. 


Section 9. At least three written, sealed, competitive bids shall be 
obtained on all purchases of supplies, materials, tools, machinery, motor 
vehicles, equipment, and contractural services when the amount involved 
is two hundred dollars ($200) or more. If the proposed purchase or con- 
tract involves an amount less than two hundred dollars ($200), the pur- 
chase may be made either on the basis of sealed bids or in the open mar- 
ket. It shall be a violation of this section to divide or otherwise adjust 
the quantity of a purchase to an amount less than two hundred dollars 
($200) for the purpose of evading the requirements of this section. In- 
vitations for bids shall be posted on a bulletin board located either im- 
mediately inside or outside the office of the probate judge in the county 
courthouse, at least five days before the meeting of the Board at which 
the purchase is to be made. Such invitations, hereinafter called purchase 
notices, shall contain sufficient specifications to describe accurately the 
articles to be purchased as well as the quantity thereof. In addition to 
such notices, if the amount of the proposed contract is in excess of two 
hundred dollars ($200), written notice by registered or certified mail. 
with written reply requested, shall be given to at least three merchants 
or dealers in the goods or materials to be purchased, or where notice 
is of a contract to be let, to at least three contractors engaged in the 
type of work contemplated. A copy of such notice or notices, together 
with the return receipts showing their delivery, must be recorded in and 
shall become a part of the minutes of the Board of Commissioners. 


Section 10. All bids received on proposed purchases or contracts 
shall be opened publicly at the time and place stated in the purchase no- 
tices. The contract or order shall be awarded to the lowest responsible 
bidder, and all bids may be rejected and the purchase or contract rene- 
gotiated when the public interest will be served thereby. It shall be the 
duty of the chairman of the Board of Commissioners to obtain informa- 
tion from the Division of Purchases and Stores of the State Department 
of Finance relative to the items to be purchased by competitive bids: and 
if the state prices are less than the lowest bid received, and if the deliv- 
ery date is reasonable, all bids shall be rejected and the purchase shall 
be made through the State Purchasing Agent. All bids, with the names 
of the bidders, shall be entered on a permanent record. Each record with 
the successful bid indicated thereon, and with the reasons for the award 
if not awarded to the lowest bidder, shall, after the award, be open to 
public inspection. In the event of a sale, trade, or other disposition of 
any property of the county of any nature or kind the procedure as out- 
lined herein as it relates to the obtaining of written, sealed, competitive 
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bids shall be followed and such sale, trade, or disposition of the property 
of the county shall be made in accordance with the most advantageous 
offer made. 


Section 11. In an emergency a purchase may be made without ob- 
taining information from the Division of Purchases and Stores. However, 
a written account of the circumstances necessitating any such emer- 
gency purchases, together with a statement describing the time pur- 
chased and naming the vendor from whom the item was purchased, 
shall be at once prepared by the chairman of the Board of Commissioners 
as purchasing agent and filed in his office. An emergency, as the term 
is used herein, means a situation where needed equipment of the county 
is idle due to the lack of parts, supplies, or repairs therefor, or when 
materials or supplies are immediately needed to place in operating con- 
dition the road or bridge system of the county which has become im- 
passable or dangerous due to damage or destruction of existing portions 
thereof. The records of such emergency transactions shall be open to 
public inspection. The provisions of this Act regarding competitive bid- 
ding and obtaining information from the State Purchasing Agent may be 
waived for purchases of perishable commodities, utility services, machin- 
ery repairs, and commodities or services for which there is no com- 
petitive situation. 


Section 12. In making purchases for the county the purchasing 
agent shall give preference to commodities produced or sold in Clay 
County, provided there is no sacrifice or loss in price or quality. 


Section 13. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 14. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 15. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its pas- 
sage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to the levy of additional taxes for certain purposes in Clay 
County; authorizing the court of county commissioners, board of reve- 
nue, or other like governing body of the county to levy, when approved 
at a referendum election, special county privilege license and excise taxes 
paralleling state sales and use taxes as provided for in Act No. 100, H. 
94, approved August 18, 1959, and Article 166 of Chapter 20, Title 51, 
Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended and supplemented; pro- 
viding for collection and enforcement of such taxes by the state depart- 
ment of revenue. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply only in Clay County. 


Section 2. (a) If approved by a majority of the qualified voters of 
Clay County who vote thereon at the referendum election provided for 
in subsection (b), the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, 
or like governing body of said county may adopt on order, ordinance, or 
resolution levying special county taxes, to parallel state sales and use 
taxes, in the manner and at the rates prescribed in this Act. 


(b) The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like 
governing body of Clay County shall call and provide for holding an elec- 
tion for the purpose of determining whether or not such special county 
taxes shall be levied and imposed as provided in this Act. The election 
shall be held on the first Tuesday following the expiration of 10 days 
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after the date of this enactment. Notice of the election shall be given by 
publication in a newspaper published in the county at least one time 
before the date of the election. The election shall be held and conducted 
in the manner provided by law for holding other county elections, and 
the cost of the election, including the cost of publishing the notice, shall 
be paid by the county. The question to be voted on shall be stated on 
the ballots substantially as follows: “Do you favor a county sales tax 
for school purposes?” 


Section 3. (a) The special county taxes levied pursuant to this Act 
shall be privilege license and excise taxes in substance as follows: 


1. Upon every person, firm, or corporation (not including the State 
of Alabama or the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or ABC 
stores) engaged or continuing within the county in the business cf sell- 
ing at retail any tangible personal property whatsoever, including mer- 
chandise and commodities of every kind and character (not including, 
however, bonds or other evidence of debt or stocks), an amount equal 
to one percent of the gross proceeds of sales of the business except where 
a different amount is expressly provided herein. Any person engaging 
or continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall 
pay the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such busi- 
nesses at the rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show sep- 
arately the gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his books 
are not so kepi he shall pay the tax as retailer, on the gross sales of the 
business, 


2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of conducting or operating places of 
amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving pic- 
ture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including 
wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, foot- 
ball and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or un- 
der the auspices of any educational institution, or any athletic associa- 
tion thereof, or other association whether such institution or association 
be denominational, a state, county, or a city school, or other institution, 
association, or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses or any 
other place at which any exhibition, display, amusement, or entertain- 
ment is offered to the public or place or places where an admission fee 
is charged, including public bathing places, public dance halls of every 
kind and description, conducted or carried on within the county, an 
amount equal to one percent of the gross receipts of any such business. 


3. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail machines or ma- 
chinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manu- 
facturing of tangible personal property, and the parts of such machines 
or machinery, attachments and replacements therefor which are made 
or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines or ma- 
chinery, and which are necessary to the operation of such machines or 
machinery, and are customarily so used, an amount equal to one-half of 
ene percent of the gross nrnceeds of the sale of such machines or machin- 
ery, attachments, parts and replacements therefor. 


4. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail any automotive 
vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount equal to one-half 
of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said automotive ve- 
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hicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer. Provided, that where any used 
automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, or 
in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment of the sale of a new 
or used vehicle, the tax levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, 
that is, the price of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used 
vehicle taken in trade. 


5. An excise tax may be imposed on— 


The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of tangible 
personal property purchased at retail, for storage, use or other con- 
sumption in the county, at the rate of one percent of the sale price of 
such property, regardless of whether the retailer is or is not engaged 
in business in the county or in this state, except as provided in paragraphs 
a and b below; and 


a) The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any 
new or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer, or semi-trailer purchased 
at retail for storage, use, or other consumption in the county, at the rate 
of one-half of one percent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, 
truck trailer, or semi-trailer. Where any used automotive vehicle or 
truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, 
as a credit or part payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the 
tax levied shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the difference 
in the price of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used ve- 
hicle taken in trade; and 


b) The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any 
machines or machinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, proc- 
essing and manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the 
parts of such machines or machinery attachments and replacements 
therefor which are made or manufactured for use on or in the operation 
of such machines or machinery, purchased at retail for storage, use, or 
other consumption in the county, at the rate of one-half of one percent 
of the sale price of such machines or machinery or the parts, attach- 
ments, or replacements therefor. 


b) There shall be exempted from the levy of such taxes the gross 
receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are 
exempted under the state sales tax statutes from the computation of 
the amount of the state sales tax. And there shall also be exempted 
from the levy the storage, use, or other consumption of property, the 
storage, use, or other consumption of which is exempted under the state 
use tax statutes from the state use tax. Subject to these exemptions, 
every person storing or using or otherwise consuming in the county 
tangible personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax 
imposed, and the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has 
been paid by such person; provided, however, that a receipt from a reg- 
istered seller given to the purchaser of any property to be used, stored, 
or consumed in the county shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser 
from further liability for the tax to which such receipt may refer. The 
term “registered seller’ means the person registered with the state de- 
partment of revenue pursuant to the state sales tax statutes. The term 
“state sales tax statutes” means Act No. 100, H. 94, approved August 
18, 1959, which levies a retail sales tax for state purposes and includes 
all statutes, including amendments to said Act No. 100 heretofore en- 
acted which expressly set forth any exemptions from the computation 
of the tax levied in said Act No. 100, and all other statutes heretofore 
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enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administra- 
tion of said Act No. 100 and the incidence and collection of the tax im- 
posed therein. The term “state use tax statutes’ means Article 11 of 
Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended, in- 
cluding all statutes heretofore enacted which expressly set forth any 
exemptions from the computation of the tax levied in said Article 11 
and all other statutes heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or 
purport to affect, the administration of the said article and the incidents 
and collection of the tax imposed therein. 


Section 4. Unless otherwise expressly provided for in the order, 
ordinance, or resolution levying the taxes herein authorized, such taxes 
shall become effective on the first day of the second month next follwing 
the date of the order, ordinance, or resolution; provided, notice of the 
adoption of such an order, ordinance, or resolution must be given to the 
commissioner of the state department of revenue not less than 45 days 
before the taxes are to become effective. The taxes levied and imposed 
shall be in addition to all other taxes now provided by law and shall 
be collected as hereinafter provided. 


Section 5. All taxes levied pursuant to this Act shall be paid to 
and collected by the state department of revenue at the same time and 
along with the collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax. 
On or hefore the due dates of the taxes levied each person subiect to 
such taxes shall file with the state department of revenue a report or 
return in such form as may be prescribed by the department, setting 
forth with respect to all sales and business that are required to be used 
as a measurement of the tax levied, a correct statement of the gross 
proceeds of all such sales and the gross receipts of all such business, and 
setting forth with respect to the use tax levied, the total sales price of 
all property, the use, storage, or other consumption of which became 
subject to the tax during the then preceding quarterly period. Such re- 
ports shall include also such other items of information pertinent to the 
said taxes and the amount thereof as the state department of revenue 
may require. Any person subject to the taxes levied may defer reporting 
credit sales until after their collection, and in the event he so defers 
reporting them, he shall thereafter include in each monthly report all 
credit collections made during the month preceding, and shall pay the 
taxes due thereon at the time of filing such report. All reports or re- 
turns filed with the state department of revenue under this section shall 
be available for inspection by the governing body of Clay County, or its 
designated agent, at reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 6. Every registered seller regularly and continually mak- 
ing sales of tangible property for storage, use, or other consumption in 
Clay County (which storage, use, or other consumption is not exempted 
from the tax imposed) shaii ai ihe time of making such sale ov, if the 
storage, use, or other consumption of such tangible personal property 
in the county is not then taxable under this Act, at the time such stor- 
age, use, or other consumption becomes taxable hereunder, collect this 
tax from the purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt there- 
for in the manner and form prescribed by the state department of reve- 
nue. On the twentieth day of the month following tne close of cach quar- 
terly period, each registered seller shall file with the state department 
of revenue a return for the preceding auarterly period in such form as 
may be prescribed by the department, showing the total sales of the tan- 
gible personal property sold by such registered seller, the storage, use, 
or other consumption of which became subject to the tax imposed dur- 
ing the then preceding quarterly period; and each return shall be ac- 
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companied by a remittance of the amount of the tax required to be col- 
lected by such registered seller during the period followed by the return; 
provided, that any registered seller may defer collecting the tax with 
respect to credit sales until collection of the proceeds of such sales and 
may defer reporting credit sales until after their collection, but shall 
thereafter collect the said taxes along with collection of said credit sales 
and shall include in each quarterly report all credit collections made 
during the preceding quarterly period, and shall omit the taxes with 
respect thereto at the time of filing such report or return. Any person 
who has paid to a registered seller the tax and respect to the use, stor- 
age, or other, or other consumption of tangible personal property in Clay 
County need not file a report or make any further payment of the said 
tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal property, the stor- 
age, or other, or other consumption of tangible personal property in Clay 
and who has not paid the tax due with respect thereto to a registered 
seller, shall report and pay the tax as required by Section 5. 


Section 7. Each person engaging or continuing within Clay County 
in a business subject to the taxes levied pursuant to Section 3 shall add 
to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the purchaser or 
the person paying the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer on 
account of said taxes; and every registered seller shall likewise add to 
the sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount of any tax 
which such registered seller is required to collect. It shall be unlawful 
for any person subject to the tax levied to fail or refuse to add to the 
sale price or admission fee and to collect from the purchaser or person 
paying the admission fee the amount herein required to be so added to 
the sales or admission price and collected from the purchaser, and it 
shall likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said tax to refund 
or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so collected or to ab- 
sorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or refund of said 
tax or any portion thereof. It shall likewise be unlawful for any regis- 
tered seller to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and to collect from 
the purchaser the amount of the tax imposed or to refund or offer to 
refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly the absorption of, 
said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 8. The taxes imposed pursuant to this Act shall constitute 
a debt due Clay County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition 
to all other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, 
together with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute 
and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from whom 
said taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All provisions 
of the revenue laws of this state which apply to the enforcement of liens 
for licenses taxes due the state shall apply fully to the collection of the 
county taxes levied and the state department of revenue, for the use and 
benefit of Clay County shall collect such taxes and enforce this Act and 
shall have and exercise for such collection and enforcement all rights 
and remedies that this state or the department has for collection of the 
state sales tax and the state use tax. The state department of revenue 
shall have full authority to employ such special counsel as it deems neces- 
sary from time to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be 
levied by this Act, and to otherwise enforce the provisions of this Act, in- 
cluding any litigation involving the Act; and the department shall pay 
such special counsel such fees as it deems necessary and proper from 
the proceeds of the taxes collected by it for Clay County. 


Section 9. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with respect 
<O payment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, making of re- 
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ports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest 
after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports, or 
otherwise comply with the state sales tax statutes, the promulgation of 
rules and regulations with respect to the state sales tax, and the admin- 
istration and enforcement of the state sales tax statutes, which are not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when applied to the tax levied 
pursuant to Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the county tax levied; and 
all provisions of the state use tax statutes with respect to payment, 
assessment and collection of the state use tax, making quarterly reports 
and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest after 
due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports or 
otherwise comply with the state use tax statutes, the promulgation of 
rules and regulations with respect to the state use tax, and the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of the state use tax statutes, which are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when applied to the 
county use tax levied shall apply to the county tax. The commissioner 
of revenue and the state department of revenue shall have and exercise 
the same powers, duties and obligations with respect to the county taxes 
levied as are imposed on the commissioner and the department, re- 
spectively, by the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes. 
All provisions of the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes 
that are made applicable in this Act to the county taxes levied and to 
the administration of this Act are incorporated herein by reference and 
made a part hereof as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 10. The state department of revenue shall charge Clay 
County for collecting the special county taxes levied such amount or per- 
centage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the commissioner of 
revenue and the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like 
governing body of the county, but such charge shall not in any event 
exceed three percent of the total amount of special county taxes 
collected hereunder within the county. Such charge for collecting the 
special taxes for the county may be deducted each month from the 
special sales and special use taxes collected before certifying the 
amount of the proceeds thereof due Clay County for that month. 
The commissioner of revenue shall pay into the state treasury all 
county taxes collected under this Act, as such taxes are received 
by the department of revenue; and on or before the first day of 
each successive month (commencing with the month following the 
month in which the department makes the first collections hereunder), 
the commissioner shall certify to the state comptroller the amount of 
taxes collected under the provisions of this Act and paid by him into the 
state treasury for the benefit of Clay County during the month immedi- 
ately preceding the making of such certificate. Provided, however that 
before certifying the amount of the taxes paid into the state treasury for 
the benefit of the county during each month, the commissioner may de- 
duct from the taxes collected in said month the charges due the depart- 
ment for the collection of the taxes for ihe county. It shall be the duty 
of the comptroller to issue his warrant each month payable to the custo- 
dian of the public funds of Clay County in an amount equal to the 
amount so certified by the commissioner of revenue as having been col- 
lected for the use of the county.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize and provide for acquisition, establishment, operation, 
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protection, expansion, and maintenance of an acheological museum, his- 
torical shrine, and recreational area near the town of Moundville, by the 
State Department of Conservation, appropriating funds for such pur- 
poses, providing for administration of the Act, repealing conflicting laws, 
and providing for operation of the Act upon the happening of a con- 
tingency. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. As used in this act the term “State Archeological Mu- 
seum,” shall mean “Mound State Monument, the Archeological Shrine, 
the Historical Museum and the Recreational Area located near the town 
of Moundville, Alabama and situated partially in Tuscaloosa and Hale 
Counties, Alabama, and the Museum, shell collection, beetle collection, 
coin collection and other museum properties owned by the Alabama Mu- 
seum of Natural History, Incorporated, which are in the custody or un- 
der the control of the Geological Survey of Alabama.” As used in this 
Act the term “State Archeological Fund” shall mean “the fund created 
within the division of Archeology of the Department of Conservation,” 
to be used exclusively for expenditure upon operation, development, pro- 
tection, expansion, planning and maintaining the lands, facilities and 
equipment in Tuscaloosa and Hale Counties, Alabama as a State Monu- 
ment, Archeological Shrine, Historical Museum, Recreational Area, or 
State Archeological Museum. 


Section 2. The Director of Conservation, in addition to other pow- 
ers, shall have the right, power and authority to accept, in the name of 
the State of Alabama the fee simple interest in and to lands in Tusca- 
loosa and Hale Counties, Alabama for the purpose of developing, pre- 
serving, improving, protecting or maintaining same as an Archeological 
Museum, Historical Shrine and Recreational Area, and to accept in fee 
or otherwise, lands donated, entrusted, conveyed or devised for like pur- 
poses in said counties. The Director of Conservation may contract and 
make cooperative agreements with the Federal Government and its agen- 
cies, with municipalities, corporations, associations, partnerships or in- 
dividuals for the purpose of acquiring, planning, establishing, develop- 
ing, utilizing, operating, protecting, or maintaining such museum or in 
establishing the same in accordance with the terms of this act. 


Section 3. The Director of Conservation, in addition to other pow- 
ers, shall have the right, power and authority to acquire in the name of 
the State of Alabama by purchase, gift, or otherwise, the fee simple in- 
terest or leasehold interest in and to lands in Tuscaloosa and Hale Coun- 
ties, Alabama from the Alabama Museum of Natural History for the 
purpose of developing, preserving, improving, protecting and or main- 
taining same as a State Archeological Museum, which shall include an 
Archeoiogicai Museuin, Historical Shrine and Recreational Arca, and in

Section 4. The Director of Conservation may acquire from the Ala- 
bama Museum of Natural History, incorporaied ur elsewitere, vy Bill, 
purchase or otherwise any personal property which may be deemed nec- 
essary or advisable in the proper oneration or management of the Ala- 
bama Archeological Museum, Historical Shrine and Recreational Area, 
provided for in this Act, and upon such acquisition such property shall 
become the property of the Division of Archeology of the Department 


of Conservation, of the State of Alabama to be used, sold, traded, or 
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otherwise disposed of as may be deemed proper or advisable subject how- 
ever to approval first being obtained from the Chief of the Division of 
Archeology, the Director of Conservation and a majority of the members 
of the Advisory Board of the Department of Conservation. 


Section 5. Immediately upon the acquisition of the properties de- 
scribed in this Act from the Alabama Museum of Natural History, Incor- 
porated by the Director of Conservation there shall be created by the Di- 
rector of Conservation in the Department of Conservation a Division of 
Archeology, which shall be headed by and be under the direction, super- 
vision, and control of an officer, who, shall be designated the Chief of 
the division of Archeology of the Department of Conservation. The Chief 
of the Division of Archeology shall be appointed by the Governor upon 
the recommendation of the head of the Department of Archeology of the 
University of Alabama and his principal office shall be at the Alabama 
Archeological Museum, Historical Shrine and Recreational Area at 
Moundville, Alabama. The Chief of the Division of Archeology is to make 
such reports as might be required by the Director of Conservation; is 
to prepare for display upon reasonable notice from the Director of Con- 
servation suitable personal property the property of the Division of Arch- 
eology at any place deemed by the Director of Conservation advisable 
and such personal property might be sold subject to approval of such 
sale being first obtained in strict accordance with the terms of Sec- 
tion 4 of this Act.

of the Alabama Archeological Museum or on the campus of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama or at the site of the Alabama Archeological Museum 
and to receive appropriate compensation for such work as any other 
part-time professor on the staff of the University of Alabama is entitled 
to receive. In addition to all other duties set out herein it shall be the 
responsibility of the chief of the Division of Archeology to aid and assist 
the Faculty and Student body of any institution of higher learning in 
the State of Alabama in conducting research and studies in archeology 
and related subjects utilizing materials available at the Alabama Arche- 
ological Museum upon proper request being made for such assistance and 
subject to the primary duty of the Chief of the Division of Archeology 
to preserve for posterity the archeological and historical specimens now 
on display or available at said Archeological Museum. Out of state in- 
stitutions of higher learning and students of archeology may be assisted 
by the Chief of the Division of Archeology subject to the Chief of the 
Division of Archeology taking all necessary precautions in order to keep, 
protect and preserve the archeological treasures now located at said Mu- 
seum. 


Section 6. The Chief of the Division of Archeology in addition to 
other powers, shall have the right, power and authority subject to the 
approval of the Director of Conservation and the Advisory Board to the 
Department of Conservation to construct and operate suitable public 
service or recreational privileges and conveniences on any land or water 
embraced within the scope of this Act and to charge and collect rea- 
sonable fees for the use of same and to enter into contracts for the op- 
eration of any such privilege or convenience and to enter into contracts 
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with the Federal Government and with states, counties, municipalities, 
corporations, associations or individuals for the purpose of constructing, 
planning, utilizing, developing, expanding, protecting or maintaining any 
such privileges or conveniences or any building or facility appertain- 
ing thereto. 


Section 7. The Geological Survey of Alabama is hereby empowered 
and authorized to convey to the Division of Archeology of the Depart- 
ment of Conservation by gift or otherwise any of its property as it may 
deem proper, for use, exchange, or display in the State Archeological 
Museum, and upon such conveyance said property shall become the prop- 
erty of the State Archeological Museum of the Division of Archeology 
of the Department of Conservation to be used, exchanged or displayed 
by it in the operation or development of the said State Archeological 
Museum. The Geological Survey of Alabama is further authorized to 
make such collections from time to time in the future which it may 
deem to be of value to the State Archeological Museum and to convey 
such collections or parts thereof to the State Archeological Museum for 
any purpose specified in this Act. 


Section 8. Before entering upon the discharge of his duties, the 
Chief of the Division of Archeology shall take the constitutional oath 
of office, but his salary as Chief of the Division of Archeology shall not 
exceed $8000.00 dollars per annum. 


There shall be and is established hereby a State Arche- 
ology Fund. All monies received from gifts or bequests or from county 
or municipal appropriations or monies appropriated by the State of Ala- 
bama shall be deposited to the credit of the said State Archeology Fund. 
There shall also be deposited in said fund all monies received from any 
concession business conducted upon the land or water included in this 
bill and also any monies accruing to the Division of Archeology of the 
Department of Conservation as an incident to the operation or owner- 
ship of the Division of Archeology by virtue of the sale or rental of real 
or personal property or from whatsoever source. All monies arising from 
fines and forfeitures from violations of the rules and regulations estab- 
lished by the Director of Conservation as hereinafter provided for in this 
Act shall be forwarded by the court having jurisdiction over such vio- 
lations to the Director of Conservation for deposit by the said official 
to the credit of the State Archeology Fund. The said fund hereby cre- 
ated shall be used and expended by the Division of Archeology of the 
Department of Conservation in accordance with the terms of the gift, 
bequest, grant, appropriation or donation from which said monies are 
derived, in the same manner, by the same authority and for the pur- 
poses stipulated in this Act.

Section 10. The Director of Conservation, acting through the Di- 
vision of Archeology shall have the following powers and authorities; 
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To establish and promulgate and from time to time alter, amend, or re- 
peal rules and regulations governing the preservation, protection and 
use of the State Archeological Shrine, the Historical Museum and the 
Recreational Area located near the town of Moundville, Alabama and 
situated partially in Tuscaloosa and Hale Counties, Alabama and the 
property thereon and to preserve the peace therein. Any person who vio- 
lates any rule or regulation so established and promulgated shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollars or imprisonment for not exceeding six 
months, or both, and may be adjudged to pay all costs of the proceed- 
ings. The Chief of the Division of Archeology shall have and he is hereby 
vested with full police power to prefer charges against, and to make ar- 
rests of any person or persons violating any such rule or regulation.

Such police officers are clothed with the power and authority of 
deputy sheriffs and shall arrest without warrant and carry before the 
Justice of the Peace or the Inferior Criminal Court of the county in 
which an offense is committed any person violating any of the rules and 
ee made and promulgated under the authority provided for in 
this Act. 


Section 11. The Director of Conservation shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of the State Employees Retirement System and with the advice 
and counsel of the Chief of the Division of Archeology determine the 
number of employees needed for the efficient and economical perform- 
ance of the functions and duties of the said State Archeological Museum, 
Historical Shrine and Rereational Aree and shali hire such 
to operate, manage and maintain same. 


Section 12. The State Highway Department of Alabama is hereby 
authorized and empowered upon the request of the Director of Conserva- 
tion to construct, re-construct and maintain roads leading from a state 
highway to any land included within the scope of this act and to con- 
struct, re-construct and maintain roads within the boundaries of lands 
included within the scope of this Act. The construction and re-construc- 
tion of such roads shall be in accordance with the development plan for 
the said lands as approved by the Director of the Conservation Depart- 
ment with the advice of the Chief of the Division of Archeology. Such 
roads leading to said lands or lying within said lands shall be construct- 
ed, re-constructed and maintained in such manner as may be agreed 
upon between the State Highway Director and the Director of Conser- 
vation with the advice of the Chief of the Division of Archeology.

Section 13. Any county and any incorporated city or town in the

(b) Declaration of Policy. The maintenance of the public health is 
of vital importance to the general welfare of the State and its people. 
For the protection of the public health and general welfare, it is deemed 
essential that one day be set aside each week as a day of rest and relaxa- 
tion in Counties to which this Act applies. This can best be accomplished 
and the enforcement thereof can best be policed by setting aside Sunday, 
which is generally recognized and observed as a day of rest. Section 420, 
Title 14, Code of Alabama (1940) as amended by an Act approved Au- 
gust 17, 1951, and as further amended by an Act approved July 24, 1953, 
has made unlawful the general performance of labor and other activities 
and has provided penalties for the violation thereof, subject to certain 
enumerated exceptions which are deemed by the Legislature to be rea- 
sonable and necessary.
